GOVT SCHOOLS IN 700 DISTS 

All districts are 
tested: math, 
language skills 
dip as kids grow 

Gids show better learning than boys; 
rural schools perform better in math

LEARNING LEVELS in mathe¬ 
matics and language show a pro¬ 
gressive decline from lower to 
higher grades in the government 
school system, even as the coun¬ 
try inches closer to achieving the 
target of universal enrolment for 
six-14 year olds, according to the 
Centre’s first nationwide assess¬ 
ment of educational outcomes. 

According to results of the 
National Achievement Survey 
(NAS), released by the HRD 
Ministry last month, an average 
of 67.7 per cent of Class 3 stu¬ 
dents have performed well in 
language. This rate, however, 
drops to 58.4 per cent in Class 5 
and 56.7 per cent in Class 8. 

The drop in overall learning 
levels in mathematics is even 
sharper. In Class 3, it stands at 64.3 
per cent and falls significantly, al¬ 
most by 10 percentage points, to 
54.14 per cent in Class 5. It is the 
lowest in Class 8 at 42 per cent. 

For now, the HRD ministry 
has only released district-wise 
report cards from the survey, 
which covers 2.2 million stu¬ 
dents from 1.1 lakh schools 
across 700 districts. However, ac¬ 
cording to official sources, a pre¬ 
liminary analysis of the results 
shows that female students 
demonstrated better learning 
than males. 



2.2 million children across 
country were tested 


For instance, in mathematics, 
64.4 per cent of female students 
in Class 3 performed well, com¬ 
pared to 64.1 per cent male stu¬ 
dents. In Class 5, the success rate 
of girls in the same subject was 
54.32 per cent and boys 53.94 
per cent. As for Class 8,42.3 per 
cent of girls answered questions 
correctly, compared to 41.8 per 
cent boys. 

Another interesting revela¬ 
tion was that students of govern¬ 
ment and government-aided 
schools in rural areas performed 
better than their counterparts in 
urban schools in mathematics, 
across all three grades. The find¬ 
ing is contrary to the perception 
that the quality of education in 
urban areas is superior to that in 
rural areas. 

Among social groups, OBC 
students in most classes per¬ 
formed better than their

First black money case 
against Catholic church, 
Cardinal under cloud

A CHURCH panel probing land 
transactions in the archdiocese of 
Ernakulam has recommended 
action against Cardinal George 
Alencherry under Church and 
civil law for causing losses to the 
diocese. This is the first such rec¬ 
ommendation —the case also in¬ 
volves black money — for the 
Catholic Church in India. 
Alencherry is among the Indian 
cardinals eligible to elect the Pope. 

The church panel report has 
been sent to Rome. Ernakulam 
archdiocese spokesman Father 
Paul Karedan admitted that the

Pehlu Khan’s lynching: 
Police charge all victims 
with cow smuggling

A SECOND chargesheet follow¬ 
ing the death of Haryana dairy 
farmer Pehlu Khan, names two 
of his companions as accused 
and concludes that all three had 
indulged in ‘cow smuggling’ un¬ 
der state laws. 

The chargesheet was filed by 
Alwar police in the court of the 
Behror additional chief judicial 
magistrate on January 24. 
Following Khan’s lynching on 
April 1, police had registered two 
cases — one against Khan’s as¬ 
sailants for murder and another 
against Khan and his companions 
for ‘indulging in cow smuggling’.

The police had charged nine 
men with the murder of Khan af¬ 
ter identifying them from video 
footage of the lynching. The case 
is being tried in the court, but 
another investigation in 
September last year had cleared 
six others who Khan named in 
the FIR as his assailants.

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40 Years On, Scientist Returns Home Seeking 
Justice, Prompts Retook At Sex Abuse Laws

AN ACCOUNT of alleged abuse 
narrated by an Indian-origin 
Canadian conservation scientist 
to Woman and Child 
Development (WCD) Minister 
Maneka Gandhi on Monday has 
prompted an official move to 
plug a glaring gap in child sexual 
abuse laws in India. 

The WCD ministry is now 
looking at initiating changes to 
the legal framework to allow 
adult survivors to register com¬ 
plaints against the perpetrators 
at any stage in their lives. 
Instructions have already been 
issued to examine the Protection 


of Children from Sexual Offences 
Act (POCSO), Indian Penal Code 
(IPC) and the Indian Evidence 
Act, a senior official told The 
Indian Express. 

The ministry set the ball 
rolling after 53-year-old 
Purnima Govindarajulu met 
Gandhi to say that she wanted to 
pursue a case against her relative 
who sexually abused her and 
others as a child. 

Speaking to The Indian 
Express, Purnima says she ap¬ 
proached the ministry after her 
attempts to pursue the case with 
the police came to nought. 

“I was six years old, growing 
up in Chennai, when I was first 
sexually abused by a cousin’s 
husband. My family was finan¬ 


cially weak and my mother was 
very sick. They were wealthy, 
their daughter was only a few 
years younger and so I was often 


sent to stay at their house. It got 
worse when I was 10-13 years 
old, especially at night, when he 
would use his mouth or finger. I 


blocked out much of the details. 
It wasn’t until the age of 23, after 
I had moved to Canada in the 
wake of my father’s death, that I 
realised what happened to me 
was child sexual abuse,” she said. 

During this visit to India, 
Purnima says, she had a “gut 
feeling” that her perpetrator 
continued to be a child abuser. 
That was when she decided to 
act, she says. “Once I spoke out, 
a younger cousin, too, spoke of 
being sexually abused as a child 
by the same person,” she said. 

In March 2016, police from 
Victoria, in the Canadian 
province of British Columbia, 
prepared a ‘General Occurrence 
Report’ based on Purnima’s

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IAF officer taken into custody for ‘espionage’

NEW DELHI, JANUARY 31 

A GROUP Captain, posted at the IAFs head¬ 
quarters here, has been taken into custody by 
the force for alleged involvement in espionage 
and possible attempt to access sensitive doc¬ 
uments, official sources said on Wednesday. 

The investigators are probing whether 
the officer was a victim of honey trap as it is 
suspected he was sending pictures of classi¬ 
fied documents to a woman through 


WhatsApp. It is also being probed whether 
he was part of a larger espionage ring being 
run from Pakistan, the sources said. 

The officer was indulging in certain “un¬ 
wanted activities” through unauthorised 
electronic devices which is against existing 
orders, they said. 

Apparently, he got in touch with the 
woman through social media. Her identity 
has not yet been established. 

A team of the IAFs central security and 
investigation took the officer into custody, 
and currently he is being interrogated, said 


the sources. 

The “unwanted” activities by the officer 
were discovered during routine counter in¬ 
telligence surveillance, the sources said, 
adding he attempted to possess sensitive 
documents. 

The IAF officially did not comment on the 
matter. The identity of the officer has been 
kept secret as investigation into the case was 
going on, the sources said. 

The investigators are also examining 
whether the officer has passed on any sensi¬ 
tive information to anyone.

detailed testimony and an audio recording 
of a purported phone conversation between 
her brother and the perpetrator where the 
latter allegedly made a confession. 

“Canadian police told me that I could use 
the report to pursue a police case in India since 
the incident happened in India. I approached 
Chennai police with the complaint. Though 
they were very helpful and took down my 
complaint, they were at a loss as to which laws 
they could apply in this case,” she said. 

Purnima talks of how some of her family 
members don’t support her. “They see me as 
a troublemaker but they don’t see the crime. 
The criminal is just one and the survivors 
many, and they suffer all their lives,” said 
Purnima. 

Sources in WCD Minister Maneka Gandhi’s 
office said that all over the world, there have 
been legal cases based on adult survivors re¬ 
porting being sexually abused as children. 

“The accounts given by adult survivors, of 
Catholic priests sexually abusing them when 
they were little, is a point in case. Even in 
Hollywood producer Harvey Weinstein’s case, 
which started the MeToo movement, some of 
the victims got the courage to speak up only 
20 years later even though they were adults at 
the time of the incident. Our ministry will pur¬ 
sue this issue seriously,” said a senior official. 

According to the official, many 
Commonwealth countries have removed the 
statute of limitations in reporting childhood 
sexual offences — they no longer impose a 
maximum time limit after the crime within 
which legal proceedings have to be initiated. 
“There is no reason why India should not al¬ 
low adult survivors to act against their perpe¬ 


trators. In such cases, they are always repeat 
offenders as it is about the power they wield 
over their victims,” said the official. 

POCSO is unclear on whether a survivor 
of child sexual abuse can report the crime af¬ 
ter the age of 18 years. Moreover, POCSO can¬ 
not be applied retrospectively on cases prior 
to its enactment in 2012 and such cases fall 
under the IPC provisions. When it comes to 
punishment for rape (IPC 376), there is no 
statute of limitations. 

However, it was only after the Criminal 
Amendment Act of 2013, that the definition 
of rape was expanded to include forced dig¬ 
ital penetration and oral sex (both common 
in child sexual abuse). Until then, these 
crimes fell under molestation law (IPC 354) 
which has a maximum punishment of two 
years and therefore, unlike penile penetra¬ 
tion, has a statute of limitations where by it 
has to be reported within three years of the 
offence being committed. 

The WCD ministry has also instructed the 
National Commission for Protection of Child 
Rights (NCPCR) to look into the issue. 

NCPCR chairperson Stuti Kacker, who met 
Purnima Tuesday, told The Indian Express 
that existing laws do not offer any recourse 
to adult survivors. “Since survivors carry the 
scars of child sexual abuse all through their 
lives, we are exploring ways of helping them. 
Even before this case, several people have met 
us in this regard including male survivors of 
child sexual abuse,” said Kacker. 

According to legal experts, IPC section 377 
(intercourse against the order of nature), 
which carries punishment up to life with no 
statute of limitations, can be technically ap¬ 


plied in such cases. But the section, which 
also criminalises gay sex, has never been ap¬ 
plied by police in cases of accounts given by 
adult survivors. 

Senior advocate Vrinda Grover, who was 
part of the government panel that submit¬ 
ted its report in the run-up to the drafting of 
POCSO, says that while the issue of adult sur¬ 
vivors reporting child abuse did cross the 
panel’s mind, there was no public conversa¬ 
tion around the issue. 

“The law has to make allowance for the 
fact that the nature of the trauma in child sex¬ 
ual abuse is such that people are likely to 
speak about it many years later. Words like 
stigma and shame are insufficient to explain 
the complex set of emotions that a child goes 
through when the offender is known to 
them. The law should also understand that it 
will take one person to open the door for the 
other skeletons to come tumbling out of the 
cupboard as they are always repeat offend¬ 
ers. Our law is, instead, suspicious of sur¬ 
vivors who speak up much later because it 
always looks for evidence in the form of vis¬ 
ible physical harm” said Grover. 

This month, USA Gymnastics team doctor 
Larry Nassar was sentenced to 175 years in 
jail for molesting over hundred underage 
girls since the early nineties, based on the 
testimonies of many of the adult survivors, 
including Olympic gymnasts. 

In 2011, the UK saw the high-profile case 
of adult survivors speaking out against pop¬ 
ular BBC broadcaster Jimmy Savile, a year af¬ 
ter his death at the age of 85, following which 
investigations showed abuse spanning 50 
years and involving victims as young as eight.

Eastern Catholic Churches in the world under 
Rome and is also the archbishop of the 
Ernakulam archdiocese. 

Last month, the archdiocese had ap¬ 
pointed a six-member panel, comprising 
priests and laymen, to probe losses suffered 
by the archdiocese in dubious land deals 
since April, 2015. 

Alencherry’s secretary and church 
spokesman Fatherjimmy Poochakkattu said 
the Cardinal would not react now. “He will 
bring out a circular in which he is expected to 
explain everything. It will be read out in 
churches under the archdiocese,” he said. 

The losses were incurred after the sale of 
five plots owned by the diocese in various 
parts of Ernakulam district. The diocese 
should have received at least Rs 27 crore from 
the sales, which they needed to repay bank 
loans, but received only Rs 9 crore after the 
dubious real estate deals. 

The report stated, “There is grave viola¬ 
tion of the Church laws, which amounted to 
naked act of breach of tmst and criminal mis¬ 
appropriation of properties.” 

The probe committee also found unac¬ 
counted money, which it termed a “grave is¬ 
sue”. “Total amount receivable according to 
36 deeds is Rs 13.52 crore. But, there is a dif¬ 
ference of Rs 13.62 crore between the docu¬ 
mented amount and the amount in the curia 
(a diocese body) resolution. Receiving unac¬ 
counted money is a serious offence as per the 
Income Tax Act.” 

The church panel report stated: “The 
Major Archbishop (Alencherry) was directly 
involved in alienating all the five plots, which 
were sold after being divided into 36 pieces. 
The first deed was registered even before it 
was discussed in the Consumers’ Forum. 
Decision of the finance council quoted in all 
the 36 sale deeds is incorrect. The receivable 
value set by the diocese was Rs 27.15 crore, 
whereas the value according to the regis¬ 
tered deeds was only Rs 13,51,44,260.” 

The report also noted that the diocese only 
received Rs 9.13 crore from the “agent”. “It is 
painful to note that at the time of execution of 
the sale deeds, Alencherry has not assured 
the receipt of money to the archdiocese.” 

According to the report there were “nu¬ 


merous instances” of violation of Church law 
and civil laws along with the lack of trans¬ 
parency and collegiality. “As the head of the 
Syro-Malabar Church, Alencherry should 
have taken utmost care in respecting the pro¬ 
visions of Church laws,” the report said. 

Two others from the Church - priest 
Sebastian Vadakumpadan and the finance 
officer Joshy Puthuva - were also blamed for 
the dubious land deal. The report also named 
Saju Varghese Kunnel as the kingpin in the 
deal and alleged that he enjoyed the confi¬ 
dence of the Cardinal and father Puthuva. 

Without naming the Cardinal, the com¬ 
mittee recommended, “People who are re¬ 
sponsible for the crisis should be tried ac¬ 
cording the law of the Church and necessary 
action should be taken for the violation of 
the civil law.” 

The report stated that the registration of 
land deeds took place in violation of all 
norms even without receiving the entire 
amount from the sale. The committee found 
that the value of the land was Rs 4.47 lakh 
per cent but the archdiocese fixed this at Rs 
9.5 lakh per cent. One cent is equal to 435.5 
square feet. 

The report has blamed Alencherry for in¬ 
volving Kunnel in the transaction, but the for¬ 
mer claimed he who introduced Kunnel to 
the finance officer Puthuva, who in turn said 
he acted under Alencherry’s instructions. 

The committee also evaluated that the 
diocese has lost Rs 46 crore in various land 
purchase and sale deals since April, 2015. 
Though the price fixed for five plots was Rs 
9.5 lakh per cent, the then prevailing market 
rate was Rs 15 lakh per cent. 

Secretary of priests’ council Father 
Kuriakose Mundadan said the council had 
discussed the committee report on land deal¬ 
ings. “Alencherry informed the priests that 
the council would have an elaborative debate 
on the report later. The meeting of the pas¬ 
toral council, a body of priests and laymen, 
would be held after the detailed discussion 
on the report in the priests’ council,” he said. 

Karedan ruled out chances of 
Alencherry’s resignation. “He has told the 
priests that he would give explanation for all 
the allegations after studying the report. He 
has reservations about some of the findings 
in the report. He has sought some more time 
to explain his stand,” he said.

A DAY after he was released from the 
Bhondsi Jail on bail, Haryana BJP leader 
Surajpal Amu on Wednesday resigned 
from the primary membership of the 
party’s state unit. 

The police had detained him on 
January 25 to question him about his in¬ 
volvement in the anti-Padmaavat vio¬ 
lence in Gurgaon, and on the following 
day a court sent him to judicial custody 
for four days. 

“I was saddened over the action of 
the central government and the 
Supreme Court on allowing the contro¬ 
versial movie ‘Padmaavat’ to be 
screened in every state. This has re¬ 
sulted in violence and the hurting of 
sentiments of over 12 crore people of 
the Rajput community,” he claimed. 

“I was also shocked on how Haryana

as well as the Centre fabricated the en¬ 
tire protest by naming it terrorist and 
anti-social. I have resigned from all 
posts of the Haryana BJP and informed 
BJP state president Subash Barala 
through SMS, e-mail, tweet and 
Facebook,” Amu said. 

“I have come to Rajasthan to visit the 
holy kingdom of Queen Padmini where I 
have decided to resign from BJP,” he said. 

The police also suspected his role in 
the attack on a Gurgaon school bus, 
which had children on board.

classmates belonging to general and SC/ST 
categories (see box). 

The results also show that Karnataka 
and Rajasthan performed the best in 
mathematics and language. Arunachal 
Pradesh was among states with the least 
impressive performance on learning out¬ 
comes. 

The NCERT is currently preparing state- 
wise report cards, which will be released 
later this month. According to ministry 
sources, the government will draft and 
share short-term, medium-term and long¬ 
term interventions, based on the results of 
NAS, with state governments. 

The findings of the survey are signifi¬ 
cant as it covers the student population 
that has benefitted from provisions of the 
Right to Education (RTE) Act, which came 
into effect from March 2010. 

Incidentally, the latest Annual Status of 
Education Report (ASER), carried out by 
NGO Pratham, found that while 86 percent 


of youth in the 14-18 age group were still in 
the formal education system and 73 per cent 
had used a mobile phone within the previ¬ 
ous week, more than half of them (57%) 
struggled to do simple Class 2-level division. 

ASER, however, is a rural household 
survey. The NAS, conducted by NCERT on 
November 13 last year for classes 3,5 and 
8, is the government’s first and the coun¬ 
try’s largest sample survey of learning out¬ 
comes, spanning rural and urban areas. 

The NAS survey assessed children in 
mathematics, language, environmental 
sciences (EVS), sciences and social sci¬ 
ences. In Class 3, there were 10 questions 
in EVS, two in language and 12 in mathe¬ 
matics. In Class 5, there were 13 questions 
in EVS, two in language and 15 in mathe¬ 
matics. In Class 8, there were one question 
in language, 20 in mathematics, 12 in sci¬ 
ence and 22 in social science. 

Learning outcomes are assessment 
standards, which help teachers under¬ 
stand the learning levels of students in 
their respective classes individually as well 
as collectively. A learning outcome survey 
gauges students’ understanding of a sub¬ 


ject, concepts and their application but not 
test their memory. 

Last year, the central government 
amended the rules under the RTE Act 
making it compulsory for all state govern¬ 
ments to codify expected levels of learn¬ 
ing, which students in classes 1-8 should 
achieve in different subjects. 

The NAS survey of November was a 
part of the effort to gauge students’ learn¬ 
ing based on indicators drafted by the 
NCERT. For instance, in mathematics, Class 
3 students were assessed on a bunch of 
learning objectives, including whether 
they read and write numbers upto 999 us¬ 
ing place value, add and subtract three 
digit numbers, identify and make 2D 
shapes by paper folding and read time cor¬ 
rectly to the hour using a clock or a watch, 
among other things. 

The language test for Class 3 students 
gauged whether they can read small text 
with comprehension, identify main ideas, 
details and draw conclusions. They were 
also asked to read printed scripts on class¬ 
room walls, such as poems, posters and 
charts.

Yadav to the Punjab and Haryana High 
Court, along with his plea seeking rein¬ 
statement which came up for hearing on 
Tuesday. 

According to the records, BSF Director 
General K K Sharma sought an NIA probe 
on January 18 last year, a few days after 
Yadav posted the video clips.

Thejanuary 24 chargesheet names four 
as accused - Azmat and Rafique who are 
from Khan’s village, Jaisinghpur in Haryana, 
Arjun Lai Yadav who was driving one of the 
two pickup trucks that were attacked on 
April 1 and his father Jagdish Prasad. 

Pehlu and four others, among them his 
two sons, were returning from a cattle fair 
on Jaipur’s outskirts on April 1 and were 
headed to their homes in Haryana when 
they were attacked by cow vigilantes in 
Alwar’s Behror.

“After completing the investigation 
and on the basis of statements of wit¬ 
nesses and evidence, offences under sec¬ 
tions 5,8,9 of the Rajasthan Bovine Animal 
(Prohibition of Slaughter and Regulation 
of Temporary Migration or Export) Act, 
1995 and Rules, 1995 stand proved against 
Azmat, Rafique and Arjun. Offences under 
Section 6 have been found proved against 
Jagdish Prasad,” stated the chargesheet.

Punjab and Haryana High Court Judge 
P B Bajanthari on Tuesday issued notices 
to the Union Ministry of Home Affairs, BSF 
Director General and Commandants of 80 
and 29 Battalion headquarters in Jammu & 
Kashmir for their response to Yadav’s 
petition. 

Yadav has alleged that he was illegally 
detained by the BSF just half-an-hour after 
his voluntary retirement on January 31 last 
year, and was dismissed without being is¬ 
sued a showcause notice. He has termed 
his dismissal as “illegal, unjust, biased, ar¬ 
bitrary, violative of Article 21 of the 
Constitution of India and against the prin¬ 
ciple of natural justice”.

Section 5 of the Rajasthan Bovine

According to the Act, a competent au¬ 
thority, who is defined as the collector of a 
district or any other officer authorised by 
the state government can issue permits for 
migration of bovines outside Rajasthan. 

“Is this justice? We were attacked and 
beaten up by the mob, and now we have 
been made the accused. I have the valid pur¬ 
chase receipt issued by the Jaipur Municipal 
Corporation. At the time of the purchase, 
nobody told us we needed additional per¬ 
mits,” said Azmat, who has been bedridden 
for several months after the attack, which 
he says resulted in serious injuries. 

“I sustained injuries in the spinal chord

The police have also named his father 
Jagdish Prasad as an accused because the 
truck was registered in his name. Prasad 
was not with the trio at the time of the at¬ 
tack. Yadav now ferries vegetables in the 
outskirts of Jaipur and lives at his native 
village of Devpura near Chomu. 

“Shouldn’t there be people from the 
government at the cattle market in Jaipur 
to complete all the paperwork after pur¬ 
chase of the animals? The people who 
gave us the purchase receipt knew we 
were from Haryana and would take the 
animals out of the state. Yet, we weren’t 
told about any additional paperwork,” said 
Azmat.

On Chhota Shakeel’s 
hit list, 2 filmmakers

THE SUPREME Court 
Wednesday directed real estate 
firm Amrapali, facing lawsuit by 
home buyers, to come up with a 
comprehensive proposal ex¬ 
plaining how it will complete its 
pending projects. 

“Comprehensive proposal 
with respect to all projects, in¬ 
cluding details about stages of 
work, funds needed and timeline 
for completion, should be filed by 
the company in seven days,” a 
bench of Justice Arun Mishra and 
Justice Amitava Roy said. 

The court said it was “con¬ 
cerned” about home buyers who 
have “put their entire savings of 
life” to buy their dream home, 
and said that these funds should 
not be diverted to something else. 

It also directed authorities in 
Noida and Greater Noida, the 
Committee of Creditors, the 
Interim Resolution Professional 
(IRP) and other parties to file 
their responses to the proposal, 
to be submitted by the company, 
in 10 days thereafter. 

Appearing for the petitioners, 
advocate M L Lahoty said the 


case involved 42,000 flats own¬ 
ers in various Amrapali projects 
seeking refund of their money. 
Therefore, as directed by the top 
court in the Jaypee case, flat 
owners should be permitted to 
register their names in a portal, 
he said. Currently, the portal al¬ 
lowed registration of home buy¬ 
ers of only one project, Silicon 
City, of the company. 

The bench said this was a “se¬ 
rious issue” and a “complicated 
case”, wherein it has to go into 
details of money paid by home 
buyers and the loans and mort¬ 
gage made to secure that loan. 

Senior advocate RanjitKumar, 
appearing for Amrapali, said a de¬ 
veloper had come forward to de¬ 


velop the flats in a timely manner. 
Work on pending flats will be 
completed in seven phases from 
2018 to2021 since, under the Real 
Estate (Regulation and 
Development) Act, 2016, it has 
time till 2022 to complete the proj¬ 
ect, he said. “The money of home 
buyers will be diverted to an es¬ 
crow account and will only be 
used for the projects,” Kumar said. 

Senior advocate C U Singh, 
appearing for home buyers of 
Silicon City project, objected to 
the demand of additional money 
by IRP from the flat buyers and 
said it should be quashed. 

The bench said it will con¬ 
sider all aspects once the pro¬ 
posal is submitted.

VOICING CONCERN over the 
condition of an eight-month-old 
baby who was allegedly raped 
by her cousin in Shakurpur Basti 
on January 28, the Supreme 
Court Wednesday directed that

IMS) be sent to the hospital 
where the infant was recuperat¬ 
ing to assess her condition. 

A bench of Chief Justice of 
India Dipak Misra, Justice A M 
Khanwilkar and Justice D Y 
Chandrachud said “we are more 
concerned about the health of 
the infant”, and directed that the 
two doctors decide whether the 
child needs to be shifted to AI¬ 
IMS for better care. 

“We direct that two compe¬ 
tent doctors from AIIMS shall go 
along with special ambulance to 
the hospital and, thereafter, take 
a decision whether the child can 
be shifted to AIIMS. For the said 
purpose, we leave it to the two 
doctors, who are the experts in 
the field, but the doctors must 
appreciate the concern ex-

The chargesheet has been 
filed in connection with the ar¬ 
rest of three people for allegedly 
trying to kill Pakistan-born 
Canadian writer Tarek Fatah, 
who frequently visits India. 

“It has now come to light that 
apart from Fatah, the three other 
names had also been given to the 
contract killers by Chhota 
Shakeel, who wired money to 
them from Dubai to New Delhi 
via Western Union money trans¬ 
fer service,” a senior police offi¬ 
cer said. 

On June 9 last year, the 
Special Cell had arrested an al-

leged sharpshooter Junaid 
Chaudhary (21), who was work¬ 
ing for Chhota Shakeel. 
Subsequently, two other ac¬ 
cused, Shahbaz and Naseem, 
were also arrested. 

Chaudhary had allegedly re¬ 
ceived Rs 1.5 lakh through 
hawala operators, as well as the 
wire transfer from Dubai. 

According to police, on March 
23 last year, Chhota Shakeel sent 
Rs 45,000 to a branch in 
Bhajanpura, and Chaudhary 
withdrew the money after sub¬ 
mitting a copy of his Aadhaar 
card. 

“On March 16, Shahbaj also 
received Rs 40,000 after submit¬ 
ting his voter ID card," the police 


chargesheet states. 

“Naseem told police that 
Chhota Shakeel asked 
Chaudhary to kill Fatah, a former 
VHP activist Robin Sharma, and 
Vishal Mishra and Vinod 
Ramani, the director and pro¬ 
ducer of Bollywood movie 
Coffee with D, portrays gangster 
Dawood Ibrahim in an unflatter¬ 
ing manner. Police later recorded 
statements of Mishra and 
Ramani, in which they claimed 
that had received threatening 
calls from Chhota Shakeel dur¬ 
ing the film’s promotion,” the 
police chargesheet stated. 

Police sources said that 
Chhota Shakeel has been trying 
to eliminate Robin Sharma since 
2003, and is also responsible for 
killing his brother. 

According to police, Robin’s 
brother Deepak was shot dead at 
Dwarka in 2005. 

The following year, a hench¬ 
man of Chhota Shakeel was shot 
dead in a joint encounter by the 
Delhi police and the Hardwar 
police. 



Officiating Ramjas 
College principal skips 
interview for top post

THE OFFICIATING principal of 
Delhi University’s Ramjas 
College, PC Tulsian, seen as a 
frontrunner for the post of 
principal, did not appear in an 
interview for the position on 
Wednesday. 

Teachers said he may have 
opted out following protests, 
demanding his removal over 
allegations of misusing stu¬ 
dents’ fund and paying his 
“personal employees” with the 
money. 

On January 24, the staff as¬ 
sociation had held an emer¬ 
gency meeting and launched a 
protest demanding Tulsian’s 
removal. It had also taken up 
the matter with the university. 
Tulsian had denied the allega¬ 
tions and said it was an attempt 
to malign his image. He did not 
respond to queries on why he 
did not take the interview. 


“Dr Tulsian had the highest 
API score among all candidates, 
so there was no reason for him 
not to appear. Looks like fol¬ 
lowing our protest, he was un¬ 
der pressure and decided to 
stay away from the process,” 
said a teacher of the college. 

Tulsian had an API score of 
about 1700. A candidate apply- 
ing for the principal’s post 
should have an API score of 
more than 400. 

The chairman of the gov¬ 
erning body of the college, 
who is also the member of the 
interview screening commit¬ 
tee, had held a meeting with 
stakeholders of the college on 
the allegations against Tulsian. 
The other candidates in the 
fray for the post include Manoj 
Khanna, former officiating 
principal of Bhaskaracharya 
College of Applied Sciences; 
Ashok Kumar, professor, de¬ 
partment of physics of the col¬ 
lege; and Abha Mittal from the 
commerce department of 
Maharaja Agrasen College. 


Cabinet nod to proposal 
on hospital managers

The Delhi Cabinet Wednesday 
approved the health depart¬ 
ment’s proposal for appoint¬ 
ment of 92 managers at its 
hospitals to exclusively look af¬ 
ter administrative work. Once 
implemented, doctors will not 
be given additional responsi¬ 
bility of administrative work. 

According to a statement 
issued by the Delhi govern¬ 
ment, the hospital managers 
(superintendents) will be ap¬ 
pointed at the 24 Delhi gov¬ 
ernment hospitals that pro¬ 
vide secondary, tertiary and 
specialised healthcare on 
fixed, consolidated remuner¬ 
ation for one year on contract 
basis. 

At the mo¬ 
ment, medical di¬ 
rectors, superin¬ 
tendents, doctors, 
nurses, para¬ 
medics and phar¬ 
macists are en¬ 
gaged in ancillary 
operations of hos¬ 
pital manage¬ 
ment, besides be¬ 
ing engaged in 
clinical service. 

“These health 
facilities need to 
be run efficiently 
to cater to clinical 
service delivery as 
well as ancillary 
operations of hos¬ 
pital manage¬ 
ment for provid¬ 
ing quality 
healthcare serv¬ 
ices to the resi¬ 
dents of Delhi,” 


the statement said. The state¬ 
ment also maintained that 
multifarious services ranging 
from housekeeping, sanita¬ 
tion, kitchen services and spe¬ 
cialised medical requirements 
and equipment handling, 
among others, are required to 
be efficiently managed in hos¬ 
pitals. “Involvement of doctors 
in administrative work not 
only leads to reduction in their 
clinical (service) output but 
also puts an additional load of 
hospital management on 
them,” it said. 

Currently, states such as 
Punjab, Madhya Pradesh and 
Bihar have, under the National 
Health Mission, created posts 
of hospital managers to em¬ 
ploy professional manpower 
with managerial competence, 
the Delhi government said in 
the statement.

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Dead men still running factories, one 
inspector for entire industrial area 


Renting, buying factories in Bawana 
prohibited, but that doesn’t stop 
businesses from skirting the rules

ARIHANT JAIN, owner of a uten¬ 
sil-making unit in Bawana’s sec¬ 
tor 7, has been diligent in paying 
house tax, electricity and water 
bills, and the factory’s mainte¬ 
nance cost. There’s just one catch: 
Jain has been dead for five years. 

Ever since his death, the fac¬ 
tory has changed hands at least 
three times, with none of the oc¬ 
cupants in possession of owner¬ 
ship documents. “I have affidavits 
and some other documents, but 
none recognised by law. Jain did 
not have any family, and I wanted 
to buy the factory before his 
death. But that’s prohibited by the 
DSIIDC,” the current owner, who 
did not wish to be named, said. 
Eventually, he took charge in 2016 
by paying around Rs 45 lakh. 

At Bawana industrial area — 
in news for the death of 17 people 
in a factory blaze on January 20 
— this is not an isolated case. The 
Bawana Chamber of Industries 
(BCI) and the Delhi State 
Industrial and Infrastructure 
Development Corporation (DSI¬ 
IDC) estimate that “about 70%” of 
the factories are now mn by peo¬ 
ple who are not the original own¬ 
ers, making the task of fixing ac¬ 


countability in case of a mishap 
even harder. In fact, the ill-fated 
unit that caught fire had also 
been taken on rent by two men, 
who started packaging firecrack¬ 
ers without a licence. 

“After the fire, we tried to as¬ 
certain the number of original 
owners, but realised that around 
70% of the factories don’t have 
one. Most so-called owners are in 
their late 30s. Allotment of units 
took place in the late 90s, and we 
certainly did not allot plots to 10- 
year-olds,” said a DSIIDC official. 

However, BCI and DSIIDC do 
not have concrete data, while the 
MCD has just started the process 
of collating the number of fac¬ 
tory licences issued to owners. 

Several ‘owners’ The Indian 
Express spoke to said they pro¬ 
cured factories from the original 
owners either on rent or through 
“power of attorney” by paying a 
lump sum (see box) — both 
things prohibited by authorities. 

“Many owners are too old to 
run factories. Some die and their 
next of kin do not want to con¬ 
tinue. And some leave the coun¬ 
try with their family,” says BCI 
chairman Prakash Chand Jain. 

In the absence of proper doc¬ 
uments, Amit, who rents out a 
factory, says he cannot procure a 
bank loan. “I have to keep the fac¬ 
tory running in his (the original 
owner's) name. It’s the same for 
many other factory owners — 
most have to borrow money to 
keep things going,” he says. 

Bending rules 

In 1996, after the Supreme 
Court ordered relocation of in¬ 
dustries from Delhi’s residential 
areas to Bawana industrial area, 
the DSIIDC had received allot¬ 
ment demands from 51,214 in¬ 
dustries. As per BCI data, around 
27,000 applications were ap¬ 
proved. Currently, around 
16,000 units are functioning on 
paper, though on the ground the 
figure is closer to 12,000.

Sale or transfer of factories by 
the owner to a third party is pro¬ 
hibited by the DSIIDC. “The aim 
was to decongest Delhi. If factory 
owners found working in 
Bawana difficult and had the op¬ 
tion of selling their factories, they 
would have done so and moved 
back to Delhi to set up fresh plots. 
The purpose of relocation would 
have failed,” a DSIIDC official said. 

But while selling of factories 


is illegal, there are enough bro¬ 
kers who help owners skirt the 
rules. A factory in Bawana’s sec¬ 
tor 3, for example, has changed 
hands six times and currently 
produces auto parts. “We got this 
unit six months ago, and painted 
and repaired the premises. We 
paid Rs 50,000 as security de¬ 
posit apart from the monthly 
rent. Every single factory in this 
lane has changed hands,” said 


Manoj, the supervisor. Often, a 
third party informally buys the 
factory from the original allottee, 
divides it into smaller parts, and 
rents out the units inside to sev¬ 
eral small businesses. 

“But we cannot apply for a li¬ 
cence from MCD as they do not 
recognise us as the original own¬ 
ers... I would rather rent out the 
factory to earn more,” said 
Pradeep, who owns a wire-mak¬ 


ing factory and has rented the first 
floor to an electrical goods unit. 

Renting out of the factory vi¬ 
olates Section 416 and 417 of the 
DMC Act 1957, which states that 
“no person shall, without the 
previous permission in writing 
of the commissioner, establish in 
any premises or materially alter, 
enlarge or extend, any factory...”. 

Licensing challenge 

Since most factory owners 
don't have proper documents, 
the process of renewing the li¬ 
cence every year is often ignored. 

After the recent blaze, ques¬ 
tions were raised on how the unit 
ran without a licence. According 
to MCD officials, the building 
owner had applied for a fresh li¬ 
cence in 2015, but was turned 
down as she could not provide an 
NoC from the fire department or 
get clearance from the Delhi 
Pollution Control Committee. 

In January this year, the ac¬ 
cused in the case, Manoj Jain, took 
the building on rent from her and 
started packaging firecrackers — 
again, without a licence. 

According to the MCD, “vio¬ 
lators will attract a fine of Rs 
5,000 for running a factory with¬ 
out Commissioner’s permission, 
while violation of carrying on a 
trade without a licence will at¬ 
tract a penalty of Rs 1,000 with 
additional charge of Rs 100 per 
day for continuation of offence”. 

Monitoring, however, is eas¬ 
ier said than done. According to 
an official from the North MCD 
licensing unit, there is only one 
factory inspector in charge of 
Bawana industrial area. Even the 
BCI claims that raids by factory 
inspectors are conducted only 
three-four times in a year. 

Rajan, the original owner of 
a utensil factory, says he is “fed 
up and desperate to move out”. 
Except, doing so means handing 
over the property back to DSIIDC 
at 1996 rates, and pay an addi¬ 
tional 10% cost for clearing de¬ 
bris and 50% of the principal 
amount of Rs 4,200 per sq m of 
the original allotment rate. “I will 
not hand back the factory to DSI¬ 
IDC. I don’t think anyone has ever 
done that in Bawana,” Rajan says. 


CHILD NOT ALLOWED IN CLASS 

Conviction of school 
director, principal 
upheld by court

UPHOLDING THE conviction of 
a principal and director of a pri¬ 
vate school in Dwarka, a Delhi 
sessions court maintained on 
Wednesday that the school had 
caused distress to a child and 
her parents, after they raised 
“queries with regard to the ra¬ 
tionale of charging of fees prior 
to the date of the offence”. 

Additional Sessions Judge 
Vikas Dhull held director Kavita 
Chandra and Romi Chawla, prin¬ 
cipal of OPG World School, guilty 
under the Juvenile Justice (Care 
and Protection of Children) Act, 
and ordered that a compensa¬ 
tion of Rs 2.5 lakh each be paid 
by them. 

He, however, set aside the 
two-month jail term that was 
previously ordered by a magis¬ 
trate. They are, however, re¬ 
quired to appear before the pro¬ 
bation officer each month for the 
next six months. 


The incident dates back to 
2012, when the father of the girl, 
N Raghuram, alleged that his 
daughter, seven years old at the 
time, complained that she was 
not allowed to enter the class¬ 
room or eat lunch with her class¬ 
mates on April 24,2012. 

Raghuram said the school 
authorities were getting back at 
him as he had asked for a break¬ 
up of the fee structure. He had al¬ 
ready paid the fee. 

School authorities, however, 
said that the girl was given a 
transfer certificate after the par¬ 
ents asked for it but she turned 
up at the school despite that. 

“The act of not allowing the 
child to sit in the classroom 
amounts to wilful neglect which 
caused unnecessary mental suf- 
fering to her, and the trauma 
that a child undergoes is im¬ 
mense — once the child goes to 
school and is not allowed to sit 
in the classroom,” the magis¬ 
trate had said earlier while 
convicting the principal and the 
director. 


40 children rescued 
from factories in Badli

FORTY CHILDREN and 19 adults 
were rescued by the District Task 
Force from three factories in 
Badli industrial area Wednesday. 
The children, mostly from re¬ 
mote villages in Uttar Pradesh 
and Bihar, are said to be in the 13- 
18 age group and had been em¬ 
ployed in pressure cooker man¬ 
ufacturing units, slipper 
factories, wire-making factories 
and a speaker-making factory. 

SDM (Alipur) Ira Singhal, 
who was part of the raid, said 
they have registered an FIR. 
Police said they are yet to take ac¬ 
tion against the owners of the 
factory units. The children, offi¬ 
cials said, were made to work in 
less than 100 sq m factories with 
one common toilet, lack of clean 


drinking water and food. 
“Twenty-seven of those rescued 
are girls... They were all paid a 
paltry sum to work in hazardous 
units,” Singhal said. 

“I was paid Rs 4,500, but I 
didn’t know that’s less than what 
I should get. I managed to buy 
myself lunch and send some 
money to my father,” said a 14- 
year-old girl who hails from 
Nepal and stays in outer Delhi. 

The raid was conducted by 
the local SDM, police from three 
different police stations in outer 
district, two labour department 
officials and NGO workers from 
two organisations. Naved, a res¬ 
cue worker from NGO Prayas, 
said the children had been work¬ 
ing at the factories at the behest 
of their parents. “Many of them 
come from very poor families, 
with their own parents also fac¬ 
tory workers,” he said.

As trader fury rises, Puri proposes amending Master Plan: 
Lower conversion charges, business in basement on table

UNION URBAN Development 
Minister Hardeep Puri gave a 
breather to Delhi traders on 
Wednesday by saying that the 
Delhi Master Plan will be 
amended to take care of their 
concerns. 

Puri was speaking at a press 
conference against the backdrop 
of the Supreme Court-ordered 
sealing drive in the city, which 
has seen several shops in major 
Delhi markets, including 
Defence Colony, Hauz Khas and 
Karol Bagh, being sealed over the 
past few weeks. 

Puri said that while the 
Master Plan will be amended by 
the Delhi Development 
Authority (DDA), the processing 
time will be reduced. 

To make changes in the 
Master Plan, a 45-day notice for 
public hearing and objections has 
to be given after the amendments 
have been finalised. Puri said that 
the Centre had decided to reduce 
this to three days considering the 
urgency of the matter. 

Puri also said the ministry 
had proposed that uniform Floor 
Area Ratio (FAR) in commercial- 
cum-residential plots and com¬ 
mercial complexes be applied. In 
the existing FAR, buildings up to 
three stories can be constructed. 
A higher FAR will mean the ad¬ 
dition of another floor. 

The DDA board will meet on 
February 2 to discuss the propos¬ 
als. Puri also said the Ministry 
had proposed allowing com¬ 
mercial activities in basements 
in all commercial areas after the 
charges had been paid. 

Penalty for not paying con¬ 
version charges, which are cur¬ 
rently 10 times the annual con¬ 
version charges, could also be 
reduced to lower the burden on 
traders. 

Traders in the city have been 
bearing the brunt of sealing for

the past several weeks, after 
sealing started in the city follow¬ 
ing a Supreme Court order.

THE SUPREME Court 
Wednesday said the mandate 
given to its monitoring commit¬ 
tee — to oversee the implemen¬ 
tation of laws on sealing of illegal 
premises in the capital — does 
not mean that other authorities 
would not do their work. 

A bench comprising Justice 
Madan B Lokur and Justice 
Deepak Gupta observed this 
while hearing the pleas by 
traders of a marble market in 
south Delhi where the South 
Delhi Municipal Corporation 
(SDMC) had carried out a sealing 
drive as per the direction of the 


monitoring committee. 

The counsel representing the 
traders told the bench that the 
monitoring committee was 
mandated by the top court to 
look at the misuse of residential 
land for commercial purpose 
only and sealing was carried out 
in the area which was agricul¬ 
tural land. The bench said, “But 
that does not mean that the cor¬ 
poration (SDMC) will not do its 
work. They have to do their 
statutory work. This has to be 
done by the corporation.” 

The committee filed its sta¬ 
tus report in the court and said 
the area in question cannot be 
used for commercial purpose. 

The bench posted the matter 
for hearing on February 5. The 


apex court had earlier said the 
authorities do not appear to have 
carried out their statutory duties 
in preventing illegal construc¬ 
tion in Delhi. It had observed that 
rule of law over sanction to con¬ 
struct buildings has “completely 
broken down” in Delhi and had 
expressed concern over rampant 
illegal construction. 

The monitoring committee, 
comprising K J Rao, former advi¬ 
sor to the Election Commissioner; 
Bhure Lai, chairman of EPCA; and 
Major General (Retd) Som 
Jhingan, was set up in March 24, 
2006 by the apex court. 

The court had asked the panel 
not to seal any premises from 
2012, expecting authorities to 
carry out their statutory duties. 


Traders to go on 
three-day strike 
from February 2 

New Delhi: Traders have called 
for a ‘Delhi Bandh’ on February 
2,3, and 4, in protest against the 
ongoing sealing drives. 

The Chamber of Trade and 
Industry (CTI) Wednesday an¬ 
nounced that the sealing is caus¬ 
ing fear and panic among traders 
and market associations.

11 yrs on, civic bodies 
seek more time on 
survey of 351 roads

AT A meeting on the ongoing 
sealing drive, commissioners of 
civic bodies said they need more 
time to authenticate the 2007 
survey of 351 roads, which are 
yet to be notified under the 
‘commercial and mixed-use’ 
category. 

These 351 roads have not 
faced the sealing drive yet, and 
the Delhi government hopes 
that once the roads are notified 
under the commercial and 
mixed-use category, traders here 
won’t have to face the brunt of 
sealing. 

The three commissioners 
were part of a meeting of the spe¬ 
cial committee of the Delhi 
Assembly, looking into the drive 
that has become a flashpoint be¬ 
tween AAP and BJP. Renu Sharma, 
principal secretary, Department 
of Urban Development, also at¬ 
tended the meeting. 

The nine-member commit¬ 
tee asked the commissioners 
about the UD Department’s 
claim, that the reports submitted 
by them were incomplete, which 
is why the Delhi government 
could not approach the Supreme 
Court for a nod on the proposed 
notification. Sharma said, “We 
are asking if the three commis¬ 
sioners are satisfied with the 
(2007) survey... if yes, we need 
them to authenticate it, so we can 
approach the Supreme Court.” 

Among reasons cited by the 
commissioners for the apparent 
delay were “old records taking 
time to be found" and the trifur¬ 
cation of the unified MCD in

2012. EDMC commissioner 
Ranbir Singh said, “I can only au¬ 
thenticate on the basis of old 
records, which can’t be found. 
We are searching for them and 
when they do land up on my 
desk, I will read them and au¬ 
thenticate. The survey was done 
in 2007, old records take time.” 

The committee then asked “if 
the survey records had suddenly 
disappeared”, and if there is a 
deadline in place at all. 

North MCD commissioner 
Madhup Vyas said, “Of the 351 
roads, 155 fall under North MCD 
now. We have unearthed survey 
records of two roads and are 
hoping to find the rest by today 
evening.” SDMC commissioner 
Puneet Kumar Goel also cited the 
same reason. 

The committee, led by AAP 
MLA Bhavna Gaur, will recon¬ 
vene Monday. The committee 
also asked about conversion 
charges collected by the three 
civic bodies, and where the 
money is being spent, to which 
Goel said, “We have built foot¬ 
paths and toilets. Parking, a big 
problem across markets, is a 
huge investment.”

Draft rules urge people to 
use multi-level parking lots

THE DRAFT parking rules for 
Delhi, which were opened for 
feedback Monday, stress on the 
need to decongest Delhi roads by 
giving incentives for parking in 
multi-level parking lots. 

Close to 1,400 cars are added 
to Delhi roads each day, while 
there are only close to 250 sur¬ 
face parking lots in the city and 
only a handful of multi-level lots. 
According to the draft rules of 
the Delhi Maintenance and Ma¬ 
nagement of Parking Rules, 2017, 
surface parking for more than an 
hour will not be allowed within 
500 metres of a multi-level park¬ 
ing lot and the area will be desig¬ 
nated as a ‘no-parking’ zone. 

The rules, however, mention 
a clause for extraordinary situa¬ 
tions.

‘SUIT BOOT’ ON OTHER FOOT 

BJP goes after Rahul’s 
‘expensive’ jacket

THE BJP on Wednesday paid 
Rahul Gandhi back in his own 
coinage by highlighting on Twi¬ 
tter that he had worn an “expen¬ 
sive” jacket at a concert in Megh¬ 
alaya, where the Congress 
president launched the party’s 
election campaign on Tuesday. 

Rahul had repeatedly said in 
campaigns that Narendra Modi’s 
government was a “ suit-boot Id 
sarkaf’ — implying that the cen¬ 
tral government likes the rich — 
after Modi supposedly turned up 
attired expensively at an event at¬ 
tended by then US President 
Barack Obama. OnTuesday, Rahul 
was seen in a black jacket with a 
plaid collar at the Meghalaya con¬ 
cert titled Celebration of Peace, or¬ 
ganised by the party. 

A tweet on the @BJP4Megh- 
alaya handle the same day said: 
“So @OfficeOfRG, soot (pun in¬ 
tended ! )-bootki sarkar with ‘bla¬ 
ck’ money fleeced from Megh- 
alayan State exchequer by 
rampant corruption? Instead of 
singing away our woes, you could 
have given a report card of your 
inefficient govt in Meghalaya! 
Your indifference mocks us.” 

Below the tweet were two 
photographs — one of a model 
wearing a jacket with Burberry 
written at the top of the picture, 
the other of Rahul in Shillong, 
wearing a similar jacket. Burberry 
is a British fashion label. 

As of 11.39 pm on Wednesday, 
@BJP4Meghalaya had kept the 
tweet pinned on its page, mean-

ing tweets made later would not 
appear ahead of this post on the 
page. 

The picture of the jacket gave a 
price — $995 (Rs 63,254). The 
price got inflated by the time BJP 
national general secretary Ram 
Madhav started tweeting about it. 
“Cong left NE poor n underdevel¬ 
oped while their leaders roam 
around in 70K jackets,” he wrote. 

During an interaction with the 
media on Wednesday, when 
Rahul was asked about the BJP’s 
post, he said: “I am not aware (of 
it).” About the jacket, he said: 
“Somebody gave that to me.” 

Rahul targeted Modi again. He 
said he had never seen Modi hug¬ 
ging and talking to a poor man. “I 
have never seen him with poor 
people.... He had also criticised the 
Congress’s fundamentally pro¬ 
poor policies like MGNREGA and 
a farmer loan waiver,” he said. 

The Congress recently rele¬ 
ased a slideshow of of Modi hug¬ 
ging world leaders. The accompa¬ 
nying captions had mocked him. 


After Kabul attacks, Ghani & “‘a, r f* es out “> 

Modi discuss terror sanctuaries ‘pro-china’ on today

IN THE wake of a series of terror 
attacks in Afghanistan, Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi and 
Afghan President Ashraf Ghani 
spoke over telephone on Wed¬ 
nesday and “discussed the need 
for an end to terrorist sanctuar¬ 
ies” in the “neighbourhood” — a 
clear reference to Pakistan. 

The conversation took place 
even as news reports claimed 
that Ghani had refused to take a 
phone call from Pakistan Prime 
Minister Shahid Khaqan Abbasi 
on Tuesday — the reports were 
denied by an Afghan diplomat. 

South Block sources told The 
Indian Express that the 20-mi- 
nute conversation between Mo¬ 
di and Ghani reflected the “sha¬ 
red concern” of New Delhi and 
Kabul, and a “meeting of minds” 
in assessing Islamabad’s role in 
Afghanistan. 

“There was complete consen¬ 
sus after the Uri attacks in 2016, 
when the Afghan President took 
the lead in pulling out of the 
SAARC summit in Islamabad that 
year. The rest had followed, iso¬ 
lating Pakistan in the region. The 
latest conversation between the 
top two leaders is a manifestation 
of that convergence of views,” 
sources told The Indian Express. 

Sources said Wednesday’s

conversation between the two 
leaders was not a “one-off’ but a 
“regular feature”. 

While there was no official 
word from New Delhi, Ghani 
posted on his Twitter account: 
“PM Modi called me to offer con¬ 
dolences on the recent senseless 
killings of civilians across (sic) 
#AFG by the enemies of human¬ 
ity. We discussed the need for an 
end to terrorist sanctuaries in our 
neighbourhood. India has always 
been a good friend of Afghans, 
sharing our pain and grief.” 

Leading Afghan news outlet 
Tolo News reported that Abbasi 
reached out to Ghani on Tuesday 
night “in connection with the 
spate of recent attacks in Afgha¬ 
nistan” but received no response. 

However, Afghanistan’s am¬ 
bassador to Pakistan Omar Zak- 
hilwal denied that such a phone 
call had taken place. 

“Not true — no phone call has 
taken place. Following recent 
horrific terrorist attacks in Kabul, 


PM Abassi conveyed a message 
to President Ghani to which it 
was responded to by high-pow¬ 
ered personal delegation by the 
President to meet the PM today,” 
he tweeted. 

Ghani had sent a delegation to 
Islamabad “to hand over evidence 
related to recent attacks in Kabul” 
to be shared with the Pakistan 
Army. The high-level delegation 
comprised the interior minister 
and the intelligence chief, Pakistan 
newspaper Dawn reported. 

Kabul has been hit by a series 
of terror attacks over the last 
10 days, which has claimed 
around 150 lives and injured 
hundreds more. 

On Monday, Islamic State 
militants attacked Afghan 
soldiers guarding a military 
academy in Kabul killing at 
least 11 troops and wounding 
16. 

On January 20, in an assault 
reminiscent of the 26/11 Mum¬ 
bai terror attacks, Taliban armed 
with Kalashnikovs and suicide 
vests attacked the Intercon¬ 
tinental Hotel in Kabul and killed 
around 25 people, going from 
room to room searching for for¬ 
eigners during a more than 
12-hour ordeal. 

The hotel attack was followed 
by a Taliban-claimed ambulance 
bombing on January 27 in the 
Afghan capital that claimed over 
100 lives, mostly civilians. 


The Afghan government has 
blamed the attack on the drea¬ 
ded Haqqani Network. 

After the ambulance bombing, 
India strongly condemned the 
“barbaric and dastardly terrorist 
attacks” in Kabul, saying that it 
“stands ready to extend all possi¬ 
ble assistance, including for treat¬ 
ment of those injured”. 

Afghanistan’s Permanent 
Representative to the UN Mah¬ 
moud Saikal has accused Paki¬ 
stan’s spy agency, the ISI, of train- 
ing a terrorist involved in the 
attack in Kabul’s Intercon¬ 
tinental Hotel. 

In the recent past, India- 
Afghanistan relations have been 
strengthened by the Strategic 
Partnership Agreement signed 
in October 2011. 

Subsequently, when Modi 
visited Afghanistan on Dec¬ 
ember 25, 2016, India gifted four 
Mi-25 attack helicopters to the 
Afghan Air Force. On June 4, 
2016, Modi visited Herat in west¬ 
ern Afghanistan to jointly inau¬ 
gurate the Afghan-India Frien¬ 
dship Dam, earlier known 
as Salma Dam, along with 
Ghani. 

Ghani paid a working visit to 
India on September 14-15,2016, 
and in October 2017. India had 
announced last year that it 
would take up 116 community 
development projects in 31 
Afghan provinces.

Modi had planned a short 
trip to Nepal slightly before the 
election process began here, os¬ 
tensibly to lay the foundation of 
the Arun Three Hydro project 
that India is going to build. 

However, with the electoral 
outcome having gone in favour of 
the Left Alliance led by Oli, Sw-

ANAND SINGH (52), a BJP MLA 
from the iron ore-rich Bellary re¬ 
gion who is accused in several 
cases of illegal mining by the CBI 
and the Karnataka Lokayukta SIT, 
was inducted into the Congress 
on Wednesday on the basis of his 
popularity in Hospet (Vijayn- 
agar) Assembly constituency 
from where he has been elected 
twice in a row. 

Singh, a transport and min¬ 
ing businessman who joined the 
BJP in 2008 at the behest of the 
party’s former Bellary strong¬ 
man G Janardhan Reddy, was in¬ 
ducted into the Congress in the 
presence of Chief Minister Sid¬ 
daramaiah and state party pres¬ 
ident G Parameshwara. 

Singh’s induction despite op¬ 
position from factions within the 
Congress is seen as part of the 
party’s efforts to use his financial 
and popular clout to maximise 
the party’s chances of winning 
nine seats in the Bellary region. 

“I will work towards winning 
all the nine seats in the district,” 
Singh said, blaming recent inter¬ 
nal bickering and his sidelining 
within the BJP as the reason for 
his exit. Siddaramaiah said Singh 
was joining the Congress as a be¬ 
liever in its secular principles. 

There was speculation about 
Singh moving away from the saf¬ 
fron party in November last year 
when he participated in Tipu 
Jayanti celebrations in Hospet, 


despite opposition from the BJP. 

Efforts to bring Singh into 
the Congress were initiated 
by politician and Bellary mining 
businessman Santhosh Lad 
who is the labour minister in 
the Congress government. 

Lad has been a key supporter 
of Siddaramaiah since 2013. 

“We do not know what kind 
of message this will send out to 
voters since the Congress op¬ 
posed illegal mining to come to 
power. There is no doubt, how¬ 


ever, that Singh enjoys massive 
support in his constituency and 
is a strong candidate. In the end 
the Congress should benefit in 
Bellary, rather than lose ground 
on account of this move,” a sen¬ 
ior Congress leader said. 

The BJP’s Hospet unit joined 
the Congress along with Singh. 
Many Congress leaders in the 
Bellary unit are opposed to the 
induction, Congress leaders said. 

“Differences among party 
leaders over induction of a new 
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person and fielding him on a 
party ticket is commonplace. The 
leaders will work to iron out dif¬ 
ferences,” Lad said. 

Singh was picked up by the 
Congress following fears that he 
could return to the Janata Dal 
(Secular), with which he was 
earlier associated, because of his 
dissatisfaction with the BJP, 
Congress sources said. 

Singh is one of the wealthiest 
politicians in Karnataka. He de¬ 
clared a total wealth of Rs 104.53 
crore ahead of the Karnataka 
Assembly polls in 2013 and de¬ 
clared Rs 95.90 crore when he 
became a BJP MLA in 2008. He 
enjoys immense popularity in 
Hospet on account of his philan¬ 
thropic activities — setting up 
schools and hospitals for the 
poor. 

Singh was considered an in¬ 
tegral part of a mining mafia run 
in Bellary district by former BJP 
minister G Janardhan Reddy and 
his associates during 2008-2011. 
He is currently out on bail in the 
cases. 

Former BJP MLA from Kudligi 
B Nagendra, who is accused of 
illegal mining and exports, is 
also expected to join the 
Congress. 


Pay, pension 
hike likely to 
be announced 
in Budget 

Bengaluru: In its final budget to be 
presented by Chief Minister 
Siddaramaiah on February 5, the 
present Congress government in 
Karnataka is likely to announce a 
pre-election pay bonanza for 5.73 
lakh state government employ¬ 
ees, including a 30 per cent pay 
hike and possible increase in pen¬ 
sion for retired employees. 

The likelihood of government 
employees getting pay hikes 
ahead of the state elections polls, 
scheduled in about three months, 
has soared with the Sixth Pay 
Commission, appointed last year 
by the state government, submit¬ 
ting a report on wage revision to 
Siddaramaiah on Wednesday. 

“The sixth pay commission 
appointed... in June 2017 has sub¬ 
mitted the first volume of its re¬ 
port today. The commission has 
recommended an increase of 30 
per cent in pay of government 
employees,” the CM’s office said 
in a statement. 

The pay commission has 
also recommended increasing 
pension of retired state employ¬ 
ees by 30 per cent with effect from 
July 1,2017. 

If implemented, it will cost the 
state exchequer an additional 
Rs 10,508 crore per year. ENS 


Can’t contest in 
Tripura properly 
for lack of funds 
and a traitor, 
says Mamata

TRINAMOOL CONGRESS chief 
Mamata Banerjee on Wednesday 
blamed lack of funds and a “traitor 
who has joined the BJP” for the 
party’s inability to give a tough 
fight in the Tripura Assembly 
polls. 

The West Bengal Chief Mi¬ 
nister was speaking at the ex¬ 
tended core committee meeting 
ofTrinamool in Kolkata. 

“The first reason why we are 
unable to contest theTripura polls 
properly is because of lack of 
funds. Some time back, we were 
able to establish our organisa¬ 
tional network in Tripura. But be¬ 
cause of a traitor who joined the 
BJP, we suffered a setback,” she 
said. She did not name anyone but 
political circles believe she meant 
Mukul Roy, who was in charge of 
the party inTripura, under whose 
leadership a large section of the 
Congress in Tripura joined 
Trinamool. 

After Roy leftTrinamool, a sec¬ 
tion of the party joined the BJP in 
Tripura, thus making the 
Assembly polls a straight fight be¬ 
tween the BJP and the Left. 

Mamata said: “By now, people 
have realised that at least Didi will 
notadoptany policy that will hurt 
the interests of common people.” 


Union Budget Today 

Health sub-centres gear up for Capital spending pegged at 
bigger role in preventive care Rs 1.5 lakh crore for railways

NEW DELHI, JANUARY 31 

IN A first, there is now a separate 
allocation of Rs 1,200 crore for pre¬ 
ventive health care services — 
screening for hypertension, dia¬ 
betes, and cancers — in health 
sub-centres, taking them beyond 
the reproductive health care that 
they have fulfilled until now. 

Together with another Rs 800 
crore allocation from states, this 
initial Rs 2,000crore is the first real 
effort of the Centre to move away 
from a curative-focussed health 
system. The Health Ministry is ex¬ 
pecting a cumulative budget in¬ 
crease of about Rs 5,000 crore this 
year on the little over 
Rs 47,000 crore allocated to it last 
year. “We have been assured of an 
11-per cent increase in allocation 
this year,” a source said. 

The growing burden of non¬ 


communicable diseases such as 
diabetes, hypertension and can¬ 
cer is the most stark feature of 
India’s changing disease burden. 
For long, experts have called for a 
comprehensive preventive model 
to tackle this feature. 

The National Health Policy un¬ 
veiled last year also stressed on 
prevention, and this is seen as the 
first step in that direction. 

In its meeting last month, the 
empowered programme com¬ 
mittee of the National Health 
Mission (NHM) approved Rs 1,200 
crore for NHM for 2018-19, and Rs 
1,600 crore for 2019-20 for com¬ 
prehensive primary health care. 
This means health sub-centres, 
the lowest rung of the NHM struc¬ 
ture, will, for the first time, move 
beyond providing antenatal and 
postnatal care such as vaccina¬ 
tions (but not deliveries). 

The development means hea¬ 
lth sub-centres will have equip¬ 


ment and trained personnel for 
screening of cancers (cervical, oral 
and breast), hypertension, dia¬ 
betes and cardiovascular diseases, 
and also provide a few basic med¬ 
icines essential at that level. 

According to the blueprint by 
the ministry, the new centres—to 
be called “health and wellness 
centres” — will provide compre¬ 
hensive maternal health care 
services at sites equipped to serv¬ 
ice as “delivery point”, neonatal 
and infant health care services, 
childhood and adolescent health 
care, contraceptive services, re¬ 
productive health care, manage¬ 
ment of communicable diseases, 
screening and comprehensive 
management of non-communi¬ 
cable diseases, basic ophthalmic 
care services, basic ENT care, 
screening and basic management 
of mental health ailments, basic 
dental health and geriatric health 
care.

THE RAILWAYS may chart a 
course to spend the highest ever 
plan size in Budget 2018-19 with 
sources pegging a figure close to 
Rs 1.5 lakh crore of capital expen¬ 
diture. 

While the Railways has been 
scaling up capital expenditure 
every year for the last three 
years, what makes the coming 
one different is that it is mostly 
based on institutional financing 
and monetisation of assets, not 
so much on Gross Budgetary 
Support (GBS) from the govern¬ 
ment, sources said. 

The Budget may give around 
Rs 55,000 crore to Railways as 
budgetary support — same as 
last year. The rest the national 
transporter will source through 
a loan from the LIC and other av¬ 


enues. Sources suggested that 
around Rs 49,000 crore the 
Railways plans to draw from the 
LIC money. 

Unlike the last Budget, the 
Railways will allocate resources 
on broad categories while de¬ 
tailed projects will be fitted into 
them later, sources said. 

In the same vein, the revenue 
plan would also go upwards of 
Rs 1.8 lakh crore with Rs 50,000 
crore targeted from the passen¬ 
ger business, a slight increase 
from this year’s revised esti¬ 
mates. 

Officials claimed a non-fare 
revenue target upwards of 
Rs 10,000 crore was being plan¬ 
ned too in gross revenue figures. 

Sources said the Railways 
will embark on largescale elec¬ 
trification through tenders given 
on engineering, procurement 
and construction mode. A simi¬ 
lar plan is afoot for upgrading the 


signalling system. 

The Railways is expected to 
end this fiscal with an operating 
ratio of 95 per cent and project a 
93 per cent operating ratio for 
2018-19, sources said. The Bu¬ 
dget may also feature the an¬ 
nouncement of a financial tra¬ 
jectory for the Railways to bring 
down the operating ratio to a 
healthy 75 per cent in five years. 

Railways Minister Piyush 
Goyal is leamt to have fixed a tar¬ 
get of around 20 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in the transporter’s working 
expenses in 2018-19 to achieve 
better financial health by the end 
of the next fiscal. 

The expenses — salaries, pen¬ 
sion bill and other working ex¬ 
penditure — generally work 
out to around Rs 1.2 lakh crore 
from total earnings of around 
Rs 1.8 lakh crore, resulting in 
strain on the national trans¬ 
porter’s finances.

Salim’s brothers, Wasim Javed 
and Rashid, are two other prime 
accused in the case, according to 
the HR, which names 17 people. 
The two are absconding 

Meanwhile, the Special 
Investigation Team (SIT) formed 
to probe the Kasganj clashes has 
included three videos related to 
the incident in the investigation 
and sent them for forensic tests. 

With another video circulat¬ 
ing widely on social media since 
Tuesday, showing a group of 
youths carrying firearms and 
rods and said to be marching to¬ 
wards the place where the clash 
had occurred, state Additional D- 
G (Law and Order) Anand 
Kumar, without commenting on 
specific videos, said, “Videos re¬ 
lated to Kasganj incident will be 
sent for forensic examination to 
check their authenticity. These 
videos could be used as evidence 
in the court.” 

Brothers Salim, Rashid and 
Wasim are prominent business¬ 
men in Kasganj, and Wasim is a 
member of the district industrial 
cell. Locals said their 50-year-old 
shop — Barki Cuts — is the city’s 
first garments shop. 


Confirming Salim’s arrest, I- 
G (Aligarh) Sanjeev Gupta said, 
“He is one of the three accused 
in the murder case.” 

Abhishek’s father, Sushil 
Gupta, had filed the case against 
the three brothers. 

Before the arrest, the police 
also claimed to have recovered 
weapons from the trio’s house: 
a single-bore gun, a double-bore 
gun, and a revolver. 

District Magistrate R P Singh 
had earlier said that there are 
two possibilities. “The shot was 
fired from above, and the house 
there belongs to the three ac¬ 
cused, so there is a possibility of 
their involvement. A Muslim 
man, Naushad, was also shot on 
his leg, which makes it appear 
that someone from the Tiranga 
rally was also firing,” Singh said. 

The basis of the arrest is the 
postmortem report that con¬ 
firms the shot was fired from an 
elevated position, and a .315- 
bore bullet—now sent for foren¬ 
sic test—struck Gupta on his col¬ 


larbone. 

A source privy to details of 
the autopsy conducted by a 
three-doctor panel told The 
Indian Express, “The bullet struck 
him (Gupta) on the collar bone - 
on the left side. It appears his left 
hand was raised, possibly to raise 
a flag. This allowed the .315 bore 
bullet to enter his body at a steep 
downward angle. The humerus 
bone (upper arm bone) gave it 
direction.” 

The source added that the bul¬ 
let entered the body, rupturing the 
lungs and the diaphragm and 
travelled to the right lower ab¬ 
domen area, and that the autopsy 
team conducted X-Ray thrice to 
confirm the bullet’s location. 

The postmortem reportedly 
ended around 6 pm on January 
26, after which the body was 
handed over to the family. 

An officer said, “We will run 
ballistics examinations to check 
whether the bullet was fired 
from one of the guns recovered 
(from the trio’s home).” 


Videos as ‘evidence’ 

State ADG (Law & Order) 
Anand Kumar on Wednesday 
said that the SIT will include the 
videos as evidence of violence 
and arson, while Aligarh I-G 
Sanjeev Gupta countered that 
the videos are “not legally ad¬ 
missible”. He said, “How can we 
be expected to take these videos 
as evidence unless eyewitnesses 
say they shot the video?” 

The SIT got these videos from 
locals. The videos have footage 
including that of two groups ar¬ 
guing over Tiranga yatra’ being 
taken through the locality, and 
those of violence and arson on 
January 26 and 27. 

Additional SP, Crime (Etah), 
Om Prakash Singh, who is part 
of the SIT also said they have 
three videos related to the inci¬ 
dent and are scanning them. 
“Two videos are of January 26. In 
one of them, two groups are seen 
engaged in an argument. In the 
other video, rioters are seen 
damaging motorcycles. The third 
video is of rioters throwing 
stones and torching a shop on 
January 27.” 

Asked about the video circu¬ 
lating online today, Singh said he 
has not come across any such 
video. Not willing to speak on 
specific videos, ADG Kumar said 
there are videos said to be re¬ 
lated to the incident and the po¬ 
lice will scan them. 

The 14-second video that be¬ 
gan circulating on social media 
since Tuesday purportedly 
shows people carrying the na¬ 
tional flag, brandishing sticks 
and one person with a gun. It 
was suggested that the video 
was shot during the communal 
violence in Kasganj last 
Thursday.

Dewas ‘king’ acquitted of murder after delayed trial

VIKRAM SINGH Puar, king of the 
erstwhile princely state of Dewas, 
was acquitted of murder on 
Wednesday after the trial was de¬ 
layed following an anonymous 
complaint to the President about 
alleged irregularities in the trial. 

Puar was among 13 people 
accused of a man’s murder over 
a land dispute in Raghogarh vil¬ 
lage of Dewas on March 18,2015. 
While the other accused had 
been acquitted in December 
2016, a separate trial was con¬ 


ducted for Puar who was ab¬ 
sconding and surrendered in 
January 2017. 

All witnesses in the case, in¬ 
cluding the victim’s relatives, 
had turned hostile and did not 
back the prosecution case. At one 
point in February 2017, the pros¬ 
ecution wanted to close the case, 
but the trial judge did not agree. 

Puar’s lawyer Ashok Verma 
said an anonymous complaint 
had been sent to the President of 
India alleging that instead of the 
victim’s wife Reshambai, some¬ 
one else was examined in her 
name. The President’s office for¬ 
warded the complaint to the trial

judge who, according to Verma, 
found the allegation false after 
ordering a probe. 

However, the trial judge then 
ordered that Reshambai, who 
was not examined before, be pro¬ 
duced in court. Arguing that 
Reshambai was not a material 
witness in the case, Verma chal¬ 
lenged the order in the Madhya 
Pradesh High Court which 


quashed the trial court’s order on 
January 22. 

Third Additional Sessions 
Judge Jogendra Singh on 
Wednesday acquitted Puar, 
whose mother is the BJP MLA 
from Dewas. His late father 
Tukojirao Puar was a former BJP 
minister. 

While applying for bail, his 
lawyer argued that Vikram was 
the only son and the minister’s 
funeral cannot take place with¬ 
out him. It was also argued that 
the royal family’s reputation will 
be affected if Vikram attended 
the funeral accompanied by po¬ 
lice. Two days after Vikram was 


released on bail for 15 days, the 
minister died at a hospital. 

Vikram’s coronation took 
place in a private ceremony. 
Instead of surrendering as the 
bail condition demanded, 
Vikram fled again with police 
claiming that they were making 
a serious attempt to arrest him. 
Vikram’s 12 accomplices were 
acquitted when he was still at 
large. Vikram surrendered later. 

Government pleader Girish 
Mungi said there was no point in 
appealing against Wednesday’s 
verdict because all witnesses 
had turned hostile. “There are no 
grounds for appeal,” he said.

POLICE IN Bidar lathicharged a 
group of BJP and Sangh Parivar 
supporters, injuring 10 of them 
on Tuesday, when they tried to 
enter the old Bidar town area that 
has a concentration of Muslim 
homes because they wanted to 
protest the murder of a woman 
allegedly by her Muslim lover. 
The 20-year-old woman was al¬ 
legedly murdered on January 28. 

BJP protesters, led by the local 
MP Bhagwant Khuba, who were 
initially given police permission 


to stage a protest at the Dr 
Ambedkar Circle in the town, 
were lathicharged by the police 
after they marched to the local 
deputy commissioner’s office and 
then threatened to enter Muslim 
localities in old Bidar in separate 
groups, police sources said. 

The protest was organised by 
the BJP and its affiliates in Bidar 
against the murder of the college 
student from Bhalki taluk of the 
district by her supposedly 
spurned lover and neighbour 
Shamsuddin (24), who surren¬ 
dered before police on Sunday. 

The protesters submitted a 
memorandum to the deputy 


commissioner seeking a compen¬ 
sation of Rs 25 lakh for the family 
of the woman, employment for a 
member of her family and a judi¬ 
cial probe into her death. 

“The protesters had sought 
permission to march through the 
old town inhabited by Muslims 
and permission was denied. Their 
leaders agreed that things could 
get out of hand if a march was al¬ 
lowed. However, after submitting 
the memorandum to the DC, the 
protesters split into three groups 
and one tried to go to the old town. 
We had to arrest the leaders and 
lathicharge the protesters to dis¬ 
perse them,” a police officer said.

THE SUPREME Court on 
Wednesday asked the Madras 
High Court to decide in two 
months petitions challenging 
two lookout circulars issued 
against former finance minister 
P Chidambaram’s son Karti 
Chidambaram and others in a 
corruption case. 

“The (four) writ 
petitions...challenging the Look 
Out Circulars of June 16,2017 
and July 18,2017, be decided by 
the Division Bench presided over 
by the Chief Justice of the High 
Court of Madras,” a bench of 


Chief Justice Dipak Misra and 
Justices A M Khanwilkar and D Y 
Chandrachud ordered. 

The apex court, which had 
stayed the High Court order of 
August 10 last year keeping in 
abeyance the lookout circulars 
issued onjune 16 and July 28 last 
year, made it clear that its in¬ 
terim order “shall continue till 
the matter is finally disposed of’. 

The top court also said it has 
not expressed any opinion on 
the merits of the case and asked 
the High Court to deal with the 
prayers independently. The 
bench also said the High Court 
will deal with the application, if 
any, of the accused seeking per¬ 
mission to go abroad on merits. 


Classes 
suspended at 
Kerala varsity 
after ‘beef row 

Kochi: Classes at the Kuttanad 
campus of the Cochin University 
of Science and Technology 
(CUSAT) have been indefinitely 
suspended following an agita¬ 
tion by a section of students, 
who complained that they were 
served beef cutlets as a vegetar¬ 
ian dish, a university official said. 

On January 25, a student 
from Bihar was reportedly 
served a beef cutlet after a sem¬ 
inar on digital banking on the 
campus. A section of students al¬ 
leged that they were tricked into 
eating beef and their religious 
sentiments have been hurt. 

The management has clari¬ 
fied that the seminar was organ¬ 
ised by a private bank and there¬ 
fore it had no hand in deciding 
the menu, a university official 
said. However, the students, re¬ 
portedly backed by the ABVP, are 
firm on their demand for princi¬ 
pal N Sunilkumar’s suspension. 
There was also a clash between 
Malayali and north Indian stu¬ 
dents over the issue. 

Abdul Basith, a student, 
tweeted that the north Indian 
students were told that the cut¬ 
lets were made from beef after 
which they gave away their por¬ 
tions to students from Kerala. 

Joseph Mathew, another stu¬ 
dent, wrote on Twitter, “I too at¬ 
tended the function, no one was 
forced or cheated to eat beef.”

Man beheads 
wife, 16 -yr-old 
daughter calls 
up police

A MAN is on the run after he al¬ 
legedly beheaded his wife and 
kept her body in the bed box at 
his rented accommodation in 
Jharkhand’s Hazaribagh district. 

Police said the incident came 
to light on Tuesday when the 
daughter of the accused called 
police to inform that “something 
bad had happened to her 
mother”, at a time when he had 
come to lodge a “missing per¬ 
son’s complaint” for his wife. 

The police added that the ex¬ 
act motive behind the alleged 
murder was yet to be ascer¬ 
tained, though marital discord 
over an affair could be the 
reason. 

“As Vinod Pathak was getting 
the complaint lodged about his 
wife Anu Pathak at Badee Bazar 
police outpost under Sadar police 
station area, the police got a call 
from his daughter saying that 
something had happened in the 
house and that her father may be 
responsible for it The accused was 
taken to the house and when the 
bed box was checked, the body of 
his wife was found. Realising that 
he would be arrested, he fled,” said 
a police officer. 

Preliminary investigation re¬ 
vealed that Vinod, a head clerk 
with Central Mine Planning and 
Design Institute (CMPDI) in 
Hazaribagh, used to live with his 
wife Anu and three daughters — 
Kriti (16), Vani (13) and Vansh 
(11) — injai Prabha Nagar locality. 

On Monday night, the couple 
fought over something, following 
which Kriti left in a huff and went 
to an acquaintance’s house 
nearby. The other two children 
later went to sleep, police said. 

Police said that on Tuesday, 
Kriti returned home and asked 
Vinod about her mother. Vinod 
told her that she had gone to a rel¬ 
ative’s house. He then stepped out 
and reached the police outpost. 
“But inside the house, the eldest 
daughter felt something had hap¬ 
pened and alerted the police,” said 
the officer.

Land that doesn’t exist used 
to fund Hurriyat: NIA probe

TO COVER up the financing of the 
Hurriyat’s activities in Jammu 
and Kashmir, a plot of land that 
doesn’t exist was leased out to a 
businessman in the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) for Rs five crore, 
an National Investigation Agency 
(NIA) probe into the funding of 
terrorrism in J&K has found. 

The NIA has identified the 
UAE businessman who signed an 
agreement with Kashmiri busi¬ 
ness Zahoor Ahmad Watali, who 
is injudicial custody, to lease the 
land for Rs five crore in 2014. 

It is learnt that the UAE busi¬ 
nessman transferred the money - 
in more than 20 installments — 
between 2014 and 2016. Sources 
said the land for which the deal 
was made never existed, accord¬ 


ing to balance sheet records of 
Watali’s firm.Trison Farms. Agov- 
ernment official alleged that the 
contract between Watali and 
Kapoor was full of legal loopholes 
that proved it was a cover-up to 
bring foreign remittances to India. 

Watali, officials alleged not 
only acted as a hawala operator 
but also aided Hurriyat leaders 
with other logistical support. In 
2011, Watali’s firm raised over Rs 
2.5 crore in unsecured loans in 
the names of his wife and three 
sons. The loan was used to repay 
another secured loan of nearly 
Rs 3 crore from J&K banks. 

“He has not been able to ex¬ 
plain the source of this money so 
far,” the official said and added 
that the NIA has seized a list of the 
names of Pakistan’s Inter Service 
Intelligence (ISI) officials during 
raids at Watali’s residence which 
is part of the NIA chargesheet. 


After a six-month investiga¬ 
tion, the NIA filed a chargesheet 
against Watali, Jamaat-ud-Dawa 
(JuD) head Hafeez Saeed and 
Hizbul Mujahideen (HM) chief 
Syed Salahuddin and nine others 
under sections of the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act and 
Indian Penal Code. A Delhi court 
is likely to take the cognizance of 
the chargesheet Thursday. 

Watali (65) started his own 
business at a very young age and 
owned a bandsaw machine busi¬ 
ness by the time he was 22. He 
later set up an oil mill and manu¬ 
facturing units used to construct 
window and doors, sources said. 
According to officials, Watali ven¬ 
tured into real estate and devel¬ 
oped flats and plots under Trison 
Farms. He was also a broker in 
Dubai and ferried cargo flights be¬ 
tween Dubai and Russia. 

Investigators also claimed to 


have unearthed links between 
Kashmiri students studying in 
Pakistan — after being granted 
visas by the Pakistan High 
Commission in India — and 
Hurriyat leaders. Sources said 
several students were given visas 
on the recommendation of vari¬ 
ous Hurriyat leaders, it is alleged. 

“This is a three way nexus 
where militants, Pakistani/ISI of¬ 
ficials and the Hurriyat patronize 
Kashmiri students which may 
help them prepare a section of cit¬ 
izens who are engineers, doctors 
and technocrats in Kashmir and 
will always have affection towards 
Pakistan. The NIA has found sev¬ 
eral such documents where it has 
been found that the medical stu¬ 
dents studying in Pakistan on the 
recommendations of Hurriyat 
leaders were either linked to an 
active militant or a former mili¬ 
tant.” an official said.

SPECIFYING THAT no counter-FIR

The Indian Express. 

In Pune, Army’s Northern 
Commander chief Lt Gen Devraj 
Anbu said that the soldiers re¬ 
sponded with firing only after 
being “provoked to the ultimate”. 

Meanwhile, one more person 
injured in the Army firing at 
Gunowpora in Shopian on 
Saturday succumbed on Wedne¬ 
sday, taking the toll to three. The 
deceased, Rayees Ahmad, was ad¬ 
mitted to Sher-e-Kashmir Institu¬ 
te of Medical Sciences in Srinagar 
with grave injuries, it was reported. 

In its version, the Army 
claimed that soldiers who came 
under heavy stone-pelting had 
fired in self-defence. 

Sources said that the Army 
has stated that it was a planned 
attack on its convoy, and that be¬ 
fore opening fire the soldiers had

anti-Pakistan slogans. 

“We have sought report from 
Commissioner Bareilly about the 
alleged post of Bareilly DM.

PROSECUTION WITNESS num¬ 
ber 41 in the Sohrabuddin 
Sheikh alleged fake encounter 
case was declared ‘hostile’ by the 
special CBI court on Wednesday 
after he did not support the pros¬ 
ecution’s case on Wednesday. 

The witness, who owns a 
dhaba in Sahajpur area of Pune 
district, had earlier told the CBI 
that Gujarat policemen had 
brought a man to his dhaba, later 
identified as Tulsiram Prajapati, 
an associate of Sohrabuddin, 
who was also killed in an alleged 
fake encounter case. 

The dhaba owner is the 28th 
witness in the case to turn hostile. 

On Wednesday, within 20 
minutes of being examined by 
the prosecution, special public 
prosecutor B P Raju declared him 
hostile after he denied the inci¬ 
dent the CBI says he had spoken 
about in his statement recorded 
in November 2011. 

According to the CBI, the wit¬ 
ness had said in his statement that 
Gujarat police personnel had 
come to his dhaba in two Tata 
Sumo vehicles “five or six years” 
ago. He had said that the police¬ 
men told him that they have 
picked up a criminal from Hyde¬ 
rabad and were going to Gujarat. 
The witness had also given a de¬ 


scription of the man and identi¬ 
fied a photograph — that of 
Prajapati. 

On Wednesday, the witness 
denied all this. He told the court 
that since his dhaba was on a 
highway, policemen from 
Maharashtra, Gujarat, Karnataka, 
Andhra Pradesh, Haryana and 
Punjab also came there regularly 
- to eat as well as to freshen up. 
Asked by the prosecutor whether 
he remembers that a team of 
Gujarat police had gone there in 
2005, the witness said that it was 
true that a team had come. 

He denied knowledge of the 
year this had happened. The wit¬ 
ness also said that he could not 
say on how many occasions po¬ 
lice personnel from Gujarat had 
come to his dhaba since police¬ 
men came there often. 

After declaring him hostile, 
Raju questioned the witness on 
his previous statement. Denying 
his earlier statement to the CBI, 
the witness told the court, “It did 
not happen that one of the po¬ 
lice officers told me to serve food 
to the criminal who was in Tata 
Sumo. It did not happen that one 
of the policemen had cautioned 
that he was a dreaded criminal 
and may try to escape. It did not 
happen that I saw the criminal 
who was quite young and of 
light built.” 

The witness also denied that 
he had ever served food, or still 


does, to customers in their cars. He 
denied that he was shown a pho¬ 
tograph of the man by the CBI in¬ 
vestigators in 2011, and that he 
had identified him to be the same 
person brought by Gujarat police¬ 
men to his dhaba. “It did not hap¬ 
pen that I saw the Gujarat police 
proceeding towards Mumbai 
with the criminal," he said. 

He also refuted the sugges¬ 
tion by the prosecutor that he 
was lying in court at the instance 
of the accused to save them. 

Twenty-two accused, includ¬ 
ing policemen from Gujarat, 
Rajasthan and Andhra Pradesh, 
are on trial in the case. The ac¬ 
cused face charges including 
murder, criminal conspiracy, de¬ 
struction of evidence. The court 
has so far discharged or dropped 
charges against 15 accused, in¬ 
cluding BJP president and then 
Gujarat minister Amit Shah. 

According to CBI, Prajapati was 
a witness to the abduction of 
Sohrabuddin and his wife Kau- 
sarbi in November 2005 and was 
therefore subsequently killed in 
2006. CBI claims that Sohrabu¬ 
ddin was killed in an alleged stag¬ 
ed encounter in 2005 and Kau- 
sarbi, too, was subsequently killed. 

So far, witnesses, including 
passengers who were in the bus 
in which Sohrabuddin and 
Kausarbi were travelling in, have 
not supported the prosecution's 
case.

TWO DAYS before the Supreme 
Court is to hear petitions de¬ 
manding an independent probe 
into the death of Special CBI 
Judge Brijmohan Loya in 
December 2014, the Congress to¬ 
day said it was discussing with 
other parties a proposal by the 
CPI(M) to bring an impeachment 
motion against Chief Justice of 
India Dipak Misra as it raised 
fresh allegations regarding the 
judge’s death and attempted to 
link two more deaths to the case. 

“As far as impeachment is 
concerned, the matter is serious. 
Leaders of the Left parties have 
spoken to us. We are also talking 
to others. Such decisions cannot 
be taken in a hurry,” said senior 
Congress leader Kapil Sibal. 

Most legal experts in the 
Congress, however, are of the view 
that the party should exercise cau¬ 
tion and not rush to back a motion 
seeking impeachment of the CJI. 

Sibal’s remarks came at a 
press conference held at AICC 
headquarters with Nagpur-based 
lawyer Satish Uke. Sibal de¬ 
manded a probe by non-NIA, 
non-CBI officers. 

Sibal, flanked by Salman 
Khurshid, Vivek Tankha, 
Randeep Surjewala, said that Uke 
had met him in July 2017 and told

him that Loya had reached out to 
him in October 2014. 

Loya died on December 1, 
2014 while hearing the Soh¬ 
rabuddin Sheikh encounter case. 

“He (Uke) told me that two 
people had come to him in 2014. 
One was activist lawyer Shrikant 
Khandalkar and the other was 
retired district judge Prakash 
Thombre. They told him (Uke) 
thatjudge Loya...was scared and 
wanted to decide impartially on 
an important case in his court,” 
Sibal said. 

Sibal said that according to 
Uke, Khandalkar, Thombre and 
Uke spoke to Loya. “Judge Loya 
told him he was under tremen¬ 
dous pressure. And he had re¬ 
ceived a draft order and people 
want him to sign on that draft or¬ 
der,” claimed Sibal. Sibal claimed 
Uke and Thombre met senior 


lawyer Prashant Bhushan in Delhi 
in November 2014 and handed 
over the “draft order” to him. 
“Prashant Bhushan heard them 
but told them he cannot help 
them much” because there’s not 
enough evidence to move court. 
When contacted, Bhushan told 
The Indian Express: “It has been 
more than three years...he might 
have visited and discussed the 
case but I do not recall any details 
about the meeting if it took place.” 
Sibal said he cannot say anything 
about Judge Loya’s death — 
whether it is natural or not — but 
“the circumstances tell a story 
by itself.” 

Sibal claimed that Khandalkar 
informed Uke in October 2015 
that he was getting death threats 
and on November 29, fell to his 
death from an eight-storey dis¬ 
trict court building in Nagpur. 
“His family said it was murder 
and there was a conspiracy be¬ 
hind his death," Sibal said. 

He said Thombre informed 
Uke in 2016 that he, too, got death 
threats and on May 16, 2016, 
Thombre died on board a train. 

As for Uke, he too claimed he 
had a narrow escape in 2016 wh¬ 
en “iron material about 5000 kg” 
suddenly fell on his office roof “wi¬ 
thin a minute” of him stepping 
out. 

Last year, the Nagpur bench of 
Bombay High Court held Uke 
guilty of contempt.

BJP leader 
files plea 
seeking CJI’s 
recusal

A BJP leader, pursuing the polit¬ 
ically sensitive Bofors pay-off 
case, Wednesday filed a plea in 
the Supreme Court seeking re¬ 
cusal of the Chiefjustice of India 
Dipak Misra. 

Advocate Ajay Agrawal, who 
contested the 2014 Lok Sabha 
polls from Rae Bareli against then 
Congress president Sonia Gandhi, 
alleged that the Chiefjustice was 
“prejudiced” and “bent upon” dis¬ 
missing the case relating to Rs 64 
crore pay-off off matter without 
going into the merits. 

He referred to the January 16 
hearing to draw an inference 
that the bench headed by CJI 
would, in all likelihood, dismiss 
the appeal filed by him against 
the May 31,2005 judgement of 
the Delhi High Court discharg¬ 
ing all the accused in the case. 

At the last hearing, he said, 
senior advocate Kapil Sibal was 
allowed to speak even after he 
objected to it. He said the CJI did 
not stop Sibal from interfering in 
the matter. 

He said there were at least 
three occasions during the hear¬ 
ing when the court was about to 
dismiss the matter because of Sib- 
al’s “unwarranted” interference.

Hours before IIMs get power to pick 
own directors, Centre appoints 2 


RITIKA CHOPRA 

NEW DELHI, JANUARY 31 

BARELY HOURS before the IIM 
Act came into effect, the Union 
HRD Ministry made two crucial 
appointments to IIM Ahmeda- 
bad and IIM Kozhikode Tuesday. 

The government appointed 
Errol D’Souza as IIM Ahmedabad’s 
new director. A V Vellayan, execu¬ 
tive chairman of Mumgappa Gr¬ 
oup, will assume charge as the ch¬ 
airman of the Board of Governors 
(BoG) at IIM Kozhikode. 

Formal orders to this effect 
were issued late Tuesday, despite 


the resistance put up by both in¬ 
stitutes. IIM Ahmedabad chair¬ 
man Kumar Mangalam Birla and 
S Onkar Kanwar, chairman of Ap¬ 
ollo Tyres and also a member of 
IIM Kozhikode BoG, had recently 
written to the HRD Ministry, re¬ 
questing that the Board be allo¬ 
wed to take charge of the appoint¬ 
ments, especially since the IIM Bill 
has been passed by Parliament. 

The new law empowers the 
institutes to select their own di¬ 
rectors and BoG chairpersons 
and members. 

D’Souza is a professor of eco¬ 
nomics and Dean of Faculty at IIM 
Ahmedabad. He was appointed 


the institute’s director in-charge 
in August 2017 after Ashish Nanda 
resigned in April, ayear before his 
term was to end. D’Souza studied 
economics and statistics from the 
University of Mumbai and did his 
Ph.D from JNU. His research is fo¬ 
cused on areas of macroeconom¬ 
ics, development finance and 
public policy. 

D’Souza was selected from a 
panel of three finalists. His col¬ 
leagues at IIM Ahmedabad, Prof 
Arvind Sahay and Prof Neharika 
Vohra were the other contenders 
for the job. The shortlist for 
Kozhikode’s chairmanship, apart 
from Vellayan, also had Kanwar 


and Lakshmi Narayanan, who is 
the CEO of Cognizant. 

However, these weren’t the 
only appointments made Tues¬ 
day. The ministry also appointed 
three BoG members to IIM Calcu¬ 
tta and one each to IIM Kozhikode, 
IIM Raipur ad IIM Udaipur. 

The IIM Act came into effect ff- 
omJanuary31 midnightjustafew 
hours after the appointment or¬ 
ders were issued. This means that 
all IIMs will be free to appoint their 
own directors and chairpersons. 
This autonomy will be first exer¬ 
cised by IIM Jammu, IIM Kashipur 
and IIM Amritsar, where the posts 
of director are currently vacant. 


1,200 IIT, NIT 
grads to teach in 
backward areas

NEW DELHI, JANUARY 31 

THE HRD Ministry has recruited 
more than 1,200 graduates from 
IITs and NITs, among other insti¬ 
tutes, to teach in engineering col¬ 
leges in backward areas across 
11 states. This initiative is a first of 
its kind as the Centre has directly 
intervened to address the prob¬ 
lem of faculty shortage at insti¬ 
tutions that are not run by it. 

The new reemits will be pos¬ 
ted in 53 engineering colleges in 
states such as Assam, Jammu and 
Kashmir, Odisha, Tripura, Uttar 
Pradesh, Uttarakhand and Anda¬ 
man and Nicobar Islands. They 
will be paid Rs 70,000 per month 
and the government has bud¬ 
geted Rs 375 crore for their salar¬ 
ies, HRD Minister Prakashjavade- 
kar told reporters on Wednesday. 

“This is the first time such a 
measure has been taken to im¬ 
prove the quality of education in 
backward areas. With the initia¬ 
tive, more than one lakh engi¬ 
neering students in the most 
backward areas would be bene¬ 
fited with better quality educa¬ 
tion,” Javadekar said. 

“A public appeal was given to 
M Tech and PhD students from 
the premier institutions to work 
in the backward areas and serve 
the nation. There was an over¬ 
whelming response to the call and 
more than 5,000 highly-qualified 
persons applied,” he added. 

Roughly 86 per cent of 1,225 
teachers have their MTech from 
premier institutions such as the 
IITs, NITs, IISERs and IIITs.

MADHYA PRADESH on Wednesday an¬ 
nounced its excise policy for 2018-19 un¬ 
der which areas near sacred rivers, reli¬ 
gious places, schools, colleges, and girls’ 
hostels will be declared dry zones where 
consumption of liquor will be prohibited. 

While clearing the policy, the state cabi¬ 
net decided to close liquor shops located wi¬ 
thin 50 metres of schools, colleges and auth¬ 
orised hostels meant for girls across the state. 

As many as 149 aahatas or shop bars 
run by outlets selling IMFL and country 
liquor will also be closed down, Cabinet 
Minister Narottam Mishra said. Chief 
Minister Shivraj Singh Chouhan had ear¬ 
lier announced that all aahatas will be 
closed down from April 1. 

Mishra did not offer any explanation 
for why only 149 of an estimated 3,000 
aahatas were being closed down. 

After Chouhan’s announcement, some 
ministers had argued that shutting down all 
aahatas would mean that liquor will be con¬ 
sumed everywhere, unlike the designated 
places, and defeat the regulation’s purpose. 

The Cabinet also proposed amend¬ 
ments to the IPC to ensure that criminals do 
not benefit if they commit a crime under

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Cannot allow 
single-judge 
NGT benches: SC

PUNE,JANUARY 31 

THE SUPREME Court on Wednesday directed the 
chairperson of National Green Tribunal not to con¬ 
stitute single-member benches to hear cases as 
had been authorised by the central government 
through a notification in December last year. 

The bench headed by Chief Justice of India 
Dipak Misra said: “Let us tell you very candidly. We 
cannot allow single-judge benches (at NGT).” 
Justices A M Khanwilkar and D Y Chandrachud 
were the other judges on the bench. 

The rules of the NGT Act mandate the chairper¬ 
son to constitute a bench of “two or more mem¬ 
bers consisting of at least one judicial member and 
one expert member”. However, as not enough ap- 
pointments had been made, the Ministry of 
Environment, Forests and Climate Change in 
December last year issued a notification amend¬ 
ing the rules to enable the constitution of a single¬ 
member benches “in exceptional circumstances”. 

The NGT Bar Association of the western zone 
in Pune challenged the notification in the Supreme 
Court, saying it violated the NGT Act. 

The apex court has not at this point quashed 
the government notification. 

According to the NGT Act, 2010, the tribunal 
should have “not less than ten” and up to 20 “full- 
time” judicial members and between 10 and 20 ex¬ 
pert members. However, for most of its life, the NGT 
has remained understaffed. Currently, there are four 
judicial members and two expert members on the 
tribunal. Only a judge of a high court or Supreme Court 
can be a judicial member on the tribunal. Expert 
members need to have been in any environment re¬ 
lated field with at least 15 years of administrative ex¬ 
perience. The bench asked Attorney-General K K 
Venugopal to advise the NGT’s acting chairperson 
against setting up a single-judge bench.

BSF pushing back 
refugees at border, 
Rohingya tell SC 


BSF commandant held with 
Rs 45 lakh ‘bribe money’ 


EXPRESSNEWSSERVICE 

NEW DELHI, JANUARY31 

THE SUPREME Court on 
Wednesday sought the Centre’s 
response to a plea which alleged 
that Rohingya refugees who 
wanted to enter India after fleeing 
persecution in Myanmar were be¬ 
ing “pushed back” at the border 
by the BSF in violation of the UN 
principle of non-refoulement. 

The Centre opposed the plea 
and said the matter was best left 
to the executive. 

A bench of Chief Justice Dipak 
Misra and Justices A M 
Khanwilkar and D Y Chandrachud 
said it will hear what the govern¬ 
ment has to say on the matter. 

Appearing for the applicants, 
two Rohingya refugees who are in 
camps in India, advocate Prashant 
Bhushan said the BSF had adopted 
a policy called “non-engagement” 
to prevent the influx of more 
refugees from Myanmar. 

“By this policy, the BSF does 
not arrest the Rohingya trying to 
enter India, but they push them 
back and do not allow them to 
pass through the border. Indian 
security forces push back 
Rohingya refugees using chilli 
and stun grenades,” he said. 

This was illegal, Bhushan 
contended, as this was contrary 
to the international principle of 
non-refoulement which states 
that refugees or asylum seekers 


shall not be forced to return to a 
country in which they are liable 
to be persecuted. 

The court wondered if the 
rule was applicable to those try¬ 
ing to get into the country and 
whether such issues were 
amenable to judicial review. 
“Applying to people already here 
is understandable. But can it be 
applied to people on the border 
too,” asked Justice Chandrachud. 

Bhushan replied that it ap¬ 
plied to both situations. 

Senior advocate Gopal 
Subramaniam, appearing for the 
National Human Rights 
Commission, however, said the 
principle would apply only to 
those already inside the country. 

Additional Solicitor-General 
Tushar Mehta, who appeared for 
the Centre, contested the plea 
saying that “India will be flooded” 
with refugees. “We don’t want 
India to become the refugee cap¬ 
ital of the world,” he said, adding 
that efforts were on at the diplo¬ 
matic level to resolve the crisis. 

Mehta submitted that it was 
better if the matter was left to the 
executive to find a solution. “These 
are better left to be decided diplo¬ 
matically at the executive level.” 

The two applicants earlier filed 
a petition demanding that Rohin¬ 
gya refugees who had entered 
India following the crackdown in 
Raldiine should not be deported. 

The court will take up the 
matter next on March 7.

The commandant was inter¬ 
cepted when he got down at 
Alappuzha, the sources added. 

On interrogating Mathew, it 
was found that he got the money 
as illegal gratification for favours 
he extended to smugglers oper¬ 
ating on the India-Bangladesh

AMID A general warming trend across the 
globe, January in India this year turned out 
to be the third coldest winter month in India 
in the last 20 years. The monthly average of 
mean minimum temperatures over the 
country was 0.09°C below normal, accord¬ 
ing to data from the India Meteorology 
Department. 

The normal mean minimum tempera¬ 
ture for January, based on the baseline data 
over the period between 1971 and 2000 is 
14.14°C. This is only for the third time in the 
last 20 years that minimum temperatures 
have slipped below the normal mark, the 
previous occasions being in 2011 (0.73°C 
below normal) and 2012 (0.13°C below). 

January this year has been now the 84th 
coolest month in the temperature time se¬ 
ries maintained by IMD since the 1800s. 

Though the season was predicted to be 
warmer than previous winter seasons, 
night temperatures, particularly in January, 
were found to be anomalous. Anomaly tem¬ 
perature is the difference between the ac¬ 
tual recorded temperature and the normal 
temperature. 

The warmest winter year ever recorded 
so far remains 2009, when the minimum 
temperatures recorded was 1.46°C above 
normal. Warm winters next to that in the 
list, according to IMD, were during 1919 
(1.29°C above normal) and 1958 (1.27°C 
above normal). 

“Though the forecast was for a slightly 
warmer winter, data now reveals that 
January was cooler. Despite fewer incidents 
of cold wave conditions in north India and 
even fewer days of snowfall in Jammu & 
Kashmir and other neighbouring states in 
the north, the winter was cooler than nor¬ 
mal,” said D S Pai, head, climate prediction 
at IMD’s climate research division. 

However, maximum temperatures dur¬ 
ing this season, especially January, were 
warmer than normal, with the highest 
recording being 0.62°C above. 

“North India this year had fewer days 
that experienced fog, thus making available 
clear sky conditions for sunlight penetra¬ 
tion onto land. Thus, daytime remained 
warmer and also humid on many occasions 
than usually recorded all across the coun¬ 
try,” said A K Srivastava, head of IMD’s cli¬ 
mate monitoring and analysis division. 

Warm day temperatures are also an in¬ 
dicator that there has been limited snow¬ 
fall in the northern plains. 

“Though we are yet to get the amount of 
actual snowfall, the northern hilly terrains 
may face water shortage as these areas 
largely depend upon the melting of snow 
accumulated during winter months for wa¬ 
ter. Its absence this year may have some ef¬ 
fect in the upcoming summer months,” said 
senior IMD official. 


At seat of tribal movement, 
CPM assesses BJP and itself 


Yechury agrees there is anti-incumbency but sees no alternative for voters; 
warns about BJP, its tie-up with IPFT and what happened during Partition

THE SMALL town of Kalyanpur in East 
Tripura is surrounded by paddy fields and 
large ponds. On Wednesday, the road ap¬ 
proaching the football field at the heart of 
this part-urban, part-rural assembly seat was 
dotted with red flags of the CPI(M), which 
were more abundant on the field itself. 

Kalyanpur was once at the heart of 
Tripura’s insurgency, now ended, and its 
tribal secessionist movement, with the 
National Liberation Front of Tripura (formed 
in 1978 with the help of the Mizo National 
Front) having carried out various operations 
from Kalyanpur and its surrounding areas. 
Since the 1970s, the issue of tribal secession 
would resurface only intermittently — until 
last year, when a demand for a separate state 
gained momentum, led by the tribal party 
IPFT (Indigenous People’s Front of Tripura) 
that has now tied up with the BJP. 

On his campaign for the February 18 elec¬ 
tions in Tripura, Kalyanpur was a natural stop 
for CPI(M) general secretary Sitaram Yechury. 
‘When Modi saab comes to Tripura, you must 
tell the Prime Minister that 
the country doesn’t need a 
neta but neeti. And neeti 
that is in interest of the 
public. For the BJP there are 
two Indias — the Rich India 
or Shining India and then 
the everyone else or Tarasta 
Bharat (suffering India),” 

Yechury told a gathering of thousands. 

Yechury spoke extensively about the 
“BJP’s attempt at divisive politics in Tripura”. 
“They have tied up with IPFT,” he told the 
crowd. “Do you remember what happened 
during Partition? If Tripura is divided, the suf¬ 
ferings of Partition will be repeated,” he 
added. “The Left works for the people. The 


Left does not want a divided Tripura. You 
have to defeat IPFT and show those who 
think that the Left does not exist in India any¬ 
more, that the red flag has a future and that 
Tripura has shown that this future exists.” 

On the sidelines of the public meeting, 
Yechury told The Indian Express that he be¬ 
lieves the “tactics” the BJP has used else¬ 
where will not work in the state. “This is a 
state where people are po¬ 
litically aware — that the 
state government came to 
power through a mass 
struggle and a mass move¬ 
ment. The voter here will 
not be as pliable to influ¬ 
ences of money, threats 
and intimidation as they 
are in other parts of the country. The BJP has 
perfected the art of losing elections and then 
forming governments — like they did in 
Manipur or in Goa. But the government in 
Tripura is not one of patronage; it is a peo¬ 
ple’s government,” he said. 

Yechury cited Left Front achievements in 
Tripura — high human development indices, 


97% literacy, highest number of man-hours 
under MNREGA, largest number of pattas 
given to tribals — which the BJP will not be 
able to defeat with its “divisive politics”. 

“There is an incumbency factor, it is true. 
But where is the alternative for the people?” 
Yechury said. “The Congress doesn’t exist 
here anymore. And the BJP’s divisive politics 
will put them on the backfoot here. I believe 
that their alliance with the IPFT will be coun¬ 
terproductive and work against them. The 
IPFT has been aggressively pushing their 
platform for a separate [state] for tribals. The 
BJP has been ambiguous about this issue, 
saying that it stands for social and linguistic 
uplift and not a separate state. The voters will 
be able to see through the doublespeak,” he 
said. He added the Left was not worried 
about the BJP making inroads. 

“It is certain that the BJP will not be form¬ 
ing government. But if they have made in¬ 
roads it is because they have eaten up all other 
parties including the tribal parties and the 
Congress. This is not sustainable in the long 
run," he said. “And in any case, this will only 
last for the time they are in power in Delhi.”

AN FIR by Jammu & Kashmir police against 
the Army for killing of three civilian protest¬ 
ers in Shopian has divided ruling coalition 
partners BJP and PDP. Army personnel fired 
on protesters who were allegedly pelting 
them with stones Saturday; two persons 
died that day and the third died Tuesday. 

While the BJP has demanded the FIR 
against the Army be withdrawn, Chief 
Minister Mehbooba Mufti has said the probe 
would be taken to its conclusion and that “jus¬ 
tice and peace are the two faces of same coin”. 

In J&K, where armed forces enjoy protec¬ 
tion under the Armed Forces Special Powers 
Act (AFSPA), the process of justice for victims 
of alleged atrocities by the armed forces is 
complex. Though police have registered a 
case, previous such instances show that it 
does not necessarily mean the Army men, if 
charged by police, will have to face the court. 

Going by data from the Ministry of 
Defence, none of the previous cases has ever 
proceeded to the stage of prosecution. AF¬ 
SPA makes it mandatory for the state gov¬ 
ernment to seek sanction from the ministry 
before prosecuting any Army personnel. And 
sanction has been denied each time. 

On January 1 this year, the government 
told Rajya Sabha that from 2001 to 2016, the 
MoD received 50 requests of sanction for 
prosecution from the J&K government. The 
ministry denied sanction for prosecution in 
47 cases while the other three cases are pend¬ 
ing before it. Of the 50 cases, 17 pertained to 
alleged killing of civilians, 16 to custodial 
deaths, 8 to alleged custodial disappearances 
and 4 to alleged rape and molestation. 

The Army maintains that its and men and 
officers accused of human rights violations 
will be tried in its own courts. In most of the 
cases pending in civilian courts in J&K, the 
Army has argued that these be transferred for 
court martial. Two of these cases, Pathirabal 
and Machil, have become symbolic of a trend. 

Pathribal 2000 

The Army chose to court-martial the ac¬ 
cused soldiers and exonerated them at the 
evidence stage. 

Five Army officers were alleged to have 
killed five civilians on March 24,2000, and 
dubbed them foreign militants of the 
Lashkar-e-Toiba (LeT). The Army announced 
before then home minister L K Advani that 
the “five militants” were responsible for the

killing of 35 Sikhs at Chittisinghpora village, 
south Kashmir, four days previously. 

A public outcry led to the J&K govern¬ 
ment exhuming the five bodies, DNA tests 
confirmed they were civilians who had gone 
missing from south Kashmir some days pre¬ 
viously. The CBI took over the case, charged 
the five Army officers with the civilian 
killings, in the court of the Srinagar chief ju¬ 
dicial magistrate. 

The Army first argued that they could not 
be prosecuted under AFSPA. This was turned 
down in the trial court and later J&K High 
Court. The Army then went to the Supreme 
Court, which gave it an option — prosecution 
in a criminal court or court-martial — and the 
Army chose the latter. After the “summary of 
evidence” stage, the Army court said there was 
no evidence to prosecute the officers. 

Machil 2010 

On April 29,2010, the Army claimed to 
have killed three militants while they were 
trying to infiltrate into the valley at Machil area 
of Kupwara. A police probe found that three 
civilians had been lured for jobs, taken to the 
Line of Control at Machil and killed in a fake 
encounter to claim promotion and awards. A 
case was registered against Army officers and 
men at the CJM’s court in Sopore. The Army 
got the case transferred for court-martial. 

The Army court sentenced the six accused, 
including a colonel and a captain, to life im¬ 
prisonment for killing three civilians in a fake 
encounter. But the men were bailed out after 
the Armed Forces Tribunal suspended the 
sentence pronounced by the court martial.

ENTRUSTED WITH quality control in the 
Bank Note Press (BNP) in Dewas, Manohar 
Verma was meant to ensure that defective 
currency notes were separated after print¬ 
ing and destroyed following a due procedure. 

Working for 33 years, Verma, now 55, had 
risen from lower division clerk to deputy 
control officer, senior enough to be spared 
the frisking others are subjected when they 
go home after work. He was also aware about 
the movement of CISF guards, the precise 
area covered by CCTV cameras and of a large 
pillar in the corridor — and, police say, the 
fact that the pillar helped escape surveillance. 
It was his frequent movements near the pil¬ 
lar, where he would bend and drop some¬ 
thing in a wooden box, that a guard found 
suspicious. The next morning, the CISF stilled 
one of the moving CCTV cameras. 

Verma, who was nabbed by CISF and later 
handed over to the Madhya Pradesh police, 
reportedly confessed that he would drop a 
bundle or two of defective notes in the box, 
and later pick these up and put them in lock¬ 
ers and drawers in his office. Police say he 
would hide them in his shoes on the way 
home, and, when it was cold, even stuff some 


notes into his vest, the bulge covered by the 
jacket. When junior employees go home, they 
are made to remove their shoes and outer 
clothes if security staff find anything amiss. 

In a brief interaction with the media the 


day of his arrest, Verma claimed he was inno¬ 
cent and had been framed. Asked about the 
reported recovery of notes from his home 
and office, he repeatedly said, “I will say only 
in court whatever I have to say.” 


Police say they found Rs 26.09 lakh in Rs 
500 and Rs 200 notes from his office drawers, 
and more in beds and cupboards from his 
house in Saketnagar. The total seizure cited, 
Rs 90.59 lakh, was roughly equal to his retire¬ 
ment and other savings. When he was pro¬ 
duced in court a few days later, he was report¬ 
edly anxious to know if his dismissal would 
require him to part with his legal savings. 

Most such notes would have been ac¬ 
cepted by vendors because only an expert eye 
can instantly spot the defects. Police believe 
Verma spent less than Rs 20,000 a month on 
petrol, grocery or vegetables, using only the 
notes that he was certain would not get him 
into trouble. “Investigation so far suggests he 
had no accomplice. The volume of rejected 
notes is much more but he would take away 
only a few notes after noting down the serial 
numbers and before the notes were sent for 
shredding,” said additional SP Antil Patidar, 
heading the special investigation team. 

The SIT found that Verma does not have 
a criminal past. His seniors told investigators 
Verma’s previous record was clean and there 
were no complaints about his conduct. 

When the police were searching his 
home, Verma allegedly tried to mislead them 
about the number of notes but confessed 
when told that his wife and daughter too 
would be made an accused. He claimed his 


wife was not aware of his actions. 

Dewas SP Anshuman Singh said there is 
no evidence that Verma used the defective 
notes in bulk. He said once home, he would 
further screen the notes to select those he 
could use. Singh said the officer was very 
careful when he began stealing notes a few 
months ago, but later got “reckless”. 

Singh said the police are yet to get the 
standard operating procedure about frisking 
and checks for officers and staff at BNP, set 
up in 1974. “We want to know if officers were 
exempted from checks by a written order 
when they leave for home,” the SP said. 

Despite repeated attempts, senior offi¬ 
cials at the BNP could not be contacted for 
their version to know if the security proto¬ 
col had been changed in the wake of the in¬ 
cident and the number of staff members sus¬ 
pended for negligence. 

Verma has been charged only with theft 
now. If a large number of currency notes he 
allegedly stole are found in use, however, 
more charges would be pressed, police said.

The power of many 

One-nation-one-poll flattens political diversities in a federal 
democracy, undermines accountability 

B AD IDEAS SELDOM wither away — they can resurface and return to haunt in 
the President’s address to the joint sitting of the two Houses of Parliament, or 
in the Prime Minister’s meeting with allies. The notion of simultaneous elec¬ 
tions to the Lok Sabha and state legislative assemblies, in the public domain 
for long, has in the past been advocated by the Election Commission, examined by the par¬ 
liamentary standing committee and the Niti Aayog, and promoted by senior politicians. 
Now, it seems to be acquiring a troubling new momentum. Frequent elections “adversely 
impact the economy and development” said President Ram Nath Kovind to Parliament 
this week, as he called for a “sustained debate” and “a consensus” on simultaneous polls. 
And PM Narendra Modi reportedly urged the BJP’s allies to create an atmosphere in its 
favour. Simultaneous polls is a bad idea not just because it is impractical and unworkable 
in the current constitutional framework, but more because it is anti-democratic and dis¬ 
respectful of the spirit of federalism at its core. 

Elections were simultaneously held to the Lok Sabha and to state assemblies when in¬ 
dependent India first began holding them, but the cycles diverged after 1967 due to pre¬ 
mature dissolution of some assemblies and because general elections were called early in 
1970. Ever since, and especially after the splintering of the Congress system, the rise of re¬ 
gional parties, the intensification of multi-party competition and onset of coalition poli¬ 
tics, different states have evolved their own formats and electoral cycles that may or may 
not coincide with each other or with the Centre. Imposing an artificial uniformity and fix¬ 
ity on the several election calendars in the name of reducing expenses, or greater conven¬ 
ience or better governance — arguments for which no persuasive case has been made yet 
—will have costs that must be seen to be fundamental and intolerable in a diverse, federal 
democracy. Amendments will be required to the Constitution and to laws like the 
Representation of the People Act to fix the terms of legislatures and to ensure that a no-con- 
fidence motion should also propose an alternative governing arrangement. In effect, that 
will mean a dilution of the representativeness and accountability of governments. It will 
also potentially flatten out political diversities and smooth the way for a more presiden¬ 
tial, more unitary system that would ill fit a country as plural as India. 

That different sets of issues and players are salient at different levels of a federal polity 
should be seen as a sign of the deepening of democracy. “One nation, one poll” may sound 
like a promise of more neatness and order, but its underlying threat of forcible homogeni¬ 
sation must be recognised and resisted. And then, in a country where accountability struc¬ 
tures are still only weakly institutionalised, elections offer vital opportunities for the peo¬ 
ple to confront their elected representatives, demand answers from them and a hearing. 


Fittest of them all 


TMC’s checklist for Opposition leadership ducks the main 
issue: The lack of an independent vision for a prospective front 


W HILE THE TOP leadership of the Opposition block (to be) tests the wa¬ 
ters in search of unity for the 2019 general elections, the Trinamool 
Congress has formalised its refusal to be led by the Congress under 
Rahul Gandhi. Its reluctance was already known, but now it has issued 
a checklist of credentials it deems necessary for the prospective leader of the front. The 
candidate must be an undisputed party supremo, must be a serving chief minister, and 
should have been a Union cabinet minister and an MP for a considerable period. This 
checklist has the effect of eliminating all contenders except those from the east—Odisha 
chief minister Naveen Patnaik and West Bengal chief minister Mamata Banerjee. 

The list of criteria, reeled off by TMC national spokesman Derek O’Brien, is a clever strat¬ 
agem, but its effect is not insalubrious. It underlines the end of an era of Congress entitlement, 
when the party could expect to lead any alliance on the strength of seniority alone. Now, the 
Congress shares the Opposition space with other parties in a number of states — some of 
which are heading for assembly elections — and cannot claim automatic primacy. There 
may be compelling tactical arguments for rejecting the leadership of Rahul Gandhi in favour 
of that of another, more seasoned leader. To be sure, Naveen Patnaik has been consolidat¬ 
ing his authority in the state and projecting himself nationally. And Mamata Banerjee could 
be said to have considerable experience in the ways of both agitation and negotiation. 

But should the Opposition be agonising about the topping even before the dish is in 
the oven? P Chidambaram’s expectation of Opposition unity in 2019 through a “broad con¬ 
sensus” suggests that the Congress knows that a meeting of minds on multiple specific 
issues may remain elusive. More importantly, the Opposition parties have not been able 
to express a coherent vision of their own. They are largely restricted to reacting to the 
policies and pronouncements of the government, suggesting to the electorate that the BJP 
continues to set the agenda. The mantle of leadership of an Opposition front would fall 
naturally on a politician who articulates an independent narrative for the future. If and 
when that happens, the TMC’s wish list would be quickly forgotten. 


Same old Trump 


Despite cosmetic attempts at a conciliatory tone, US president’s 
State of the Union address was in keeping with his story so far 


T HERE ARE TWO ways to look at US President Donald Trump’s first State of the 
Union address to American legislators. His invocation of a “new American mo¬ 
ment” and call to “set aside our differences, to seek common ground... to de¬ 
liver for the people we were elected to serve” holds out the hope that the weight 
of his office has led him to temper his divisive agenda and that he may yet grow into the 
role he was elected to. On the other hand, Trump attacked, once again, his predecessor 
and made exaggerated claims about his successes, particularly on the economic front. 

On domestic policy, behind a conciliatory tone, Trump reiterated his maximalist po¬ 
sition on arguably the most partisan issue in the US — immigration. He proposed a com¬ 
promise between Democrats and Republicans by promising nearly two million 
“Dreamers” (children brought to America by illegal immigrants) legal status in return for 
funding for the infamous “wall”. Trump said precious little about foreign policy: A pre¬ 
dictable, if subdued denunciation of North Korea; boasts about having “liberated” Iraq 
and Syria from ISIS; and “tough sanctions on the communist and socialist dictatorships 
in Cuba and Venezuela”; and the promise to keep the detention camp at Guantanamo 
Bay open. Perhaps the most worrying sign was Trump’s request that Congress stop aid to 
countries that are “not America’s friends” for voting in the UN against his decision to 
recognisejerusalem as Israel’s capital. 

After a year of unprecedented polarisation, the US president is making an attempt to 
play the statesman. Unfortunately, Trump is caught in the demagogue’s trap. For him, 
the past is miserable — he attacked his predecessor’s healthcare law as well as the diplo¬ 
matic outreach to Iran. The future is uncertain among enemies without and within, and 
an insular approach is the only way to protect citizens’ interests. Despite some cosmetic 
attempts at overcoming this narrative, built during his campaign, Trump largely stuck to 
what he knows best. 



Budget for uncertain times 

Higher growth in FY19 requires oil prices to be lower 
and rupee to be weaker, neither of which is certain

ON THE FACE of it, getting to the Economic 
Survey’s higher FY19 GDP forecast of 7-7.5 
per cent as compared to this year’s 6.75 per 
cent shouldn’t be too difficult. The growth- 
dampening impact of both GST and demon¬ 
etisation is behind us and a moderate pick-up 
in exports, the result of powerful global 
growth, should do the trick. The question, 
however, is whether this will be sustainable 
and whether this will create jobs. 

The answer to both is iffy, indeed even the 
FY19 growth forecast requires oil prices to 
fall — the good news is US shale output is ris¬ 
ing a bit — and the rupee to be weak. But an 
inflation-combating RBI is unlikely to lower 
interest rates, and the high rates attract global 
capital flows in both debt and equity mar¬ 
kets — that keeps the rupee strong, encour¬ 
ages imports, which then lowers domestic 
industrial activity and makes exports that 
much more uncompetitive. 

A big factor in the story of India’s recovery 
was meant to be the dollar getting stronger 
due to US growth picking up and firms like 
Apple bringing back billions of dollars of 
back-taxes to the US — the dollar, however, 
has weakened against other currencies like 
the pound and that has kept the rupee 
strong. If India’s exports don’t grow fast — 
India’s labour laws have kept firms small and 
already lowered their competitiveness — 
that puts a ceiling to GDP growth in FY19. 

What, then, will stimulate jobs which are 
critical for consumption growth to get 
strong? Analysis of EPFO data by IIM 
Bangalore’s Pulak Ghosh and SBI’s Soumya 
Kanti Ghosh suggests that 4.5-5 million for¬ 
mal sector jobs were created in each of the 
last two years, but this sounds problematic. 
Since the total number of genuine EPFO ac¬ 
counts is in the region of 50-60 million, this 
would mean a sixth got created in just the 
last two years when the economy was limp¬ 
ing. That said, it is equally true that the offi¬ 
cial data on jobless growth doesn’t sound 


While a certain amount of 
extra spending can’t be ruled 
out, this has to be kept at a 
minimum. If it is not, the 
bond markets will get even 
more spooked than they are 
right now, interest rates will 
rise and, to that extent, will 
dampen whatever industrial 
activity there is right now. 
While genuine privatisation 
of PSUs is the best, even if 
the government is not up for 
this, it can get over Rs 2.7 
lakh crore if it lowers its 
stake in 69 listed PSUs to 51 
per cent. This sounds like 
selling the family silver to 
pay the grocer, but since a 
large part of government 
expenditure is capex on 
railways and roads, it is 
really asset recycling which is 
a good thing. 


kosher either. 

Reviving investment is the most obvious 
solution, but as the Survey points out, since 
this is largely the consequence of firms be¬ 
ing debt-stressed, revival is not easy. And 
while the Insolvency Code’s role in selling off 
these debt-stressed companies at a discount 
is very important — only when firms are not 
debt-stressed can they invest more — this is 
not a short-term palliative. In the past, and 
in the budget later today as well, the govern¬ 
ment will try and boost public sector capex, 
but this is minuscule compared to the pri¬ 
vate sector capex that has disappeared. But 
while it is true debt-stressed firms will take 
a few years to invest, in areas where firms are 
still keen to invest like oil and telecom — de¬ 
spite the RJio havoc—government policy has 
been quite unfriendly. In both cases, nothing 
has been done to cut very high government 
levies though this has been known for years. 
In the case of oil, gas prices haven’t been fully 
freed despite it being obvious that the ad¬ 
ministered prices were unremunerative. 

Given this, and the fact that the govern¬ 
ment is now in the last year before elections, 
the expectations to splurge on all manner of 
sops is naturally high. In the farm sector, 
where prices have crashed due to a bumper 
crop, there is a demand that the government 
hike minimum support prices (MSP) and 
procure more at this price; since Madhya 
Pradesh is trying to give farmers a deficiency 
payment if market prices fall below MSP, 
there is a demand the Centre also try this. 

While a certain amount of extra spend¬ 
ing can’t be ruled out, this has to be kept at a 
minimum. If it is not, the bond markets will 
get even more spooked than they are right 
now, interest rates will rise and, to that ex¬ 
tent, will dampen whatever industrial activ¬ 
ity there is right now. While genuine privati¬ 
sation of PSUs is the best, even if the 
government is not up for this, it can get over 
Rs 2.7 lakh crore if it lowers its stake in 69 


listed PSUs to 51 per cent. This sounds like 
selling the family silver to pay the grocer, but 
since a large part of government expenditure 
is capex on railways and roads, it is really as¬ 
set recycling which is a good thing. 

The budget, while keeping a tight rein on 
the fiscal deficit, must focus on reforms, some 
of which, as it happens, will also get the gov¬ 
ernment votes. Instead of the huge fertiliser 
subsidy that is cornered by a small number 
of rich farmers, give each farmer a cash sub¬ 
sidy; pare down MSP-based procurement 
that benefits large farmers in a few states 
and, instead, give per acre cash payments to 
farmers. Allow FDI in food retail so that farm¬ 
ers can benefit from direct purchases from 
them, do not stop farm exports every time 
inflation levels rise and, since the BJP is in 
power in 19 states, direct their chief minis¬ 
ters to genuinely free up cartelised mandis, 
ensure contract farming and allow large buy¬ 
ers to buy directly from the farm. Ideally a 
GST-council like body of state agriculture 
ministers should be created to fix the sector’s 
problems but at least start in 19 states. 

Simplify GST further and, since revenues 
now look on track and thanks to GST and de- 
monetisation, direct taxes are also quite 
buoyant, use the fiscal space created to lower 
both corporate and personal income tax rates 
— apart from stimulating investment, this 
will also increase spending power. While the 
large number of tax disputes give India a bad 
name — these total Rs 7.6 lakh crore or 4.7 
per cent of GDP—why not create a body that 
has the power to settle these cases; unlike in 
many countries, India has no body where an 
across-the-table settlement can take place. 
That’s potentially a huge source of income 
and will also improve the country’s business 
rankings. In short, it is possible to be both 
pragmatic and populist at the same time.

Why We Love To Love Federer 

We adore icons for their humility when the real world tends to reward the opposite

YET ANOTHER ETHEREAL Federer triumph 
sends feel-good vibrations rippling across 
the globe. Roger Federer wins and weeps, 
he talks about his fear of losing and how 
much the title means to him, he is gracious 
about his fallen rival. We can’t get enough of 
the nice-guy-finishing-first narrative. 
Charming, well-spoken, multi-lingual, sen¬ 
sitive and sophisticated — both Federer and 
Rafael Nadal are at the receiving end of such 
widespread and over-effusive adoration not 
just for the quality of their tennis, but also 
because they fit the modern template for 
how successful men are supposed to con¬ 
duct themselves. 

It is fashionable in many quarters today 
to pillory the bad-boys—Virat Kohli and ten¬ 
nis’s Nick Kyrgios to name a few — for their 
boorish, self-aggrandising, in-your-face be¬ 
haviour. They appear to be misfits in the 
modern template of understated, unruffled, 
ostensibly self-effacing success. Donald 
Trump is scorned for his uncouth behaviour, 
offensive tweets, limited vocabulary, and 
rabble-rousing antics. That he came to power 
immediately after the elegant, eloquent, 
worldly-wise Barack Obama (the Federer of 
world politics if you will) makes his presence 
all the more jarring. 

For those of us operating in the real world 
this is all very confusing. Sure, we’re privi¬ 
leged to witness these once-in-a-century tal¬ 
ents during our lifetimes but why must our 
admiration for Federer and Nadal be infused 
with nice-guy references, glorifying qualities 
like humility, vulnerability and emotional 
expressiveness? How do we square these 
qualities with our lived experience of what it 
takes to prosper in today’s world? 

A closer examination of these icons

might help clear the fog. It is clearly not the 
case that either Federer or Nadal are exem¬ 
plars of chivalry and humility. Both have 
prickly egos that detest threats from pre¬ 
tenders to their thrones (Federer’s caustic 
tongue has targeted Novak Djokovic on 
more than a few occasions, while his wife 
has openly heckled Stan Wawrinka during a 
match; Nadal’s fury at perceived slights from 
the likes of Robin Soderling has led to much 
bad blood). Both are ruthless when it comes 
decimating opponents on the court but ex¬ 
ude warmth and emotional intelligence 
once the battle is over. Both strut like pea¬ 
cocks in custom-made outfits, sporting their 
personal brand logos, intimidating oppo¬ 
nents with their sartorial splendour and 
high self-regard. At the core, both possess a 
cunning and talent for deceit that they re¬ 
lease in just the right doses at just the right 
times (seen in Federer’s strategically timed 
medical breaks and Nadal’s well-known 
time wasting tactics). As a result, they are 
able to retain a gentlemanly aura while 
slaughtering opponents mercilessly in ten¬ 
nis’s gladiatorial arenas. 

Federer and Nadal appear to have cracked 
the code for the modern-day human ideal

We appear to seek niceness and humil¬ 
ity in our icons but these are terribly over¬ 


rated qualities in the real world. We advise 
our children to imbibe these “good values” 
from our idols but we are probably giving 
them the wrong counsel. To succeed in 
sports, politics and hyper-competitive mod¬ 
ern life requires an element of narcissism, 
near-maniacal self-belief, a finely-honed 
killer instinct, and the right amount of de¬ 
ceitfulness. To trample on the dreams of oth¬ 
ers, to physically and mentally dismantle 
them in full public glare, to take life-and- 
death decisions every day, requires tremen¬ 
dous mental toughness. 

We want to believe that heartless animal 
instincts are punished while human “refine¬ 
ment” is rewarded so we partake in a public 
hypocrisy that glorifies false ideals. Kohli and 
Kyrgios use their over-the-top antics to in¬ 
timidate their rivals. Trump’s unfiltered be¬ 
haviour may be severely at odds with mod¬ 
ern-day norms, but his ability to disorient 
the opposition and garner real rewards may 
be higher as a result (as witnessed in his vic¬ 
tories with regard to composition of the 
Supreme Court, tax laws, environmental pol¬ 
icy and the stock market). 

To rise to the top, some element of per¬ 
sonality disorder and self-delusion is per¬ 
haps a requirement. When confronted with 
too much of these qualities — we call it so- 
ciopathic behaviour (Trump), when faced 
with too little — we call it meekness 
(Manmohan Singh). 

Federer, Nadal, Obama, and Dhoni man¬ 
age to get the balance just right. Perhaps it is 
this ability to reconcile contradictory in¬ 
stincts in a palatable equilibrium that makes 
them icons for our times.

Three un-Davos men

THE HARVARD POLITICAL scientist, Samuel 
Huntington, is most well-known for the idea 
of a clash of civilisations: Post-Cold War con¬ 
flicts, he anticipated, would be between 
clashing cultures rather than between ide¬ 
ologies or sovereign states. Not as well- 
known is another idea from Huntington: The 
rise of the Davos Man, a new breed of elite 
who has “little need for national loyalty, 
view(s) national boundaries as obstacles that 
thankfully are vanishing, and see(s) national 
governments as residues from the past whose 
only useful function is to facilitate the elite’s 
global operations.” Davos is, of course, where 
such men (and, alas, they are still mostly men) 
brave bad weather and even worse traffic to 
congregate every January; the latest congre¬ 
gation concluded just last week. Since the 
news media loves to follow celebrity, there 
are few places that garner as much interest, 
especially remarkable for how little actually 
gets done there. What is even more remark¬ 
able is that the biggest news headlines in re¬ 
cent years were not about the Davos men that 
congregated on Davos, but about the un- 
Davos men who gate-crashed the party. 

The visionary organisers of Davos, the 
World Economic Forum, Klaus Schwab and 
his dedicated team of lieutenants, (full dis¬ 
closure: I serve on one of their Global Future 
Councils) have been nudging the Davos nar¬ 
rative in a different direction — towards a 
collection of transformational technologies 
— a Fourth Industrial Revolution that en¬ 
ables the Davos Man’s wildest dreams and is 
inclusive in the benefits it confers on the bil¬ 
lions that shall never visit Davos. But the 
gate-crashing by un-Davos men may be hi¬ 
jacking the narrative. 

Last year, all of Davos was in post- 
Trumpian plus post-Brexit shock and this 
created the perfect opportunity for the in¬ 
cursion. Chinese president Xi Jinping seized 
the chance to fill a vacuum and made an un¬ 
precedented appearance. It cannot be argued 
that Xi — the man with more than a dozen 
governing titles, including president, general 
secretary of the Communist Party and chair¬ 
man of the Central Military Commission, 
core leader, “chairman of everything”... I can 
go on — would ever entertain the silly idea 
of “national governments as residues from 
the past”. Without question, he would fail 
the test of Davos manhood. His appearance 
seems to have emboldened others. This year, 
Xi was followed by two more prominent un- 
Davos men: Narendra Modi and Donald 
Trump himself. 

None of these men are ideologues in the 
classic sense. They are the latest incarnations 
of Huntington’s culture warriors — they are 
masters of the culture of contradictions. Xi 
has revived his own form of Maoism, with 
unchallenged state control, now sauced up 
with dollops of market- and technology-in- 
fused pragmatism. Modi, for his part, em¬ 
braces Hindutva and foreign leaders with 
equal vigour and is equally facile at following 
ancient texts and his WhatsApp feed to check 
on who has responded to his daily greetings. 
As for Trump, he is consistent only in playing 
to the base that brought him to power and to

his own base instincts. He can also talk up 
America like a luxury condo he has developed 
for the exclusive use of global investors even 
as he sends strong signals that the condo is 
not open to the riff-raff, especially from cer¬ 
tain continents or certain religions. These are 
the unDavos Men, who are consistent in their 
adherence to contradiction. 

The culture of contradiction infused their 
Davos speeches. Most significantly, they 
spoke of openness while closing doors or 
building walls back home. Xi said: “China will 
keep its doors wide open”, Modi, too, duti¬ 
fully, repeated this year: “We want to open 
the door.” As forTrump, his most memorable 
line was: “America first does not mean 
America alone.” As the condo salesman, he 
encouraged the Davos men to visit. “Now is 
the perfect time to bring your business, your 
jobs, and your investments to the United 
States.” This is the new language meant to 
displace that old “Give me your tired, your 
poor, your huddled masses yearning to 
breathe free, the wretched refuse of your 
teeming shore. Send these, the homeless, 
tempest-tossed, to me” — Emma Lazarus’ 
sonnet still adorning the Statue of Liberty 
does seem a tad anachronistic and badly in 
need of a software update. 

Of course, in keeping with their penchant 
for contradiction, for each of the un-Davos 
men, the reality they left behind at home was 
out of sync with the rhetoric in the high val¬ 
ley. While Xi delivered his rapturously re¬ 
ceived speech last year, China was pursuing 
its “toughest crackdown on critical voices in 
two decades”, according to the executive di¬ 
rector of Human Rights Watch. Foreign NGOs 
had to enlist state agencies as official spon¬ 
sors, and to register with the police. Facebook 
was still banned, Google was mostly out of 
reach and Apple was being pressured to take 
down virtual private network services that 
would allow users to get around China’s 
“Great Firewall” to Google and Facebook. 

For Modi, the open door rests on rusty 
hinges. The Indian government, while en¬ 
couraging foreign investment, combines the 
policy with many countervailing policies. For 
example, it will restrict imports into India to 
drive multinationals to manufacture in India 
even if the core infrastructure — physical, hu¬ 
man and financial — needed to make such 
operations attractive is still not there. The

Davos men are confused by a government 
that persists with stiff tariffs on imports of 
products ranging from cellphones, video 
cameras and televisions as well as on much- 
needed solar panels. 

Trump, of course, is the grandmaster of 
contradictions. Even if he takes great pride 
in being the slasher of business taxes and 
regulations, there seems to be no limit to the 
number of international agreements that 
Trump has on his kill list: From the Paris cli¬ 
mate deal and the Trans Pacific Partnership, 
both killed, to the North American Free 
Trade Agreement, and even the World Trade 
Organisation. Combine these with his sin¬ 
gle-minded focus on curbing immigration 
and slandering immigrants of certain kinds, 
the suggestion is that America could end up 
alone if he has his way. 

Now, it is not entirely out of place for 
politicians to say one thing and do the oppo¬ 
site. It’s just that the true Davos men com¬ 
mand technologies, capital and jobs and they 
will move all three across any border if it helps 
them grow their business and spike profits. 
They are awed and intrigued by the political 
leaders who attend gatherings such as Davos, 
but they also expect the latter to be in sales 
mode. The contradictory messaging from the 
world’s two most significant economies and 
one that aspires to be the third most signifi¬ 
cant economy in the not-too-distant future, 
makes the sales pitch less than compelling. 

This year’s Davos was held at a time when 
every major economy is growing. In this en¬ 
vironment, it is easy to overlook the cornu¬ 
copia of contradictions. Next year, we may 
not be so lucky. The bull mn will not last for¬ 
ever. We may witness a culture clash between 
the Davos men and the un-Davos men crash¬ 
ing their party in coming years. This is a prob¬ 
lem up in the Swiss Alps, but it is an even big¬ 
ger problem when this clash affects the lives 
of the billions of the never-Davos men and 
women, who must bear the consequences of 
stalled global prosperity.

HERE IS A sporting declaration: I do declare, 
it’s been a treat to watch the games people 
play. Gavaskar’s “sissies” bounced South

team feasted on Pakistan to the Gill, Saina 
almost smashed her way to an Indonesian 
Masters title and “IPL’s Next Superstars” 
threatened to upset India’s Next Superstars 
in the talent hunt reality show segment, 
while Roger Federer cried all the way to the 
dressing room — and the bank — all because 
he won a paltry 20th Grand Slam trophy 
(just kidding). 

People may switch off news channels be¬ 
cause they have less news and more abuse 
(mostly), switch to streaming options like 
Hotstar or Netflix because entertainment 
channels are about as entertaining as the 
news channels — actually, TV news is more 
entertainment than newsy — replete with 
historical blunders such as Porus, Prithvi 
Vallabh (Sony), Chandra Nandini (Star Plus) 
and Hindu irreparably-divided families, but 
we will continue to watch television for the 
sports channels. 

First, Kasganj where violence killed one 
person. This demanded sensitivity because 
what began as a patriotic flag march and 
Republic Day commemoration, appears to 
have ended as Hindu-Muslim stand-off. 


“Azam (Khan) makes it communal”, an¬ 
nounced Republic on Wednesday baldly, suf¬ 
fering from acute amnesia since BJP MP Vinay 
Katiyar had broadcast his communal views 
on all channels including Republic the day be¬ 
fore. To say nothing of the widely telecast 
sound bites of Union minister Sadhvi 
Niranjan Jyoti on anti-nationals who don’t 
like “tiranga yatras”. 

Times Now had a video grab of police re¬ 
portedly finding a cache of arms in the home 
of Salim Javed, the man who allegedly killed 
Chandan in the violence on January 26. “Why 
was he keeping illegal weapons?” asked the 
anchor, “(are we) not allowed to ask if it was 
pre-planned?” Of course you are allowed to 
ask but we know that your asking is often tan¬ 
tamount to insinuation and accusation. In a 
“sensational twist” (note, Times Now calls the 
twist “sensational”), it also found that Javed 
was (may be) linked to the Samajwadi Party. 

One video grab deserves another. So 
India Today had footage where some peo¬ 
ple on the tiranga yatra were shouting 
provocative slogans. Are we allowed to ask 
if that was pre-planned? 

On NDTV 24x7, the anchor asked Rakesh 
Sinha (identified as an RSS ideologue) if the 
ABVP was part of the motorbike-led tiranga 
yatra, to which he promptly replied, “There 


were Muslims there”. Alright, but was the 
ABVP part of it? Muslims were there, he re¬ 
peated, repeatedly. 

If you wanted to make any sense of the in¬ 
cident, you were better off watching India TV 
and Rajat Sharma. On Monday, he described 
the sequence of events leading up to the vio¬ 
lence, had Chandan’s family on air, and then 
warned against believing social media mis¬ 
chief-making messages that had photo- 
shopped “Pakistan Zindabad” voice-overs su¬ 
perimposed on the meeting held by Muslims. 
On Tuesday, he said the BJP must rein in peo¬ 
ple like Katiyar and Jyoti. On a more positive 
and conciliatory note, he featured one Akram, 
who was injured in the violence and re¬ 
counted how he had been rescued by some 
tiranga yatra Hindus. 

By the way, CNN News 18 produced the 
police FIRs in Kasganj and found no mention 
of Pakistan slogans in them. So where does 
that leave the case? Where it should be: At 
the level of investigation. 

Hindi news channels’ coverage has been 
far more sober and balanced than that of 
English news channels.

What the budget 
must bring 

It must increase rural investment, rationalise 
GST, income and corporate taxes to 
improve incomes and create jobs

TODAYS UNION BUDGET will be the last full 
budget before next year’s general election. 
In such a situation, in any democracy, there 
is an incentive for the government to an¬ 
nounce populist policies, especially those 
that yield quick political returns. Economic 
reforms are generally given low priority in 
pre-election budgets. 

Given that rural India constitutes two- 
thirds of the country’s population, it won’t 
be surprising to see the agricultural sector 
being generously rewarded. We know that 
agricultural income is not taxed in India, a 
feature of the Indian tax system not ex¬ 
pected to change soon. In addition, there 
are agricultural subsidies for seeds, fertilis¬ 
ers, power, credit, etc., and minimum sup¬ 
port prices. All of these are expected to stay 
in place. While I really don’t expect that 
these support prices and subsidies will be 
raised (given the pressure from various 
quarters not to raise the fiscal deficit), this 
should not be completely ruled out in this 
pre-election year. 

However, the government has an oppor¬ 
tunity to kill two birds with one stone, that 
is, win the support of the rural population 
and at the same time do something in the 
long-mn interest of the country. Both these 
goals could be accomplished by increasing 
investment in mral roads, schools, clinics, ir¬ 
rigation facilities, etc. These initiatives can 
be politically as effective as subsidies, but, in 
contrast, not at all economically wasteful, in 
that their long-run economic benefits will 
outweigh costs. In fact, these investments 
should be part of the government’s overall 
efforts at expanding and improving the qual¬ 
ity of public health, education and infra¬ 
structure across the nation. Going by the in¬ 
terviews of NITI Aayog’s vice-chairman, I 
expect these items to figure prominently in 
the budget speech. Another item, going by 
those interviews, would be incentives to 
switch farmers from foodgrains to higher 
valued cash crops and agricultural products 
to boost agricultural incomes—a step in the 
right direction. 

A recent reform has been FDI liberalisa¬ 
tion in single-brand retail, construction de¬ 
velopment and real-estate brokerage, where 
the automatic approval route has been al¬ 
lowed for 100 per cent foreign investment. 
Forty-nine per cent investment by foreign 
airlines in Air India has also been allowed. 
However, just allowing FDI does not mean 
it will actually flow in. India needs to be at¬ 
tractive to foreign investors. This is certainly 
not the case with India’s current corporate 
tax rate of 30 per cent, which is much higher 
than in most OECD countries as well as 
emerging economies trying to attract FDI. 
Besides, multinationals who have entered 
then have the incentive to transfer some of 
their incomes to their respective home 
countries by manipulating their books, a 
method popularly known as “transfer pric¬ 


ing”. The budget needs to announce a mod¬ 
est reduction in this corporate tax to about 
27 per cent, as part of longer-term gradual 
reforms. In a pre-election year, it would be 
unrealistic to expect anything more major 
that would have the optics of being pro-rich. 
Ultimately, a lot here depends on the gov¬ 
ernment’s ability to sell this policy to the 
electorate as job-creating. 

The last couple of quarters have seen a 
considerable decline in growth, with the 
projected growth rate for the current fiscal 
year being 6.5 per cent. One could view this 
growth deceleration as a temporary impact 
of demonetisation as well as problems with 
the implementation of GST. While demon¬ 
etisation was an ill-conceived shock to the 
economy, I view GST as a good policy re¬ 
form, whose implementation and structure 
will need some adjustment, in addition to 
the fine tuning that has already taken place. 
I hope that, in today’s budget, the current 
multiple rates are reduced to just a couple, 
with the ultimate goal of rolling them into 
one, and the filing process is simplified, 
making GST a truly “good and simple tax”, 
as the prime minister likes to call it. It is not 
unreasonable to expect revenues to go up 
through such simplifications, which will 
also go a long way in enhancing the “ease 
of doing business” and the formalisation of 
the economy. 

Moving to income tax, the maximum 
tax-exempt threshold should be raised from 
Rs 2.5 lakh per year to Rs 3-3.5 lakh. While 
this is clearly good politics, it is also good eco- 
nomics when growth has declined. The 
propensity to consume for people in these 
lowest tax brackets is very high and giving 
them extra disposable income will provide 
a stimulus to the economy and job creation. 
In fact, some tax breaks for people in slightly 
higher income brackets (say, up to incomes 
of Rs 20 lakh per annum) will also help in 
this regard. A slight increase in the tax rates 
on the highest income brackets will get 
these revenues back, without negatively af¬ 
fecting this stimulus. Of course, economic 
growth itself will help with revenue gener¬ 
ation. Moreover, these changes to the tax 
schedule will reduce the inequality of dis¬ 
posable income. 

I had argued in an earlier article that re¬ 
cent hikes in electronics import duties don’t 
help at all with job creation and add rela¬ 
tively little to revenues. They also strengthen 
protectionist forces, spreading them to the 
rest of the economy. Given our pre-1991 ex¬ 
perience with import protection, at the very 
least, increases in duties on imported inputs 
(LCD/LED screens used in domestic TV man¬ 
ufactures) need to be rolled back. Exports of 
labour-intensive manufactures, especially 
textiles and apparel and domestically as¬ 
sembled electronics, certainly need promo¬ 
tion through duty-free imports of inputs and 
other indirect tax exemptions. The much- 
needed FDI in these sectors will then be en¬ 
couraged. Even if the corporate tax rate can¬ 
not be lowered across the board, the 
government should consider reducing it for 
labour-intensive manufacturing.

Five things to look out for in today’s Budget 

As Finance Minister Arun Jaitley rises to present the last full Budget of the NDA government, top-of-mind will be deficits and taxes — personal income-tax 
rates, capital gains tax on stock market investments, tax on dividend income, and corporate tax. Here’s a route map to negotiate the Budget speech.

1 Given the increase in the Centre’s 
net direct tax collections and the 
widening of the taxpayer base, is a 
reduction in personal income-tax likely 
in the Union Budget? 

The last Budget had halved the tax rate 
on the personal income slab between Rs 2.5 
lakh and Rs 5 lakh to 5%. That move — reduc¬ 
ing the tax liability, including of people with 
incomes in the subsequent slabs, from Rs 
25,000 to Rs 12,500 — cost the exchequer an 
estimated Rs 15,500 crore. Further rate cuts 
would, therefore, seem difficult. But then, the 
Centre’s net direct tax collections (from per¬ 
sonal and corporate incomes) during April- 
December 2017 have been 18.2% higher than 
for the same period of the previous year, and 
more than the budgeted 15.7% growth for 
2017-18. Also, the Economic Survey has 
shown 18 lakh new individual income-tax 
filers being added, over and above the trend 
growth, between November 2016 and 
November 2017. The significantly widened 
tax base and higher compliance post-de¬ 
monetisation and GST should allow for some 
concessions, particularly to those not resort¬ 
ing to any evasion. 

While revenue considerations may not 
permit rate reductions, there is a possibility 
of the Budget raising the limit for claiming 
deductions under Section 80C of the Income- 
Tax Act. Such deduction — reducing the ef¬ 
fective taxable income — is currently avail¬ 
able on aggregate annual investments of up 
to Rs 1.5 lakh in the Employees’ Provident 
Fund, Public Provident Fund, equity-linked 
savings schemes, unit-linked insurance 
plans, etc., in addition to expenses such as 
life insurance premiums, home loan princi¬ 
pal repayment and payment of tuition fees. 
The Section 80C limit was increased from Rs 
1 lakh to Rs 1.5 lakh in the 2014-15 Budget. In

could be raised to Rs 2 lakh, or even higher. 

Could the favourable treatment to 
stock market investors go, given 
the perception that they have 
made hay during the last two-three 
years, even as the rest of the economy 
hasn’t done too well? 

Currently, there is no tax on capital gains 
from sale of equity shares or equity mutual 
fund units, when such sales are after 12 
months of their purchase/investment. If sale 
happens within 12 months of purchase/in¬ 
vestment, the capital gain from it is termed 
“short-term”, and taxed at a flat 15.45% (15% 
basic rate plus 3% education cess on it). Capital 
gains arising after 12 months is considered 
“long-term”, and is not taxed. But the defini¬ 
tion of “long term” could be extended to 24 
months (as in the case of capital gains from 
sale of immovable property such as land, 
building or house) or 36 months (as in jew¬ 
ellery or debt-oriented mutual fund units). 
Also, the tax rates themselves can go up. At 
present, long-term capital gains arising from 
assets other than equity shares and equity 


mutual fund units is higher at 20.6% (20% ba¬ 
sic plus 3% education cess on this rate). In their 
case, short-term capital gains, too, is added 
to income and taxed at the 
applicable slab. 

3 Could favourable 
tax treatment on 
company 

dividends end, since the 
recipients of dividend 
income are mostly 
promoters and investors 
who are believed to be 
better off than ordinary 
salaried folk? 

Dividends up to an an¬ 
nual amount of Rs 10 lakh received from do¬ 
mestic companies are now exempt from tax. 
Even on dividend income above Rs 10 lakh, 
the tax rate on the extra amount is only 10.3% 
(10% plus 3% cess). That would seem unfair 
when regular salary income of even Rs 5-10 
lakh a year attracts 20.6% tax (20% basic plus 
3% cess) for that slab, with the marginal rate 
at 30.9% beyond Rs 10 lakh. But then, it is ar¬ 


gued that dividends also get taxed at the time 
when companies declare, distribute or pay 
these to shareholders. The dividend distri¬ 
bution tax (DDT) is levied 
at 20.36%, after adding sur¬ 
charge and education cess 
to a basic rate of 15%. One 
way to address this sup¬ 
posed double taxation is to 
scrap the DDT, which ulti¬ 
mately also acts as a disin¬ 
centive for companies to 
declare dividends. 
Dividends can, instead, be 
taxed solely in the hands of 
shareholders/investors 
and at rates corresponding 
to their income slabs. It would be interesting 
to see if the Budget attempts this. 

In his 2015-16 Budget speech, the 
Finance Minister had proposed 
reducing the rate of corporate tax 
from 30% to 25% over a four-year period. 
Is a cut in corporate tax likely? 

There is a case for it today, especially with 


the Donald Trump administration slashing 
the tax on corporate profits from 35% to 21% 
beginning this year. Finance Minister Arun 
Jaitley in his 2015-16 Budget speech had pro¬ 
posed reducing the rate of corporate tax from 
30% to 25% over a four-year period, conceding 
that the existing level was higher than that in 
other major economies, “making our domes¬ 
tic industry uncompetitive”. The basic corpo¬ 
rate tax rate has since been brought down to 
25% for companies with annual turnover be¬ 
low Rs 50 crore. But even for them, the effec¬ 
tive rate after adding 12% surcharge and 3% 
education cess comes to 28.84%. For domes¬ 
tic companies with turnover more than Rs 50 
crore, the basic tax rate is 30% (effective 
34.608%); for foreign firms it is 40% (43.26% 
with a 5% surcharge and 3% cess). 

But slashing the corporate income-tax 
rate is politically tricky, especially in an elec¬ 
tion year, when no ruling party would want 
to be seen as “pro-corporate”. One way out 
could be to end all exemptions, deductions 
and concessions. Finance Ministry data show 
the effective tax rate paid by companies with 
pre-tax profits of more than Rs 500 crore 
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during 2015-16 averaged only 25.90%. This 
was far lower than the statutory rates of 30- 
40%. If the Budget does away with all tax 
breaks — which can be politically marketed 
as putting a stop to corporate subsidies 
availed mostly by larger firms — the basic rate 
can be brought down to 25%. That is close to 
the current effective rate for big companies. 

5 With the cost of imported crude 
and the interest rates on 10-year 
government borrowings both 
rising, will deficit targets be met? Does it 
matter if they aren’t? 

The Centre’s fiscal deficit — the gap be¬ 
tween its revenues and expenditures, to be 
filled through borrowings — has been bud¬ 
geted at 3.2% of GDP for 2017-18, and is sup¬ 
posed to be reduced to 3% in the Budget. 
Adherence to deficit targets may not have 
mattered a year ago, when interest rates and 
inflationary pressures were low. But in the 
last six months, the average cost of crude im¬ 
ported by Indian oil refiners has jumped 
from about $ 48 to $ 65 a barrel, while inter¬ 
est rates (yields) on 10-year government bor¬ 
rowings (bonds) have climbed from roughly 
6.5% to 7.5%. Also, global interest rates are ris¬ 
ing — 10-year US Treasury bond yields have 
gone up from 2-2.1 % to over 2.7% since early- 
September—with central banks in advanced 
economies withdrawing monetary stimulus 
measures that were put in place after the 
2008 financial crisis. 

The “normalisation” of monetary policies 
is happening much faster than expected, in 
response to surging oil prices and a synchro¬ 
nised global economic recovery. Higher 
global interest rates can potentially impact 
capital flows into India. That threat is mag¬ 
nified in the event of fiscal slippages, which 
call for increased government borrowings. 
The resultant higher bond yields will eventu¬ 
ally lead to higher interest rates for Indian 
firms and households as well.

However, the percentage of 
farmers who said the central government 
had done a good job was not insignificant 
either (41%). Interestingly — and in what 
could be seen as a straw in the developing 
political wind — an equal percentage of 
farmers across the country identified the 
BJP and the Congress as the party that 
takes care of farmers the most (22% each).

Combining the categories of‘often’, 
‘sometimes’, and ‘rarely’ into ‘having hap¬ 
pened’, the survey found that every second 
person (52%) had consumed less than their 
usual intake on at least one occasion during 
the last one year due to financial constraints. 
Over two-fifths (43%) did not buy medicine 
when needed at least once, over a third (36%) 
had skipped a meal at least once, and more 
than a quarter (28%) had gone without eat¬ 
ing the whole day at least once. 

The marginalised communities are es¬ 
pecially susceptible to this kind of hard¬ 
ship. Nearly two out of three Dalits had to 
cut an item in their meal at least once dur¬ 
ing the last year, and about two in five 
Dalits, lower OBCs and Adivasis were forced 
to skip a full meal at least once. Almost half 
of all Dalits, Adivasis, and Muslims were 
not able to buy medicines due to shortage 
of money at least once. These figures are 
worse among the poorest in all these com¬ 
munities.

OPPOSITION PARTIES in Egypt 
have called for a boycott of the 
March presidential election in 
which incumbent Abdel Fattah 
al-Sisi looks set to romp to vic¬ 
tory. Branding the poll a “cha¬ 
rade”, a coalition of eight par¬ 
ties and 150 public figures 
announced a “stay at home” 
campaign ahead of voting on 
March 26-28. “No to participa¬ 
tion in this charade,” said 
Hamdeen Sabbahi, a presiden¬ 
tial candidate in 2012 and 2014. 

At a news conference by the 
coalition, founded in December 
and describing itself as a dem¬ 
ocratic civic movement, 
Sabbahi asked: “How can we 
speak of an election when there 
is no guarantee of a free vote?” 

Sabbahi accused President 
Sisi’s regime of having “led the 
country into a deadlock be¬ 
cause of his arrogance and his 
desire to suppress any contrary 
opinion”. 

Before becoming president 
in 2013, Sisi led the military in 
ousting the North African coun¬ 
try’s first freely elected leader, 
the Islamist Mohamed Morsi. 

The next year Sisi stormed 
to victory in the presidential 
election after security forces 
crushed all his Islamist and lib¬ 
eral opponents and sent hun¬ 
dreds of them to prison.

In one of the longest State of 
the Union speeches, the 71 -year- 
old Trump heralded the eco¬ 
nomic successes of his adminis¬ 
tration, including a soaring stock 
market and low unemployment. 
While keeping mum on the 
probe into his election cam¬ 
paign’s ties to Russia, Trump ap¬ 
pealed to the Democrats and 
Republicans to look past deep 
national divisions.

Melania Tmmp and other digni¬ 
taries watched. 

Unlike his “American car¬ 
nage” inaugural speech of just a 
year ago, Tmmp said his admin¬ 
istration is “building a safe, 
strong and proud America”. 
“This is our new American mo¬ 
ment. There has never been a 
better time to start living the 
American Dream.” 

Unemployment claims have 
hit a 45-year low, the president 
said, adding small business con¬ 
fidence is at an all-time high. The 
stock market has smashed one 
record after another, gaining $8 
trillion in value, Trump, who is 
facing historically low approval 
ratings, said. Tmmp’s overall job 
approval number nationwide 
was never over 50 per cent in 
Gallup polling at any point in 
2017, CNN reported. PTI

Yemeni separatists capture Aden, 
government confined to palace

ADEN, JANUARY 31 

SOUTHERN YEMENI separatists 
took control of the port city of 
Aden after two days of fighting, 
residents said on Tuesday, con¬ 
fining the internationally recog¬ 
nised government of President 
Abd-Rabbu Mansour Hadi to the 
presidential palace. 

Fighting between southern 
separatists, backed by the United 
Arab Emirates (UAE), against 
forces loyal to Saudi-based pres¬ 
ident Hadi, risk crippling their 
once united campaign against 
the Iran-aligned Houthi move¬ 
ment in Yemen’s north. 

The UAE is a major compo¬ 
nent of a Saudi-led military 
coalition of Arab states that has 
supported Hadi’s government 
since the Houthis seized much 
of the country, including the cap¬ 
ital Sanaa, three years ago. Hadi’s 
government operates out of 
Aden, while he lives in Saudi 
Arabia. 

Residents said forces loyal to

the Southern Transitional 
Council (STC), formed last year 
to push for the revival of the for¬ 
mer independent state of South 
Yemen, seized the last strong¬ 
hold of Hadi’s Presidential 
Protection Forces in the Dar Saad 
area of northern Aden, in battles 
that at times involved heavy ar¬ 
tillery and tank fire. 


Activists shared photos on 
social media of the flag of the for¬ 
mer independent Southern 
Yemen state flying over the 
base’s gate. Southern Yemen was 
united with Northern Yemen in 
1990. 

Aden residents said STC 
fighters had earlier overrun 
Presidential Protection forces 


outposts in central Aden’s Crater 
and Tawahi districts. 

They stopped outside the al- 
Maasheeq palace, where Prime 
Minister Ahmed bin Daghr’s 
cabinet is based, they said. 

Witnesses said hundreds of 
people danced and sang as they 
celebrated the STC victory with 
fireworks that lit the night skies 
over Aden. The crowd chanted 
slogans demanding restoration 
of the southern state. 

Mosques also mixed their 
calls for prayers with victory 
claims in Crater, residents said. 

The government-run Saba 
news agency put the death toll 
in two days of fighting at 16 and 
the number of wounded at 141. 
An official at the International 
Committee of the Red Cross said 
at least 36 were killed. 

The fighting began on 
Sunday after a deadline set last 
week by the STC for Hadi to dis¬ 
miss bin Daghr’s government, 
which the STC accused of cor¬ 
ruption and mismanagement. 
The government denies the alle¬ 
gation.

Ami d tensions over 
Taliban safe havens, 
Afghanistan spy 
chief visits Pakistan

AFGHANISTAN’S INTELLIGENCE 
chief visited Pakistan on 
Wednesday at a time when ten¬ 
sion between the neighbours is 
simmering over accusations that 
Pakistan offers a safe haven for 
Taliban militants. The visit comes 
amid anger in Afghanistan over 
an attack on a luxury hotel and a 
car bomb in the capital, Kabul, 
that killed over 120 people, 
which the government has 
blamed on Haqqani network 
militants believed to operate out 
of Pakistan. 

The Afghan team will present 
documentary evidence and 
phone tap information linking 
Pakistan-based individuals and 
groups with the Kabul attacks, an 
Afghan military source said. 

The delegation includes 
Masoom Stanekzai, head of the 
National Directorate for Security 
intelligence agency, and Afghan 
Interior Minister Wais Barmak, 
officials said. 

“The Afghan government had 
requested that a high-level dele¬ 
gation would like to visit Pakistan 
with a message from the Afghan 
president,” Pakistan’s foreign of¬ 
fice spokesman, Mohammad 
Faisal, said in a Twitter message. 

On Saturday, a vehicle 
painted as an ambulance ex¬ 
ploded in a Taliban suicide attack 
in one of the most well-protected 
parts of Kabul, killing more than 
100 people and wounding at 
least 235. It followed a Taliban- 
claimed attack a week earlier that 


killed more than 20 people in a 
siege of the city’s 
Intercontinental Hotel. 

Ties between the US and 
Pakistan are brittle after 
Washington announced plans to 
suspend up to roughly $2 billion 
in security assistance. President 
Donald Tmmp tweeted Pakistan 
had rewarded past aid with 
“nothing but lies & deceit”. 

Pakistan, which denies the 
accusations it allows safe havens 
for militants, condemned 
Saturday’s attack and accused 
Washington of betrayal. It is 
widely blamed in Kabul for the 
attacks and a senior Afghanistan 
cleric criticised a fatwa against 
suicide attacks issued by 
Pakistani religious authorities for 
not explicitly declaring attacks in 
Afghanistan haram, or unlawful 
for Muslims. 

Pakistan’s embassy in Kabul 
rejected the criticism, saying in a 
statement the fatwa was a mes¬ 
sage against violence and terror¬ 
ism anywhere. 

In November, Pakistan 
handed to Afghanistan 27 people 
suspected of belonging to the 
Afghan Taliban and Haqqani net¬ 
work, a spokesman for the coun¬ 
try’s foreign office said. 

A delegation from Islamabad is 
to visit Afghanistan on Feb 3, 
Pakistan’s embassy in Kabul said. 
“The delegation, led by the foreign 
secretary, will hold constructive and 
meaningful discussions with 
Afghanistan on all issues including 
counter-terrorism, peace and recon¬ 
ciliation and repatriation of 
refugees,” the embassy said in a

UK government to fund new Sikh 
soldiers war memorial in London 


Lahore High Court issues notices to 
Nawaz Sharif, aides on contempt petition

LONDON, JANUARY 31 

THE UK government has 
agreed to support and fund a 
national memorial to honour 
the sacrifices and contribution 
of Sikh soldiers who fought for 
Britain and its allies during the 
two World Wars. 

More than 83,000 turbaned 
Sikh soldiers gave their lives 
and more than 100,000 were 
injured during the wars. 

“We are indebted to all 
those servicemen who volun¬ 
teered to serve and fought to 
defend the freedoms we enjoy 
today,” said UK communities 
secretary Sajid Javid as he an¬ 
nounced government backing 


for the new memorial in 
London. 

“A Sikh war memorial in 
our nation’s capital will hon¬ 
our their sacrifice and ensure 
that this part of our shared his¬ 
tory is never forgotten. So, I’m 
delighted to get behind this 
campaign and ensure its suc¬ 
cess,” he said. 

The campaign for a new 
Sikh war memorial was led by 
Tanmanjeet Singh Dhesi, 
Britain’s first turbaned Sikh 
MP, who now has the support 
of of Housing, Communities 
and Local Government 
Ministry to help set up a 
Working Group to find a loca¬ 
tion. Once an appropriate site 
has been identified and de¬ 
tailed plans agreed, the min¬ 


istry has agreed to provide 
funding towards the project. 
“The part played by Sikh ser¬ 
vicemen really stands out - a 
contribution that is all the 
more remarkable when you 
consider that these brave men 
travelled thousands of miles to 
fight for a country that wasn’t 
their own,” said Javid 

Over 27,000 people had 
signed an online petition by 
Dhesi, the Labour MP who sub¬ 
mitted an Early Day Motion in 
the House of Commons. 

“Given that the Sikh com¬ 
munity, which is very proud of 
its military traditions, there has 
been a demand for more than a 
decade for a Sikh memorial in a 
prime central location in 
London,” Dhesi said. PTI

A TOP COURT in Pakistan 
Wednesday issued notices to 
ousted prime minister Nawaz 
Sharif, his daughter, son-in-law 
and two ministers for allegedly 
committing contempt of court 
during a rally in Punjab province 
last week. 

The Lahore High Court here is¬ 
sued notices to the federal gov¬ 
ernment, Election Commission 
of Pakistan and the Pakistan 
Electronic Media Regulatory 
Authority (Pemra) to submit 
their replies in this regard by 
February 14. 

Petitioner Amina Malik told 
the court that Sharif, his daugh¬ 
ter Maryam, son-in-law Capt 


(retd) Muhammad Safdar, 
Interior Minister Talal Chaudhry 
and Punjab law minister Rana 
Sanaullah verbally attacked the 
Supreme Court judges on last 
Saturday’s rally in Jaranwala 
(some 150-km from Lahore) for 
disqualifying Sharif from the of¬ 
fice of prime minister. 

She said Maryam made the 
most adverse remarks about the 
five judges who handed down 
disqualification to Sharif. 

Maryam in her address had 
said: “The SC judges had asked 
Imran Khan (cricketer-turned- 
politician and Pakistan Tehreek- 
e-Insaf chairman) to file a peti¬ 
tion so that they could oust 
Nawaz Sharif as he (Khan) had 
failed to make that happen 
through protest movement. The 
judges acted as lawyers of Imran 


Khan and they were party 
against Nawaz Sharif.” 

The petitioner said Sharif and 
Maryam had constantly been 
belittling the SC judges since last 
July and their tirade was going 
unnoticed. 

“They pointed fingers at the 
honesty, bravery and upholding 
rule of law. If they are not 
stopped they will continue at¬ 
tacking the judiciary,” the peti¬ 
tioner said, requesting the LHC 
to initiate contempt of court pro- 
ceedings against the respon¬ 
dents under Sections 3,4,5 of the 
Contempt of Court Ordinance. 

The petitioner said Pemra did 
not block these hateful and ridi¬ 
culing remarks passed against 
the judiciary.

myriad Factors Contribute To Weight Gain 


Hormones may be to blame for binge eating at night, says new study

MOST DIETERS know the hard 
truth: Sticking to a weight loss 
regimen gets more difficult as 
the day wears on. But while 
those who give in to food crav¬ 
ings and binge at night may 
blame flagging willpower, a new 
study suggests the problem 
could lie in the complex orches¬ 
tra of hormones that drive 
hunger and signal feelings of 
satiety, or fullness. 

The small study of 32 obese 
men and women, half of whom 
had a habit of binge eating, sug¬ 
gests that satiety hormones may 
be lower during the evening 
hours, while hunger hormones 
rise toward nightfall and may be 


stoked even higher by stressful 
situations. Overweight binge 
eaters may be particularly sus¬ 
ceptible to the influence of fluc¬ 
tuations in these appetite-regu¬ 
lating hormones. 

“There’s more opportunity to 
eat in the evening, but this study 
is showing that hormonal re¬ 
sponses are setting them up to 
do this,” said Susan Carnell, an 
assistant professor of psychiatry 
and behavioural sciences at 
Johns Hopkins University School 
of Medicine who was a first au¬ 
thor of the study along with 
Charlotte Grillot of Florida State 
University. It’s not clear whether 
these hormonal patterns pre¬ 
cede and cause the binge eating 
behaviours or are conditioned by 
an individual’s eating habits, 
Camell said. But either way, “you

can get stuck in the cycle.” 

The study is an important re¬ 
minder that myriad factors con¬ 
tribute to weight gain, and that 
shaming and blaming people for 
their weight problems is inap¬ 
propriate, said Kelly Costello 
Allison, director of the Centre for 
Weight and Eating Disorders at 
the University of Pennsylvania, 
who was not involved in the new 
research. “There is so much bias 
and judgment about people who 
are overweight, that it’s their 
fault or they’re lazy or just don’t 
have enough willpower,” Allison 
said. “The bottom line is that 
people are wired in different 
ways, and some of that does re¬ 
ally depend on these biological 
markers.” 

The new findings were pub¬ 
lished in the International 

MH 


Journal of Obesity in December. 
They build on earlier work, includ¬ 
ing a 2013 Harvard study of nor¬ 
mal-weight individuals that found 
circadian rhythms play a role in 
regulating appetite, and that 
hunger peaks in the evening and 
appetite is, paradoxically, at its low¬ 
est in the morning even though 
people have not eaten all night. 

That research helped explain 
why so many people skip break¬ 
fast, even as evidence mounts 
that consuming most of one’s 
calories at the beginning of the 
day is optimal for weight control 
and a healthy metabolism. 

Evening hunger “may have 
been an evolutionary adaptation 
that helped us get through the 
night,” said Satchidananda 
Panda of the Salk Institute for 
Biological Studies. NYT

ANXIOUS INVESTORS kept away 
on the eve of the presentation of 
the Union Budget with the 
benchmark Sensex declining 69 
points to end below the key 
36,000-mark in see-saw trade 
on Wednesday. The market pre¬ 
ferred to adopt a cautious stand 
for the second session in a row 
as participants were unwilling to 
expand their portfolios and 
looked to the Budget and US 
FOMC meet for further cues. 

Anticipating a volatile ses¬ 
sion on Thursday, the 30-share 
Sensex remained in the negative 
zone for the major part of the 
session and lost 68.71 points, or 
0.19 per cent to finish at 
35,965.02. Intra-day, it shuttled 
between 35,818.41 and 


36,050.69. The index had re¬ 
treated from its lifetime high by 
falling 249.52 points in the pre¬ 
vious session. The broad-based 
NSE Nifty hit a low of 10,979.30 
intra-day, before closing at 
11,027.70, down 21.95 points, or 
0.20 percent. 

The BSE Sensex has gained 
1,908 points or 5.60 per cent, in 
January while the NSE Nifty also 
recorded a hefty rise of 497 
points, or 4.71 per cent. 
"Investors are awaiting the big 
budget day while the expecta¬ 
tion for this budget is muted 
compared to what was antici¬ 
pated over the last two years. 
The main requirement is to have 
a good balance between fiscal 


discipline and growth reforms. 
Rural economy will be the key in 
the budget but infrastructure de¬ 
velopment and reforms are also 
likely to be highlighted. Some 
tinkering can be expected on 
corporate and individual taxa¬ 
tion fronts," said Vinod Nair, 
head of research, Geojit Financial 
Services.

RIDING ON better project execu¬ 
tion and higher domestic orders, 
engineering giant Larsen & 
Toubro (L&T) has reported a 53 
per cent jump in consolidated 
net profit for the December 
quarter at Rs 1,490 crore. Total in¬ 
come from operations grew 9.4 
per cent to Rs 28,747.45 crore 
during the reporting period over 
the same period a year ago. 

"This quarter was a welcome 
relief for us as performance was 
satisfactory on all fronts. 
Revenue recognition was mainly 
from our businesses like infra¬ 
structure, hydrocarbons, heavy 
engineering, financial services 
and developmental projects," 
Group chief financial officer R 
Shankar Raman said. The coun¬ 
try has seen a slew of transfor¬ 
mative reform measures in the 
last one year which are likely to 
yield medium to long term 
macro-economic gains, though 
accompanied by shorter term 
dismptions, the company said. 


He said revenue grew by 9.4 
per cent, but adjusting for excise 
duty subsumed in GST during the 
quarter, the growth was 10 per 
cent. Revenue from international 
business stood at Rs 10,110 crore, 
constituting 35 per cent of the to¬ 
tal revenue. "During the past two 
quarters, we have witnessed a 
growth of around 8 per cent in 
revenue and this quarter we 
touched 10 per cent. At the begin¬ 
ning of the fiscal we had given a 
guidance of 12-14 per cent topline 
growth, which we later revised to 
a flat growth. We would still like 
to maintain a growth rate which 
we had last fiscal," Raman said. 

During the quarter, the com¬ 
pany won fresh orders worth Rs 
48,130 crore, registering a growth 
of38 percent International orders 
of Rs 8,835 crore constituted 18 
per cent of the total order inflows, 
as against 34 per cent in the same 
period previous year.

Larsen & Toubro 
settles Sebi probe

THE SECURITIES and Exchange 
Board of India (Sebi) said that 
Larsen & Toubro (L&T) along with 
its non-executive chairman A M 
Naik and director Shailendra N 
Roy have settled a probe initiated 
by the regulator into alleged late 
compliance with insider trading 
norms by paying over Rs 10 lakh. 

In a settlement order of 
January 30, Sebi said it has agreed 
to settle proposed adjudication 
proceedings in the case, pertain¬ 
ing to the delayed compliance of 
insider trading norms after the 
firm filed a plea under the settle¬ 
ment regulations “without ad¬ 
mitting or denying the findings 
of fact and conclusion of law". 

While Sebi did not disclose 
details of the case pertaining to 
L&T and its executives it said the 
company and its two officials 
had allegedly made "delayed 
compliance of Sebi (Prohibition 
of Insider Trading) regulations". 

In 2015, when the adjudica¬ 
tion proceedings were still pend¬ 
ing in the case, the firm ap-

proached Sebi to settle the case 
on payment settlement charges. 
In April 2017, the representatives 
of the firm met the regulator's in¬ 
ternal committee where the set¬ 
tlement terms were deliberated.

Powered Advisory Committee 
recommended the case for settle¬ 
ment on the payment of Rs 10.27 
lakh. This includes Rs 2 lakh, over 
Rs 4.72 lakh and over Rs 3.54 lakh 
by L&T, Naik and Roy respectively. 
Sebi said the settlement was also 
approved by its panel of whole¬ 
time members, after which they 
firm and its executives remitted 
the money. “The proposed adju¬ 
dication proceedings for the al¬ 
leged defaults...are settled," said 
Sebi. The regulator said it would 
not initiate any enforcement ac¬ 
tion for the alleged defaults.

Crude oil dips

HC upholds t3,500-cr arbitral 
award in favour of Daiichi

THE DELHI High Court on 
Wednesday passed a verdict al¬ 
lowing the Japanese dmg major 
Daiichi Sankyo to enforce the 
Rs 3,500 crore award, which was 
decided by the Singapore arbitra¬ 
tion tribunal in April 2016, against 
former Ranbaxy promoters 
Malvinder Mohan Singh and 
Shivinder Mohan Singh in India. 

“It was clearly within the do¬ 
main of the Arbitral Tribunal to as¬ 
sess damages. The award has 
given various reasons for having 
rejected the suggested 
formula/computation by the re¬ 
spondent (Singh brothers).The re¬ 
spondent received Rs 9,576.1 crore 
for sale of their shares. Damages 
have been assessed at Rs 2,562 
crore plus interest and costs. The 
plea of the respondents (for not 
enforcing the award) cannot be 
accepted,” the Delhi HC order 
stated. Daiichi Sankyo signed a 
Share Purchase and Share 
Subscription Agreement (SPSSA) 
on June 11,2008, under which it 
paid around Rs 19,800 crore to 
purchase Singh brothers’ stake in 
Ranbaxy Laboratories Ltd. 

In November 2008, Daiichi 
Sankyo took the matter to 
Singapore arbitration tribunal stat¬ 
ing that Malvinder Mohan Singh 
and his associates concealed infor¬ 
mation “about the genesis, nature 
and severity of pending investiga¬ 
tions by the US Food and Drug 
Administration (USFDA) and 
Department of Justice (DOJ) 
against Ranbaxy thereby fraudu-

lently inducing the Daiichi Sankyo 
to acquire the shares”. 

In its April 2016 order, the 
Singapore arbitration tribunal re¬ 
jected the contentions of Singh 
brothers. “It (tribunal) concluded 
that the respondent’s (Singh 
brothers’) representation during 
the due diligence period fraudu¬ 
lently induced the petitioner to 
enter into the SPSSA. It accepts the 
petitioner’s (Daiichi’s) plea that it 
would not have entered into the 
SPSSA had it not believed and re¬ 
lied upon the respondent’s repre¬ 
sentations and assurances. The 
existence of SAR (self assessment 
report) in the hands of the US au¬ 
thorities meant that Ranbaxy’s 
shares were pregnant with disas¬ 
ter,” the Delhi HC stated. 

“The plea of the respondent 
that the claim was time barred 
and that this plea has wrongly 
been rejected (by Arbitral tribu¬ 
nal) cannot be accepted as a 
ground to hold that the award is 


not enforceable. This Court can¬ 
not go into the finding of fact 
recorded by the Arbitral Tribunal. 
The findings of the arbitral tribu¬ 
nal cannot be said to be contrary 
to fundamental policy of Indian 
law. This plea is rejected being 
without merit,” the HC added. 

Wednesday’s order gave some 
relief to Singh brothers, stating 
that while the arbitral award can 
be enforced against Singh broth¬ 
ers, it can’t be enforced against 
their children. “Today’s judgment 
by the Honourable Delhi High 
Court has given partial success to 
some of the sellers of shares of 
erstwhile Ranbaxy 

(Respondents). The Court has held 
the award to be unenforceable 
against the minors. However we 
are disappointed with the mling 
against the rest of the sellers. After 
studying the order in detail the re¬ 
spondents will decide on further 
course of action,” said the 
spokesperson of RHC Holding 
Private Limited, which is owned 
by Singh brothers. 

Singh brothers own their stake 
in Fortis Healthcare Limited, 
Religare Enterprises Limited and 
other companies through RHC 
Holding Private Limited. In April 
2014, Daiichi Sankyo entered into 
a market transaction with Sun 
Pharma in which it agreed to sell 
all its Ranbaxy shares by means of 
an arrangement by which Sun 
Pharma and Ranbaxy would 
merge on a stock for stock basis 
with Sun Pharma as the surviving 
entity. Daiichi received Rs 22,679 
crore from Sun Pharma and the 
transaction was finally closed on 
March 25,2015. 


Core sector 
growth slips 
to 4% in Dec

GROWTH OF the eight core sec¬ 
tors slowed to a five-month low 
of 4 per cent in December 2017 
due to negative performance of 
segments like coal and crude 
oil, official data showed on 
Wednesday. 

The output growth recorded 
in December is the lowest since 
July 2017, when these core sec¬ 
tors had witnessed 2.9 per cent 
expansion. These eight indus¬ 
tries — coal, cmde oil, natural gas, 
refinery products, fertilisers, 
steel, cement and electricity — 
had witnessed a growth of 5.6 
per cent in December 2016. The 
output of coal and crude oil sec¬ 
tors contracted 0.1 per cent and 
2.1 per cent respectively during 
the month under review. 

Growth in steel and electric¬ 
ity generation slowed to 2.6 per 
cent and 3.3 per cent respec¬ 
tively in December last year as 
against 15.9 per cent and 6.4 per 
cent in the same month of 2016. 

Refinery products, natural 
gas, fertiliser and cement 
recorded healthy growth last 
month. Cumulatively, the growth 
in the eight core sectors during 
April-December this fiscal 
slowed to 4 per cent as against 5.3 
per cent in the same period last 
fiscal. The growth in key sectors 
will have implications for the 
Index of Industrial Production 
(IIP) as these eight segments ac¬ 
count for about 41 per cent of the 
total factory output.

Authority (CEA) — the apex pol¬ 
icy advisory body in the electric¬ 
ity sector—submitted its report 
to Ministry of Power titled ‘Cyber 
Security in Power System’ on July 
19,2017. In this report, it raised 
the red flag and communicated 
to the government on “a per¬ 
ceived lack of security built into 
the smart grid systems” of Indian 
power sector and “an urgent 
need to develop a cyber security 
framework and regulatory re¬ 
sponse to address the specific se¬ 
curity needs of the power sector 
in India”. This CEA report men¬ 
tioned the two groups at BIS that 
have been working to issue cy¬ 
ber security standards.

The 
Wannacry ransomware attack in 
May 2017 had affected comput¬ 
ers and systems in 150 countries, 
including India after which, the 
Ministry of Power had tasked the 
CEA with constituting a commit¬ 
tee to discuss various issues in¬ 
cluding “cyber security issues in 
the power sector”.

INDIA’S GDP growth rate for 
2016-17 remained unchanged at 
7.1 per cent, as per the first re¬ 
vised estimates released by the 
Central Statistics Office (CSO) re¬ 
leased for the previous financial 
year on Wednesday. The CSO, 
however, revised upwards the 
Gross Value Added (GVA) growth 
rate to 7.1 per cent from 6.6 per 
cent estimated earlier. 

For 2015-16, the CSO re¬ 
leased the second revised esti¬ 
mates, revising the GDP growth 
to 8.2 per cent from 8.0 per cent 
estimated earlier, while the GVA 
growth rate was revised up¬ 
wards to 8.1 per cent from 7.9 per 
cent estimated earlier. The third 
revised estimates for 2014 -15 
were also released, according to 
which the GDP growth rate for 
2014-15 has been revised down¬ 
wards to 7.4 per cent from 7.5 per 
cent, while the GVA growth rate 
was revised upwards to 7.2 per 
cent from 6.9 per cent. 

For 2016-17, the GVA growth 
rate for primary sector consisting 
of agriculture, forestry, fishing and 
mining & quarrying sectors was 
revised upwards by CSO to 7.4 per 
cent for 2016-17 from 4.4 per cent 
estimated earlier, while the GVA 
growth rate for secondary sector 
(manufacturing, electricity, gas, 
water supply & other utility serv¬ 
ices and construction) was re¬ 
vised marginally upwards to 6.1 
per cent from 6.0 per cent. 

The GVA growth for 2016-17 
for tertiary sector comprising all 
services saw a downward revi¬ 
sion to 7.5 per cent from 7.7 per 
cent estimated earlier. “Use of re¬ 
vised estimates of sales tax and 
other items in central and state

government budget documents 
instead of Budget estimates; and 
replacement of key financial in¬ 
dicators derived from advance 
filings of a small sample of com¬ 
panies with actual analysis of fi¬ 
nancial reports of a larger sam¬ 
ple of public and private sector 
companies,” CSO said. 

As per the new methodology 
followed by the CSO, GDP is cal¬ 
culated by adding product taxes 
to GVA at basic prices and re¬ 
moving subsidies. 

Actual analysis of financial 
reports of a larger sample of pub¬ 
lic and private sector companies 
instead of key financial indica¬ 
tors derived from advance filings 
of a small sample of companies 
used earlier were cited as the 
reason for variation for second¬ 
ary sector’s GVA growth by the 
CSO. Use of fourth advance esti¬ 
mates of crop production and fi¬ 
nal estimates of horticulture 
crops as against third advance 
estimates of crop production 
and second advance estimates of 
horticulture crops used in the 
provisional estimates; revision 
in estimates of livestock prod¬ 
ucts; and use of annual financial 
reports of public and private sec¬ 
tor companies in place of IIP in 
the case of‘mining & quarrying’ 
were the reasons given by CSO 
for upward revision of GVA 
growth for primary sector.

Trading places 

Asia is taking the lead in promoting free trade

THE OBITUARY OF the Trans-Pacific 
Partnership (TPP) was widely written when 
Donald Trump pulled America out of the 12- 
country free-trade deal on the third day of 
his presidency. Yet, a year later and against 
all the apparent odds, the pact lives on. On 
January 23rd its remaining 11 members met 
in Tokyo to thrash out the final details of 
pressing ahead regardless. The plan is to sign 
a final agreement in March, to come into 
force in 2019. It will be one of the world’s 
most exacting trade pacts, measured by 
openness to investment from other mem¬ 
bers, the protection of patents and environ¬ 
mental safeguards. 

The pact’s resurrection is one of the more 
unlikely events in a year of surprises. After 
all, America accounted for almost two-thirds 
of the original bloc’s $28trn in annual out¬ 
put. Access to the vast American market was 
what made other members readier to open 
up their own. Moreover, Mr Trump’s retreat 
had sent a dismal message about the 
prospects of the open, rules-based order that 
America had underwritten. The Asia-Pacific 
region had benefited more than any from 
that order in recent decades—yet Mr Trump 
was declaring multilateralism dead and sig¬ 
nalling an intention to raise barriers to trade. 
Soon afterwards, he ordered South Korea to 
renegotiate its free-trade agreement with 
America. And this week he imposed puni¬ 
tive tariffs on imported washing machines 
and solar panels, aimed at South Korean and 
Chinese manufacturers. 

In spite of this forbidding backdrop, the 
dauntless 11—Australia, Brunei, Canada, 
Chile, Japan, Malaysia, Mexico, New Zealand, 
Peru, Singapore and Vietnam—have re¬ 
grouped. In Vietnam in November their lead¬ 
ers sketched out an agreement on the core 
features of a revised deal. The pact’s name 
has changed, to the Comprehensive and 
Progressive Agreement for Trans-Pacific 
Partnership (CPTPP), in case the original had 
tripped too lightly off the tongue. But re¬ 
markably few (22, to be precise) of the orig¬ 
inal provisions have been frozen. The victims 
are mainly strictures insisted on by America. 
For instance, copyright has been reduced 
from 70 to 50 years. And special protections 
for biologies, a booming category of drugs, 
have been suspended. 

A few concessions were made to those 
still in the pact. Malaysia will not immedi¬ 
ately have to liberalise its state-owned en¬ 
terprises. Communist Vietnam can put 
on hold new rules about resolving labour 
disputes and allowing independent 
trade unions. 

The biggest foot-dragger was Canada, 
the second-biggest economy in the group 
(after Japan), which had wanted special 
treatment for cultural industries such as tel¬ 
evision and music — a concern for 
Francophone Canadians — and changes to 
the rules on imports of cars. Canada has a 
big car-parts industry, which caters mainly 
to American carmakers. Now that America 
has dropped out of the pact, fewer cars from 
this integrated North American supply 
chain will have enough content from CPTPP 
countries to qualify for tariff-free access to 
other members. But Canada will still have 
to open its market to Asian cars, subjecting 


its car-parts firms to a one-sided dose of for¬ 
eign competition. 

In the end Canada’s concerns were met 
with a favourite TPP trick: “side letters” be¬ 
tween it and other members, that are not of¬ 
ficially part of the deal. One of them prom¬ 
ised Canada greater access to the Japanese 
car market. CPTPP’s members were suffi¬ 
ciently determined to revive the pact, in 
other words, that they gritted their teeth and 
compromised. 

How does CPTPP carry on, even as mul¬ 
tilateralism has fallen out of favour else¬ 
where? For some members, including Japan, 
which has done most to keep the show on 
the road, there is a strategic imperative: to 
prop up the old rules-based order in 
America’s absence. (The less-welcome al¬ 
ternative might be an order overseen by 


China.) Bilahari Kausikan, a Singaporean 
ambassador-at-large, predicts that America 
will eventually return to the partnership. 
After all, CPTPP (and TPP before it) is not typ¬ 
ical of the tariff-cutting deals that Mr Trump 
claims have shafted America. Rather, it 
breaks ground in setting American-inspired 
standards and safeguards for everything 
from online commerce to creative indus¬ 


tries. Mr Kausikan believes it is only a mat¬ 
ter of time before American firms are clam¬ 
ouring to take part. 

Before then, others may seek to join an 
arrangement designed to be infinitely ex¬ 
pandable. South Korea, Indonesia and the 
Philippines have expressed interest—even 
Britain has. And CPTPP is not the only trade 
deal making progress in Asia. Japan has just 


concluded a sweeping agreement with the 
European Union. The Association of South- 
East Asian Nations is seeking to create a vast 
free-trade area encompassing China and 
India, among others. 

Fair blow the Asian trade 
winds 

In Asia free trade is more popular than it 
is in America and much of Europe. The ques¬ 
tion is why. One explanation is that in the 
West, trade creates winners and losers; in 
Asia, at a lower stage of development, it 
mainly creates winners, though some gain 
more than others. 

Yet that is not quite right. Asia’s pell-mell 
development creates lots of losers. It can be 
traumatic to be forced off your land to make 
way for a palm-oil plantation or a high rise. 


Inefficient rice-farmers across the continent 
have much to fear from free trade. Even in 
prosperous Singapore, points out Deborah 
Elms of the Asian Trade Centre, an advocacy 
group, it is still an emotional wrench to see 
nearly every landmark of your childhood 
vanish in an orgy of rebuilding. 

The difference is that most Asians don’t 
have what Mr Kausikan calls the illusion of 
choice. Trade is how billions of them have at¬ 
tained a modicum of prosperity. And thanks 
to rapid, trade-fuelled growth, the drawbacks 
of opening markets seem relatively insignif¬ 
icant. For as long as wrenching change is off¬ 
set by the prospect of a better tomorrow, Asia 
will fly the flag of global trade even when it 
is being furled elsewhere.

SUPERSONIC FLIGHT 


Boom boxed 

Silencing a sonic boom would help a Concorde replacement

WHEN A BRITISH Airways Concorde travel¬ 
ling from New York touched down at 
Heathrow airport, in London, on October 
24th 2003, supersonic passenger travel came 
to an end. Concorde was a technological mar¬ 
vel, but never a commercial success. Only 14 
of them entered service. Yet the idea of build¬ 
ing a successor has never quite gone away. 
Aircraft-makers review the idea from time 
to time. A number of groups are working on 
small executive jets intended to travel faster 
than the speed of sound. The trouble is, 
something else has also refused to go away: 
the shock wave known as a sonic boom that 
emanates from a supersonic aircraft. 

That boom was one of Concorde’s failings. 
It rattled windows and frightened animals, 
which meant the plane’s flights over land 
were restricted to subsonic speeds. 
Throttling back an aircraft that is designed to 
fly fast is inefficient and causes it to guzzle a 
lot of fuel. If supersonic air travel is ever to 
return, Concorde’s successors will thus have 
to quieten their act. 

Several groups are trying to do this by 
tweaking designs to take account of ad¬ 
vances in aerodynamics. By 2021 NASA, 
America’s aerospace agency, hopes to fly a 
small experimental supersonic plane fitted 
with some of these modifications, such as a 
long, slender nose and engines blended into 
the fuselage. The agency expects this to re¬ 
duce the sound of the shock wave to what it 
describes as a “low boom”. But John 
Schlaerth, an aerospace engineer based in 
California, thinks he can take such modifica¬ 
tions much further. He and his colleagues 
have filed for a patent on a set of designs 
which they believe might eliminate the

boom’s sound altogether at ground level. 

A sonic boom is the product of a series 
of shockwaves arising from various parts of 
an aircraft—particularly its nose, wings and 
engines—as it flies faster than the speed of 
sound (l,240kph, 770mph or Mach 1, at sea 
level). Those waves are caused because air 
molecules cannot get out of the way fast 
enough during supersonic flight, and thus 
build up in front of these parts of the plane. 
The consequent change in pressure then 
propagates through the air and, when it 
reaches the ground, is heard as a distinc¬ 
tive boom. 

Mr Schlaerth’s idea is to reflect and muf¬ 
fle the worst-offending waves. He would do 
this not by blending the engines into the 
fuselage, but rather by placing them well for¬ 
ward of the leading edge of the wing. That 
could be done either by mounting them on 
pylons extending from below the wing, or 


by attaching them to the fuselage. Both con¬ 
figurations would cause the engines’ ex¬ 
haust plumes to reflect any shock wave 
forming in front of a wing upwards—ie, 
away from the ground. 

Further shock waves, caused by the ex¬ 
haust’s counter-reflection downwards by the 
wing’s wave, could be dealt with by modify¬ 
ing the engine casings to create a slower- 
moving stream of air below the plume. This 
slower air should form a boundary layer 
which, Mr Schlaerth says, would act as a 
“pneumatic cushion” that softened and im¬ 
peded downward-propagating shock waves. 
The aircraft’s long nose, meanwhile, would 
be shaped to direct its shockwaves upwards 
and sideways. Waves from the engine inlets 
would be directed upwards too, and put to 
good use. Adding an appropriate downward 
curve to a wing would trap the wave and cre¬ 
ate an area of high pressure that would give 
the wing additional lift. 

To find out whether all this would work, 
Mr Schlaerth recruited two experts in com¬ 
putational fluid dynamics to act as independ¬ 
ent consultants. Tim Colonius of the 
California Institute of Technology and Luigi 
Martinelli of Princeton University each car¬ 
ried out a series of tests. Using sophisticated 
computer modelling, one test found that the 
shock wave from the wing could be reduced 
by 63% at Mach 1.5, and that a similar reduc¬ 
tion would be expected at Mach 2 
(Concorde’s cruising speed). Another test 
showed that shock propagation below the 
engine was virtually non-existent. Further 
analysis, Mr Schlaerth says, indicates that the 
overall shockwave might be almost inaudi¬ 
ble at ground level. 


The next step is to replicate the computer 
tests using models in a wind tunnel, a task 
which the group hopes to take on later this 
year. Mr Schlaerth and his business partner, 
Mark Bryan, have founded a firm called New 
Century Transportation and Aeronautics 
Research to exploit the idea. If all goes well, 


it could lead to an experimental aircraft to 
demonstrate the technology. 

Reducing sonic booms to an acceptable 
level would allow overland flights, which 
should make the return of supersonic pas¬ 
senger travel more plausible. Much would 
depend on the cost of building and operat¬ 


ing such aircraft. But the prospect of being 
able to fly from New York to Los Angeles in 
less than two hours, instead of a tedious six 
or so, would be welcomed by many a 
weary traveller.

Ab mori nayiyya paar karo 
turn Nizamuddin Auliya, a piece in Awadhi 
and exemplary of the Ganga-jamuni tehzeeb 
that Wajid Ali Shah’s Awadh was revered for. 

The complex piece was based on seven 
ragas — Ramkali, Gujari Todi, Shuddh Sarang, 
Kafi, Yaman, Maalkauns and Bhairavi — 
defining different moods and colours of a 
day. To sing the piece in Umrao Jaan, Ali got 
Ustad Ghulam Mustafa Khan into the studio 
—the vocalist whose sonorous voice and var¬ 
ied style matched the illustrious lineage he 
came from. 

Ghulam Mustafa was the grandson of 
famed vocalist Ustad Inayat Hussain Khan, 
founder of the Rampur-Sheheswan gharana, 
and was also married to Gwalior gharana pi¬ 
oneer Ustad Haddu Khan’s daughter. His 
great-grandfather Ustad Qutubuddin Khan 
was the court musician for Nawab Wajid Ali 
Shah of Awadh. His family traces their 
Senia traditions to Mian Tansen from the 
darbar of Akbar. 

“Unlike a lot of musicians from the past, 
I wasn’t averse to singing for films. It was a 
great opportunity from Muzaffar Ali. People 
who didn’t listen to classical music, also 
knew me after this,” says Ghulam Mustafa, 
86, who was awarded Padma Vibhushan, the 
second highest civilian honour, last week. 
The other two names conferred with the 
same award include Tamil composer 
Illiyaraja and Bharatiya Vichar Kendra direc¬ 
tor and thinker P Parameswaran. Ghulam 
Mustafa was awarded the Padma Shri in 
1991, followed by Padma Bhushan in 2006. 
“I’d like to thank our Prime Minister Modi ji 
and more than one billion people whose 
faith has given me this award. Any award is 
like the love of one’s audience and I accept it 
humbly,” says Ghulam Mustafa. 

In 2014, he had called upon Modi for 
what was called a “courtesy call”. A few 
months later, he also sang in director Shivaji 
Lotan Patil’s 31 October (2015), a film at¬ 
tempting to show the suffering of Delhi’s 
Sikh population after Indira Gandhi’s assas¬ 
sination. The song came as a surprise from a 
musician, who had decided to bow out of 
Bollywood in 1993, after a piece in 
Shreemaan Aashique. His only other promi¬ 
nent outing post that was in 2013 with his 
student and composer AR Rahman during

Coke Studio @MTV Sesaon 3, where Ghulam 
Mustafa presented raag Yaman with sons 
Murtuza, Qadir, Rabbani, Hasan and grand¬ 
son Faiz. In 2016, a day before Independence 
Day, Ghulam Mustafa, with the members of 
his family, also released his version of the na¬ 
tional anthem. 

In the times when a lot of art and aesthet¬ 
ics are being considered in political contexts, 
Ghulam Mustafa says that as an artiste, he 
doesn’t believe in engaging with politics. 
“Artistes are supposed to create art, not en¬ 
gage in politics. Humko kahan aata haiyesab? 
I believe in doing what I am good at,” he says. 

Post the announcement of the award, the 
Mumbai-based musician was also honoured 
by Yogi Adityanath in Lucknow as he was 
born and raised in Badaun, Uttar Pradesh.

Ghulam Mustafa learnt music from his fa¬ 
ther Warish Hussain Khan there, followed by 
sitting at the feet of other family members 
including Ustad Fida Hussain Khan, the court 
singer of Baroda’s royal durbar and then his 
other grandfather the iconic Ustad Nissar 
Hussain Khan. Inayat Khan’s training had al¬ 
ready allowed him to imbibe qawwali tech¬ 
niques — palte, phirat and zamzama — in his 
classical singing. “I began training under my 
father and performed for the first time at a 
Janmashtami concert at the age of eight. 
Everyone said he is very good. Life has contin¬ 
ued since then,” says Ghulam Mustafa. Then, 
there was the concept of attention to the lit¬ 


eral content of a composition in the Rampur 
Sheheswan style, a rarity in most gharanas. 
Also, probably why at a time when most clas¬ 
sical singers were banishing Hindi film mu¬ 
sic, Ghulam Mustafa found it easier to adapt. 

Apart from his regular performances at 
prestigious classical music festivals, he sang 
in Mrinal Sen’s Bhuvan Shome (1969), and the 
famed Sajna kahe nahi aaye in Badnam Basti 
(1969). However, some of his best-remem¬ 
bered pieces are in UmraoJaan, especially the 
one about a bedecked swing in a mango 
grove on which the two lovers sway and em¬ 
brace. The beautiful Jhoola kinne daala re 
amaraiyan, a jhoola in raag Desh, which res¬ 


onated in Rampur and Banaras, found itself 
in people’s homes in the ’80s. 

This was also the time when Ghulam 
Mustafa had aquired pre-eminence as a guru 
and a master of voice training. His popular 
students include names such as Asha Bhosle, 
Manna Dey, Ustad Rashid Khan (also his 
nephew), Waheeda Rehman, Geeta Dutt, 
Hariharan, Sonu Nigam, Alisha Chinoy, Shilpa 
Rao and Kalpana Patowary. “Performing and 
teaching, both have their own charm. I’m 
glad I have been able to do both,” says 
Ghulam Mustafa, who will receive the award 
from President Ram Nath Kovind later this 
year at the Rashtrapati Bhavan. 


Many Happy 
Returns 

Actors Sanjay Suri and 
Sameer Soni on their 
thriller, My Birthday 
Song, multitasking and 
working with friends

IN THE late ’90s, when actors Sanjay Suri and 
Sameer Soni were starting out as models, 
they would often meet at auditions. They 
would even be mistaken for each other. 
That’s something that they still experience 
after spending nearly two decades in the en¬ 
tertainment industry. But as friends who 
have turned collaborators — they recently 
made a psycho-thriller, titled My Birthday 
Song, they have learnt to laugh at it. “We got 
along during the shooting of Sanjay Gupta’s 
Alibaug. We were cast together in that film 
which never got completed. However, My 
Birthday Song did,” says Suri. 

Soni was living with the story of My 
Birthday Song for nearly three years. When 
he narrated the story to Suri, the latter asked 
him to direct it. Soni promptly asked Suri to 
act in it. The two friends eventually decided 
to produce it together. “Sanjay is very con¬ 
vincing as the common man of the urban so¬ 
ciety. His face kept coming to me even while 
writing the story. He was the reference point 
for the character of Rajeev. Pitobash was an¬ 
other actor I thought of while writing the 
script,” says Soni, who has acted in popular 
television shows such as JassiJaissi Koi Nahin 
and Parichay. The movie, which captures the 
travails of a successful ad-executive whose 
40th birthday celebration turns into a night¬ 
mare, released to mixed reviews recently. 

According to Soni, every actor is a writer. 
“They have a story even though they might 
not have the discipline of writing it. They

keep wondering what if this happens. This 
movie’s story developed from the idea of an 
accidental death,” said Soni, who counts 
Memento and Sixth Sense among his favourite 
thrillers. Both the actors believe that the lines 
dividing creative roles, such as acting, direc¬ 
tion and production, have been increasingly 
getting blurred. “Digital medium has given 
us an opportunity to explore different ideas. 
Earlier, producers insisted on backing the for¬ 
mulas what had work worked. Times are 
changing,” says Suri, who debuted with 
PyaarMein Kabhi Kabhi (1999) and acted in 
acclaimed movies such as Pinjar( 2003) and 
My Brother... Nikhil (2005). 

Interestingly, Suri is an experienced pro¬ 
ducer who has backed films such as Onir’s 
I Am and Bikas Mishra’s Chauranga. While 
Soni calls Suri “the best multitasking expert” 
he knows, the latter shares his secret. “Rather 
than micro-managing, as a producer one 
needs to have a bird’s eye view,” says Suri. 
Both agree that, being indie filmmakers, they 
have to look at every aspect of filmmaking 
and its marketing. 

Soni plans to direct at least one more 
movie. “There is another script that I have 
written. Later, if I feel strongly enough, I will 
take up scripts by others.” Suri may even turn 
director to give shape to a script that his pro¬ 
duction house has developed. 


Rift Zones 

In India to attend literature festivals, Australian author Anna Funder on 
making art from life and why the #metoo campaign fills her with hope

THE BODY of her work — in particular, her 
much-feted non-fiction book, Stasiland: 
Stories from Behind the Berlin Wall (2003), 
accounts of members of the East 
Germany’s state security service and those 
who opposed them, and her award-win¬ 
ning novel, All That I Am (2012), inspired 
by the lives of Jewish Germans, who fled to 
London before World War II and tried to 
raise alarm about Hitler — might have ac¬ 
quired heft from their historical an¬ 
tecedents, but Australian author Anna 
Funder is not really interested in history 
for its own sake. “I’m interested in what it 
is to be human, and in how humans have 
wielded and resisted power over one an¬ 
other. I’m especially interested in how and 
why some people do the right thing in cir¬ 
cumstances where to do so is very danger¬ 
ous for them. Why do humans have such 
a conscience? What is the price of follow¬ 
ing or not following it? So telling stories 
that have really happened is hugely excit¬ 
ing as an exploration of this almost unbe¬ 
lievable facet of the human animal... 
Though I am making art from life, I’m also 
honouring those real lives — or that’s the 
aim, anyway,” says Funder, 51, who is in 
India to participate in literature festivals 
in Kolkata and Jaipur. 

As someone who has lived and worked 
across continents — in cities as different as 
Melbourne, Berlin, Paris and New York — 
and having worked briefly as an interna¬ 
tional human rights lawyer before she 
turned to full-time writing, the idea of 
home, refuge, memory and exile have 
been recurring themes in Funder’s work. 
“...I like to have the sense of the contours of 
the culture I live within; to know that cer-

tain things — assumptions about food, or 
justice or gender relations or even the 
length and depth of conversations — are 
just assumptions everyone in that culture 
is making. Not any kind of absolute 
truth or ‘rightness’; just one way of being,” 
says the writer whose last work was a 
novella, The Girl with the Dogs (2015), 


based loosely on Anton Chekhov’s The 
Lady with the Dog. 

Which is why when she moved to New 
York, where she lived for over three years 
before moving back to Sydney with her 
husband and three children in 2015, she 
would make wonderful friends and have 
a “terrific” experience, but she would also 
be privy to its disparities. “My experience 
of the US, which was mainly New York city, 
is that it’s a glittering, wonderful first- 
world veneer over a third-world city. More 
than half the residents live below the 
poverty line; it’s a culture of begging for 
tips. There’s no universal healthcare. 
People are very vulnerable. If (US President 
Donald) Trump weren’t the mentally and 
spiritually impoverished person he is, he 
would be able to see the sh***ole in his 
own country and do something about it,” 
she says, in reference to PresidentTrump’s 
dig at some African nations, Haiti and El 
Salvador earlier this month. 

Funder, who is currently working on a 
new novel and a collection of non-fiction 
pieces, had spoken out against gender dis¬ 
parity in literary awards and the gendered 
assessment of work and life that female 
writers face, earlier in her career. The 
#metoo campaign, she says, therefore, 
struck a chord with her. “I think it is 
epochal and I hope that its effects last, for 
western women and for women else¬ 
where, too. I was utterly elated by it, it 
made me feel that a huge, unspeakable 
and insidious force had been outed. I hope 
that it will mean, at the very least, that my 
daughters will never feel shamed or fright¬ 
ened into silence if they are sexually ha¬ 
rassed. In the workplace, this kind of sex¬ 
ual violence, harassment and intimidation 
of women is a way of keeping us away 
from the power and the money,” she says.

Kohli wants team to 
show Joburg belief

INDIA HAVE never won an ODI series in 
South Africa. In fact, they have only five wins 
in 27 matches against the Proteas in their 
lair. And yet, a day before the series opener 
in Durban, India captain Virat Kohli wasn’t 
bothered much about these stats. He had 
his sights firmly set on the World Cup in 
England next year. Among other things that 
Kohli addressed about in the pre-series 
press conference was India’s No.4 conun¬ 
drum. Excerpts from the interaction: 

On middle order options 

“(At No.4) other than him (Rahane) we 
have Shreyas Iyer and Manish Pandey. We 
don’t want to be one-dimensional. It de¬ 
pends whose technique is more suited to 
what spot especially in that particular 
country. All options are open. Although the 
lower middle order is more or less sorted, 
the middle order is something we are still 
looking at. The combination is working 
well for us with Hardik Pandya, Kedar 
Jadhav and MS Dhoni rotating and batting 
together. 

“No. 4 is something we have experi¬ 
mented with in the last couple of series. 
That is the only spot I can see that needs to 
be solidified, otherwise the team looks 
pretty balanced 

On core group 

“It’s about who takes that one particu¬ 
lar spot (number four). It’s not even spots 
above and below. Guys who are given the 
opportunity need to capitalise and really 
string in performances that convince the 
management and the team very soon that 
that guy is meant to play at that spot for the 
team. I feel the core of players is more or 
less pretty strong at the moment. 
Obviously changes can happen at any stage. 
You don’t know whether someone is going 
to be in form or not or what the team re¬ 
quires at certain stages. 

“It is about finding players who fit a par¬ 
ticular spot better in certain conditions. 
That will be our mindset. We will play the 
World Cup in England, which will be very 
different to what we get in India. People 
who might be doing well at home might 
not necessarily repeat their performances 
in England. It’s very different. We will have 
to figure out which players’ game suits the 
team best in particular conditions that we 
play, at a particular spot. 

“I don’t think the quality of the team 
will be compromised in any way regard¬ 
less of who takes the No.4 position because 


we have strong batsmen above and below 
to stabilise the innings.” 

On wrist-spinners 

“We are one of the few teams, or prob¬ 
ably the only team in world cricket, to be 
blessed with two wrist-spinners, while 
Kedar Jadhav is doing the conventional job 
pretty well for the team. Wrist-spinners 
help you in any conditions in the world. 
Wrist-spinners can go for six an over but 
they will pick you three wickets as well, 
which is eventually the difference in the 
game.” 

On India’s dismal record in SA 

“We obviously want to win every series 
that we play. Thinking of records or doing 
something that hasn’t been done before is 
not something you think of before achiev¬ 
ing it. It just adds extra pressure, which is 
not needed. But yes, we took a lot of confi¬ 
dence from that last Test. As batsmen obvi¬ 
ously, everyone is looking forward to step¬ 
ping up. Like in the last Test how we 
believed in ourselves and ended up win¬ 
ning the Test. We have to carry the same 
belief throughout this series.” 

On pitches for ODIs 

“The wickets are going to be much bet¬ 
ter than the Test series, because of the for¬ 
mat and this pitch looks pretty balanced I 
would say for a good game of cricket.” 

On captaincy in limited overs 

“In ODI cricket you have to think more, 
at every moment. In Test cricket, the game 
has a pattern, and it goes with a flow and a 
speed. So you can figure out in which ses¬ 
sion when the momentum shifts. But in 
ODI cricket it can be over to over. So you 
have to always stay ahead of the game. One 
advantage as a batsman is I can think like 
one and figure out what must be going 
through their minds. You have to be on top 
of the game and do things proactively first 
rather than later.” 

On skill vs character 

“For us as team management, and my¬ 
self, we look at characters before we look 
at skill. We look at a guy who scored 40 
when the team needed it the most. 
Compared to a guy who has scored runs 
but they might not have affected the state 
of the game that much. We look for game- 
changers, we look for guys who embrace 
pressure, we look for guys who want to be 
in difficult situations because in one-day 
cricket you don’t have another day to come 
back and do something extra. You have to 
make decisions there and then.”

THE WANKHEDE scoreboard read: South 
Africa 438 for four, India 224 all out; South 
Africa won by 214 runs. After the match, Ravi 
Shastri, then the Indian team director, sought 
out curator Sudhir Naik and launched a 
broadside. The two teams had gone to 
Mumbai with the 2015 five-match ODI se¬ 
ries tied at 2-2. The defeat at Wankhede saw 
India concede yet another limited-overs se¬ 
ries to the Saffers. 

Somehow, India have failed to crack the 
South Africa code in limited-overs cricket — 
bilateral limited-overs cricket to be precise. 
India’s last bilateral series win in this contest 
came in 2009-10. And like Tests, India haven’t 
won an ODI series in South Africa yet. The 
six-match series starting on Thursday in 
Durban arrives against this backdrop, al¬ 
though India will carry the feel-good factor of 
winning the third Test on a treacherous 
Wanderers pitch. 

Just one point separates India and South 
Africa in the ICC ODI rankings at the moment. 
The Proteas sit atop the table with 120 rat¬ 
ing points, while India breath down their 
neck on 119 rating points. The Virat Kohli-led 
side can usurp their hosts if they win the se¬ 
ries 4-2 or better. 

No pushovers 

India will feel they have a chance. Unlike 
the Test series, where the Indian batting car¬ 
ried the dubious ‘pushover’ distinction on 
fast and bouncy pitches — they did very lit¬ 
tle to dispel the doubts in the first two Tests 
before showing real gumption in the third — 
white-ball cricket unshackles the majority 
of the batters in the team, mindset-wise. 
Rohit Sharma is perhaps the biggest case in 
point. The Mumbai batsman has proved to 
be a Test failure outside Asia. But he is a dif¬ 
ferent beast in limited-overs cricket. In 174 
ODIs, Rohit has scored 6,424 runs including 
three double hundreds. Away from home, he 
has scored 2,502 mns and six hundreds in 83 
ODIs. So his overseas performance in the 
shorter form is commendable despite being 
a notch below his home record. 

Shikhar Dhawan is another player who 
has struggled in Tests in seaming conditions, 
but did well in one-dayers (overseas games 
included), with 4,038 runs and 12 centuries 
in 96 matches. Dhawan and Rohit will once 
again be the first-choice openers in South 
Africa followed by Kohli at No. 3. 

Rahane at No. 4? 

The No. 4 spot still looks unsettled, about 
a year-and-a-half in the lead-up to the World 
Cup. Over the past one year or so, India have 
tried several players in that position without 
much success. The Yuvraj Singh retake didn’t 
work; Manish Pandey has flirted with con¬ 
sistency: KL Rahul couldn’t establish him¬ 
self; and Shreyas Iyer is a spring chicken at 
this level. MS Dhoni is there, in form and 
pretty capable of occupying the place. But 
the former captain prefers No. 5 or No. 6. So 
it could be over to Ajinkya Rahane again in 
challenging conditions, especially after his 
bold 48 in the second innings at Wanderers 
last week. The ODI pitches are likely to be be¬ 
nign compared to what the Tests had thrown 
up. But the movement and carry are the ba¬ 
sic characteristics of almost all South African 
surfaces, which can’t be eliminated. 

Kohli indicated as much at the pre-match 
press conference. “We have explored many 
options in the past few months. We don’t 
have too much time left before the World 
Cup. We just have only a handful of series be¬ 


fore the World Cup, and not too many 
matches left. So we want to explore our op¬ 
tions further. 

“I had said earlier that Ajinkya would be 
considered as the third opener, but that sit¬ 
uation can change. He batted at No. 4 in the 
previous World Cup. And here in these con¬ 
ditions, you will have to face fast bowling 
throughout the innings. So Ajinkya becomes 
a strong candidate to play at No. 4. We have 
Manish and Shreyas. Kedar (Jadhav) is a No. 
5 or No. 6 player. Hardik (Pandya) will bat 
down the order and of course we have MS 
(Dhoni),” the skipper said. 

Kohli spoke about not being “one-dimen¬ 
sional” in his/team’s approach and thought 
process, picking horses for courses instead. 
As he mentioned, save the No. 4 and No. 5 
slots, India’s core for the World Cup is more 
or less sorted. Rahane at the moment ap¬ 
pears to be the team management’s best bet 
to offer middle-order stability. 


He has done well in ODIs in the last one 
year, whenever he got an opportunity. He 
made 336 runs, including a hundred, in five 
matches in the West Indies in June-July last 
year, taking the Man of the Series award. This 
six-match series might provide him with the 
chance to cement his place, with an eye on 
the World Cup. 

Coming back to the Wankhede game a 
little over two years ago, Rahane was India’s 
only shining light in batting as he scored 87 
off 58 balls. Three South African hundreds, 
however, had dwarfed his effort. Quinton de 
Kockand Faf du Plessis had reached three fig¬ 
ures, but ABdeVilliers’s 119 came off 61 balls 
and included 11 sixes. Bhuvneshwar Kumar 
had conceded 106 runs in 10 overs and tem¬ 
porarily lost his place in the Indian team. 

A lot has changed since. Kumar is now the 
team’s pace bowling spearhead. Shastri has 
returned to the fold as head coach. But more 
importantly, de Villiers has been ruled out of 


the first three ODIs here with a finger injury. 
De Kock hasn’t scored a half-century in his 
last 10 competitive matches, domestic and 
international combined. India sense an op¬ 
portunity. 

(The poor record) tells a story. It 
means that there is something 
difficult for touring teams to come 
here and get accustomed to. But I 
feel like this Indian cricket team 
has got the names on paper to 
challenge that and get some 
victories in South Africa. They 
have proved that in the Test series 
and they are a quality team. So I 
expect the same (challenge and 
intensity) in the ODIs coming up.

MOMINUL HAQUE hit 175 not out as 
Bangladesh took the upper hand 
Wednesday in the first test against Sri 
Lanka, ending the first day on 374-4. 
Mushfiqur Rahim missed a century by 
eight runs, out on 92 toward the end of the 
day, but he and Mominul combined in a 
partnership of 236, a third-wicket record. 
Opener Tamim Iqbal chipped in with 52. 

“We knew it was a nice wicket to bat on, 
on day one,” said Tamim. “So it was most 
important for us not to throw our wickets 
away. It is normal for a batsman to get 
overexcited on such a wicket, and play a 
risky shot.” 

Mominul’s fifth century bolstered 
Bangladesh’s position after Tamim gave the 
side a solid start on a placid wicket. Tamim 
launched Bangladesh’s innings in aggres¬ 
sive style, hitting pace bowler Lahiru 
Kumara for three boundaries in succession 
in the second over of the day. 

Tamim and fellow opener Imrul Kayes 
shared 72 runs in only 16 overs. The opener 
reached his 25th 50 off only 46 balls and 
looked solid until off-spinner Dilruwan 
Perera bowled him. Tamim hit six fours and 
one straight six off Perera’s bowling. 

Kayes made 40 before Sandakan had 
him leg-before on the stroke of the lunch. 
But the momentum that Tamim gave was 
maintained by Mominul. Together with 
Mushfiqur, he kept Sri Lanka frustrated 
throughout the second session. 


He took only 96 balls to reach his fifth cen¬ 
tury, the second fastest century for Bangladesh 
after Tamim Iqbal, who made a 94-ball hun¬ 
dred against England at Lords in 2010. 

Double blow 

Just when it looked like Bangladesh 
would end the day without losing a further 
wicket, Suranga Lakmal dealt a double 
blow in consecutive deliveries to remove 
Rahim and Liton Das. Rahim’s 92 came off 
192 balls, including 10 boundaries. 

Captain Mahmudullah and Mominul 
then saw out the day without any trouble, 
with the former ending the day on nine. 

“I think the last two wickets were big,” 
Sri Lanka batting coach Thilan Samaweera 
said. “We have to put more pressure on 
Bangladesh in the first session tomorrow, 
and keep them under 500.1 think that’ll be 
a good effort.” 

Lakmal claimed 2-43, while Perera and 
Sandakan picked up one wicket apiece.

“THERE WAS a lot of pressure because I had 
never been this close to a triple ton, and I 
wanted toget it overwith." Atharva Taide won’t 
be the first batsman to have felt the anxiety of 
“getting it over with” while in the 290s. For not 
many batsman really get that far too often, at 
any level. But here stood Atharva, all of 18, on 
the cusp of a maiden triple-ton. And the nerves 
were understandably jangling. But he found 
the perfect way to deal with them. 

He hit the next he faced for four, taking him 
to 298, and then a quick double through the 
covers followed. Atharva had reached his sum¬ 
mit. And so relieved was he that, “I hit the next 
ball for four!” 

It was an innings that lasted 483 balls, had 
34 fours and one six — a calm knock that was 
against his nature. It also led Vidarbha to a 
maiden U-19 Cooch Behar Trophy title. In a 
match that was eventually drawn, it was 
Atharva’s knock that made the difference and 
provided the crucial first innings lead to his 
team. Along the way, his320also made him the 
firstplayersince Yuvraj Singh,in the 1999-2000 
season, to score a triple-hundred in the final. 

The win on Wednesday rounds off an im¬ 
pressive year for Vidarbha on the domestic cir¬ 
cuit, as the senior team won their first ever 
Ranji Trophy just a month earlier. 

Madhya Pradesh won the toss and opted 
to bat before being bundled out for 289. The 
Vidarbha camp had a target in mind they 
deemed competitive enough, until Taide - 
who opened the innings - showed no signs of 
stopping. “We wanted to score about 450 to 
get a decent enough lead and bat at least an 
entire day,” says Atharva, who was eventually

bowled in the 181 st over of the innings, “But I 
was in good form, so it just went on and on.” 
Vidarbha would eventually make 614. 

Despite his feat, Atharva insists on having 
played against his nature. Ideally his innings 
would have included more boundaries and 
fewer deliveries. But while fielding on the first 
day, he pulled a muscle on his right quadriceps. 
“I’m a typical aggressive ODI batsman, but I 
couldn’t move too well,” Atharva says. “I had 
to be patient and kept icing it whenever I got 
the chance. And I had to hit along the ground, 
but I was still getting mns. So I guess I showed 
that I can be versatile too.” 

Though he likes to be an attack-minded 
player typical of an age where T20 and the IPL 
take precedence, his father first noticed a 
glimpse of his talent through his defensive 
technique. When he was four, playing tennis- 
ball cricket with his father in the backyard of 
their home in Akola, Maharashtra, Atharva bat¬ 
ted with a near-perfect stance, had a graceful 


back-lift and an even better defensive shot. 
Explains his father Yayati Taide: “You’d never 
expect a boy so young, who is playing practi¬ 
cally for the first time, to have such a style.” 

The senior Taide led a brief discussion 
within the family, and Atharva was immedi¬ 
ately sent for training at the Akola Cricket Club. 
He’d spend most of his day training with 
coaches — apart from when he was in school 
— and at night he’d train in the backyard that 
his father transformed. “I put up a pitch for him 
there, complete with nets, bowling machine 
and floodlights,” says the associate Dean at an 
agricultural university in Akola. 

His routine revolved around cricket. And 
though his father was a high-standing profes¬ 
sional in the world of academia, Atharva was 
never pressured to go into that route. Before 
he was recruited by the Vidarbha Cricket 
Association as a 13-year-old, he’d start the day 
carrying his cricket kit, school books and school 
uniform with him to practice. He’d change at 
the cricket ground and go to school. 

“Naturally, his hair would be uncombed 
and his tie wasn’t neat” Yayati explains. “I never 
went for the Parent-Teacher meetings. But 
Atharva’s mother would get a lot of complaints 
from teachers because of it, especially because 
the teachers knew I too was a professor.” 

The youngster’s development in the game 
had become a family affair, and on Wednesday, 
Atharva’s parents and grandparents were all 
in the stands at Nagpur watching him skipper 
his side to victory. They didn’t get to meet him 
for long after the match, but Yayati is certain 
his son would have continued a tradition 
Atharva had come up with himself. “Every 
time he got out while batting, he’d take notes 
in a special notebook about how he got out and 
the score,” he says. The latest entry would be as 
follows: bowled, but for 320.

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Butt faces scrutiny after tournament he played in comes under scanner

PAKISTAN’S TAINTED former captain, 
Salman Butt, and some other Pakistani play¬ 
ers are again in the spotlight after the 
International Cricket Council’s Anti- 
Corruption unit confirmed it was investigat¬ 
ing the Ajman All Stars T20 League held re¬ 
cently. Butt and Asif who have served 
five-year bans for spot-fixing between 2010 
and 2016 were among a couple of Pakistani 
players who took part in the private tourna¬ 
ment which apparently has caught the at¬ 
tention of the ICC after visuals of some 
matches were aired, which contained some 
questionable dismissals and behaviour on 
part of the players. 

The ICC is investigating after footage of 
some farcical dismissals went viral on social 
media. A match in the Ajman All Stars 
League, which is not sanctioned by the 
Emirates Cricket Board (ECB), saw several 
batsmen appear to throw their wickets in 
bizarre fashion, by running themselves out 
or getting stumped without trying to return 
to the crease, even when the wicketkeeper 
fumbled. “There is currently an ICC Anti- 
Corruption Unit (ACU) investigation under¬ 


way in relation to the Aj man All Stars League 
held recently in Ajman, UAE,” ACU general 
manager Alex Marshall said in a statement. 
“The ICC Anti-Corruption Unit works to up¬ 
hold integrity in cricket and in keeping with 
that role, we are talking to players and offi¬ 
cials and will not make any farther comment 
at this time.” 

The Ajman Cricket Council (ACC) has sus¬ 
pended all matches at the Ajman Oval. "We 
found the Ajman Oval breaching the code 
more than once and hence we have sus¬ 
pended their affiliation," ACC secretary gen¬ 
eral Shaji U1 Mulktold ESPNcricinfo. “We have 
a zero tolerance policy towards corruption 
and are cooperating with the ICC in their on¬ 
going investigation.” 

Former Pakistan players, Hasan Raza, 
Muhammad Khalil and some others are said 
to have taken part in the private league which 
has been disowned and termed as illegal by 
the Emirates cricket board and Ajman Cricket 
Council. The footage of the match which ap¬ 
parently was broadcast don’t include any of 
the Pakistani players. Butt who was captain 
when the spot-fixing scandal broke out in 
England in late 2010 confirmed he had 
played two matches of the league. 

In the particular game which has come 
under the scanner of the ICC anti-Corruption

unit, the Dubai Stars/Bulls were bowled out 
for just 46 after being set a target of 136 by 
Sharjah Warriors. 

“I went there as I was not picked for the 
national regions one-day cup by Lahore and 


I was doing nothing. But when I reached 
there I realised it was just an amateur level 
event which had no match referee, ICC anti¬ 
corruption representative or even scorers,” 
Butt told PTI. 

“Since the spot-fixing scandal I try to stay 
away as far as possible from any related con¬ 
troversies. I am happy the ICC is investigating 
the event because they were lot of flaws in 
it. But I played just two games and than went 
away to Dubai,” he explained. 

Butt said that he had got out first ball in 
the first match as he was told to play just 
three hours after reaching Dubai while in the 
second match he scored around 70 odd runs. 
“I don’t know the exact score I got since there 
was no proper scorer around.” 

Butt made it clear he didn’t feature in the 
match footages which were aired on the so¬ 
cial media and had come under scrutiny. 

The former captain also disclosed that 
when he was made an offer to play in the 
Ajman All Stars League he had told the or¬ 
ganisers he would need some time to get 
NOCs from the PCB and his department, 
Wapda. “But they told me it was a private 
tournament and not sanctioned so no NOC 
was required to play. When I went there I re¬ 
alised it was just a badly managed street level 
event and it made no sense to me.” 


BIZARRE STUMPINGS & RUN OUTS 

THE VIDEO clip of the match between 
Dubai Stars/Bulls and Sharjah Warriors 
went viral after the ICC announced 
that it had begun an investigation into 
the Ajmal All Stars League. The manner 
of dismissals in the video clip is 
comical but point to the fact that all 
was not right in the game. 



IN THE video clip, a left-handed 
batsman comes down the track but 
ditches his attempted shot at the last 
moment and lets the ball travel to the 
wicketkeeper, who has enough time on 
hand to dislodge the bails. 

ANOTHER DISMISSAL is effected 
when the bowler delivers wide but 
the batsman makes no attempt to get 
to the pitch of the ball. Instead he 
swings widely only to be stumped. 

RUN OUTS are seemingly stage 
managed. In the first one shown in the

An athlete’s first 
coach will also 
be rewarded:

PRIME MINISTER Narendra Modi said that 
norms have been tweaked when it comes to 
rewarding coaches whose wards return with 
medals from international events. As per 
common practice, the athlete and the cur¬ 
rent coach are assured of a cash award by the 
state or central government depending on 
the stature of the event. But Modi said it was 
unfair on the coaches, who have trained ath¬ 
letes at the start of their career and had 
helped them take the first steps. 

“It has been noticed that when an ath¬ 
lete returns with a medal, governments an¬ 
nounce cash awards. But only the current 
coach is recognized. It's the right thing to 
do, but what about those coaches who have 
unearthed the talent and who have honed 
their skills at a young age. Now every coach 
that has contributed towards the progress 
of the athlete will be eligible for awards,” 
Modi said at the launch of the Khelo India 
School Games. 

The Khelo India Games will witness ath¬ 
letes fight it out in 16 disciplines at various 
venues in the Capital. According to organis¬ 
ers, 3700 athletes from across the country 
will take part in the event that began on 
Wednesday and will run till February 8. 

During the opening ceremony, the 
prime minister said that each year 1,000 
athletes will be shortlisted — based on their 
performance during the Khelo India School 
Games — and will be provided financial as¬ 
sistance of Rs 5 lakh per annum for 8 years. 
“The athletes will be provided with the best 
of the facilities and coaches to train 
under.They will be provided assistance to 
train wherever they feel they will get the 
best inputs,” the prime minister added. 

Kumar wins first gold 

Anu Kumar of Uttarakhand grabbed the 
first gold medal of the Khelo India School 
Games as Tamil Nadu bagged two of the six 
gold medals on offer on the opening day of 
the athletics competition. The rest of the 
gold medals were shared between ath¬ 
letes from Uttarakhand, Kerala, Uttar 
Pradesh and Haryana. 

Anu Kumar, who trains at the Sports 
College Raipur and is a past 800m silver 
medallist for India at the World School 
Games in France, won the 1,500m final 
comfortably in 4:04.77 seconds at the 
Jawaharlal Nehru Stadium here. Abhishek 
Singh of Uttar Pradesh won the shot put 
gold with a throw of 18.73m while Praveen 
of Tamil Nadu won the triple jump title in 
his sixth attempt with 15.22m. Abhishek 
had four successful throws beyond 18 me¬ 
tres with the best of 18.73 in his second-last 
attempt which gave him the gold.

WHATEVER MAY be the reasons for the 
Badminton World Federation (BWF) insist¬ 
ing on the top shuttlers playing at least 12 
tournaments in a season - and the benefits 
cited are many, ranging from more sponsor¬ 
ship to a higher profile of the sport - the flip 
side came to the fore at the India Open on 
Wednesday. 

HS Prannoy, the World No.10 and the fifth 
seed for the tournament, was in no position 
to do justice to his billing. Suffering from foot 
com and blisters, the star shuttler was totally 
disinterested in his first-round match against 
compatriot Shreyansh Jaiswal. Prannoy 
hardly made any attempts to reach his op¬ 
ponents shots, and the farce of a match 
ended in just 13 minutes with a 21-4,21-6 
scoreline in Jaiswal’s favour. 

That one will not witness a competitive 
match between two Indians was decided be¬ 
fore the match even started. 

“Prannoy told me beforehand that he was 
in no position to play today, and I should use 
the match as a warm-up for later in the tour¬ 
nament,” Jaiswal said after the ‘contest’. 

Apart from the BWF regulation on the 
minimum number of tournaments for the 
top 15 singles players and top 10 doubles 
pairs, Prannoy fell victim to another rule - 
that a player cannot concede a match to a 
compatriot. It was brought in to check the 
apparent practice of some players giving an 
easy passage to another from the same coun¬ 
try, ostensibly under team orders. 

“If Prannoy had conceded, neither of us 
would have got any points from this match. 
It was evident to everyone that he was not 
trying to win any points. Even the chair um¬ 
pire was unhappy and asked him why he was 
not competing. Prannoy replied that he was 
forced to do so because of the rules,” the 22- 
year-old, who is part of the Pullela Gopichand 
stable, like Prannoy, said. 

The ousted fifth seed was honest about 
the real reasons for the farcical outcome. 

“I am suffering from corns, three each in 
both feet. They have been there since the 
Premier Badminton League (PBL), but I man¬ 
aged somehow during that competition. 
After PBL, I went for a treatment but the doc¬ 
tor I consulted in Hyderabad did not perform 
the procedure correctly, resulting in an in¬ 
fection,” Prannoy said. 

“It returned a week before the Indonesia 
Masters. I had to enter the India Open be¬ 
cause it was the third tournament of the year 
and I had missed the first two. If I had skipped 
this one two, I would have had to run around 
later in the year to meet the 12-tournament 
criterion, which would have been very hec¬ 
tic for me. Now, I will be out for another two 
weeks, and aim to return in time for the All 
England Championships in mid-March.” 


One of Prannoy’s compatriots 
who reacted sympathetically to 
his predicament was Saina 
Nehwal. She herself is in a 
pitched battle with the 
Badminton Association of India 
(BAI) over her schedule. 


Understandably, Prannoy is no fan of the 
12-toumament rule, introduced by the BWF 
for the 2018 season. “There could be a genuine 
reason for a player slopping a tournament. The 
BWF rule does not have any flexibility.” 

One of Prannoy’s compatriots who re¬ 
acted sympathetically to his predicament 
was Saina Nehwal. She herself is in a pitched 
battle with the Badminton Association of 


India (BAI) over her schedule. 

“It is a killing calendar. One needs to give 
time to the body and not hurry from one 
tournament to the next. The BWF should 
have a rethink and reduce the number of 
tournaments,” Saina, who has asked the BAI 
to allow her to skip the upcoming Asian 
Team Championships, said. 

“I’m not 20 anymore. The sport puts so 
much strain on the body, and the schedule is 
so demanding. When I hear comments like 
‘Saina lost’ and ‘Saina is out of form’, I cry 
sometimes. I have always played for India 
and have always won my matches in the 
Uber Cup. Now I want to be in the best pos¬ 
sible shape for the Commonwealth and 
Asian Games,” Saina said.

Kaushik beats Thapa again, challenges the status quo

BEATING THE favourite once is an upset. 
Beating him again, rather convincingly, is 
challenging the status quo. On Wednesday 
Manish Kaushik did just that, defeating 
world bronze medallist Shiva Thapa to reach 
the India Open lightweight final. 

“When I beat him at the nationals last 
year, people may have thought it was an up¬ 
set. 'Shiva wasn't at his best, uski body nahi 
chal rahi thi'. But now I have beaten him 
twice, so people will take notice,” said 
Kaushik, who lost the first meeting at the 
2016 National Championships. “It was a very 
close decision which made me realise that I 
belonged here. I pushed an Olympian and 
Asian gold-medallist to the limit, and later 
defeated him. Confidence aaya ki inko ham 
sakta hun toh kisi ko bhi ham sakta hun.” 

Wednesday's performance will only re¬ 
inforce the self-assurance. A motivated 
Thapa — who had earlier said that he is “not 
looking to settle any scores” — was quicker 
off the blocks but failed to land cleanly on his 
elusive southpaw opponent. Kaushik 
ducked, slipped, grabbed and counter-at¬ 


tacked, peppering Thapa with quick combi¬ 
nations, on his way to a unanimous verdict. 
Kaushik will take on Mongolia's Battumur 
Misheelt in Thursday's summit clash. 

Thapa, who made the jump to 60kg last 
year after competing in the 56kg division for 


the majority of his senior career, was visibly 
smaller of the two boxers, and Kaushik be¬ 
lieves his senior will also take time to get ac¬ 
climatised to the division. 

“I have been in 60kg since my junior 
days. For a guy making the jump, it takes a 


while because there's a lack of confidence. 
He's also more experienced so he has to 
think of people coming for his spot. Whereas 
I can afford to be carefree in the ring,” the 
23-year-old said. 

Bhiwani factor 

For Kaushik, being from "mini Cuba" had 
its advantages. For one, he didn't have to look 
far for inspiration. "I will never forget watch- 
ing Vijender Singh climb up the 2008 
Olympics podium. But even before that mo¬ 
ment, knowing that Jitender Singh of our vil¬ 
lage (Devsar Dham) had made it to Beijing 
inspired me to take up boxing." 

The image of Bhiwani boys Vijender, 
Jitender and Dinesh Kumar flickering on the 
television screen made getting the nod from 
his parents that much easier. “They only said, 
put your heart into it or else come and work on 
the fields,” Kaushik recalls. “They were uneasy 
when there was no federation. Youngsters 
didn't want to enter the sport and seniors were 
leaving too. But once I got the job with the 
Indian Army, I feel I repaid their faith a bit.” 

Next on the priority list are this year's 
quadrennial events, and Kaushik believes he 
is the best lightweight for the job. 

“I know there are things to be improved. 


I need to work on my power a bit. But I feel 
ready for the Commonwealth and Asian 
Games,” said Kaushik. “I am the national 
champion. I am the Indian finalist here. Of 
course I feel that I am number one. What's a 
boxer without some confidence?” 

PTI adds: Five-time world champion MC 
Mary Korn advanced to the 48kg final where 
she will take on Philippine’s Josie Gabuco. In 
the women’s draw, top seed L Sarita Devi 
(60kg) defeated fellow Indian Priyanka to set 
up a clash against Finland's Olympic and 
world bronze-medallist Mira Potkonen. In 
men's 69kg, Dinesh, upset Asian Games gold- 
medallist Manoj Kumar. He will take on 
Uzbekistan's Bobo-Usmon Baturov.

Shashi Chopra (57kg) was upstaged by com¬ 
patriot Sonia in a rather bizarre contest in 
which both the boxers ended up being cau¬ 
tioned for being too defensive. 

Eventually Sonia prevailed in a unani¬ 
mous verdict for perhaps being a shade more 
attacking and accurate than Shashi. Sonia 
will face Filipino Nesthy Petecio in the final. 
Also ending with a bronze medal was former 
world silver-winner Sarjubala Devi (51kg). 
Sarjubala went down in a split 3-2 verdict to 
Mongolian Jargalan Ochirbat. 


Well-travelled 
Zhang plays on 
her own terms

Beiwen Zhang is playing the sport she loves 
on her own terms. Hailing from Liaoning, 
China, Zhang moved to Singapore when she 
and her family realised she had little chance 
of representing the country of birth in the 
game they dominated. 

After representing the city-state for nine 
years, a tiff with the head coach prompted 
her to pack her bags. After a brief hiatus, now 
she turns out for the United States while 
keeping her Singapore passport. 

Representing a country with not much of 
a tradition in badminton has its advantages 
and disadvantages. While she gets no official 
support with no coaches or managers as 
“USA has no badminton team", it gives the 
free-spirited player the leeway she needs to 
chart her own course. 

“I now call Las Vegas home even though 
my parents are still living in China. I now di¬ 
vide my time between USA, Europe and Asia 
depending on the time of the year,” Zhang 
told The Indian Express. 

Ranked No.10 in the women’s singles 
ranking, Zhang could claim that her meth¬ 
ods and style are working. 

“There is a lot of pressure on the players 
in the Chinese team. I wouldn’t have survived 
if I had stayed there. Right now, I have the 
freedom to choose which tournaments to 
play and where to train. I take decisions that 
suit me,” she said. 

Apart from the hectic life that a profes¬ 
sional shuttler leads - “my fiance and dog are 
in Vegas” - she also misses her parents. 

“I last saw them in August when I was last 
in China. They can’t afford to visit me. I plan 
to go back there again in a few weeks’ time 
for the Chinese New Year.” 

Ask why she left Singapore, and her re¬ 
bellious nature comes out again. 

“I went to Singapore as they were look¬ 
ing for good young players. I was there till the 
age of 22. But when I saw that the head coach 
of the national team was focusing only on 
one player in a side of six, I left. They had also 
slapped some disciplinary proceedings on 
me, which prompted my decision. 

“I had gone to the US to meet some 
friends, who asked if I wanted to play some 
local tournaments. I said ‘yes’ and it soon 
resulted in me representing the country, 
though I still hold a Singapore passport. It 
needed a relieving letter from the 
Singapore national team and a long-term 
American visa.” 

Zhang has recently hired a personal coach 
and plans to take the next step in the sport. 
The 27-year-old has played in the Premier 
Badminton League and also competes as a 
professional in Denmark. 

“My goal for 2018 is to win a Super Series 
title. I came close in 2016 when I lost in the 
French Open final to He Bingjao.” 

Going all alone has forced Zhang to often 
play with injuries. “I have a torn ligament in 
my right ankle which needs rest, but I have to 
play through it,” she said. 

But whatever the consequences, one 
thing is certain. Zhang will not regret the 
choices she has made.

Russia to organise 
event for banned 
Olympic athletes

PIERRE-EMERICK Aubameyang 
joined Arsenal from Borussia 
Dortmund for a club record fee 
of £56 million (63.7 million eu¬ 
ros, 79.2 million euros) today, in 
the biggest deal so far on transfer 
deadline day. 

Arsenal boss Arsene Wenger 
—who last August kept the foot¬ 
ball world on tenterhooks as he 
held out selling Alexis Sanchez 
to Manchester City because he 
failed to secure Thomas Lemar 
from Monaco -- did not wait un¬ 
til the last minute to land the 
Gabon striker. 

Wenger persuaded the 
Arsenal board to pay more for 
the 28-year-old than the £46.5 
million they shelled out for 
Frenchman ALexandre Lacazette 
last August. 

Dortmund have eyed up a six- 
month loan move for Belgian in¬ 
ternational Michy Batshuayi from 
champions Chelsea, who have 
stipulated there will be no option 
to buy at the end of that period. 
"Pierre-Emerick Aubameyang 
has joined us from Borussia 
Dortmund on a long-term con¬ 
tract for a club-record fee," the 
statement from Arsenal said. 

The club described him as 
"one of the world's most highly- 
rated strikers". "He scored 98 
goals in 144 Bundesliga games 
for Dortmund and had a hand in 
172 goals in 213 matches in all 
competitions for his former 
club," it continued. 

Aubameyang's arrival should 
see French veteran Olivier 
Giroud completing the musical 
chairs by signing for Chelsea 
even though Wenger was loathe 
to let him move to a rival as 
Sanchez joined Manchester 
United earlier this month. 

However, the French striker 
is keen to stay in London as he 
seeks regular first team action to 
secure his place in France's 
World Cup squad.

Formula One to stop using female models on the grid

FORMULA ONE is ending the use 
of female models who parade 
and stand with the drivers' name 
boards before every grand prix, 
with immediate effect. 

The sport announced the de- 
cision in a statement on 
Wednesday and said the change 
would also apply to all support 
series on the programme. 
"While the practice of employ¬ 
ing grid girls has been a staple of 
Formula One grands prix for 
decades, we feel this custom 
does not resonate with our 


brand values and clearly is at 
odds with modern day societal 
norms," said commercial man¬ 
ager Sean Bratches. 

"We don’t believe the prac¬ 
tice is appropriate or relevant to 
Formula One and its fans, old and 
new, across the world," he 
added. Formula One has not had 
a woman race driver on the 
starting grid since the 1970s but 
is far more mixed off the track, 
with female engineers and me¬ 
chanics as well as in media and 
marketing. 

Two of the 10 teams have had 
female bosses, including former 
champions Williams, and 
Formula One management has 


a number of women in senior 
positions. The use of female 
models, even if not as scantily- 


clad as in the past, has been in¬ 
creasingly criticised in a sport 
that is now under U.S.-based 


ownership following Liberty 
Media's takeover last year. 

Liberty, who ousted former 
supremo Bernie Ecclestone a 
year ago, have been looking to 
make the pre-race show more of 
a feature with the emphasis on 
entertainment for fans and pro¬ 
motion. "Formula One considers 
the time spent by teams and 
drivers on the grid before a race 
as one of celebration, where 
guests and various performers 
can add to the glamour and 
spectacle of the Grand Prix," the 
statement said. 

It added that the change 
would allow promoters and 
partners "to showcase their 


countries and products". 

Ross Brawn, Formula One's 
managing director for motor- 
sport, gave notice last December 
that the use of female models on 
the grid was under review for the 
season starting in Australia on 
March 25. 

"There's a lot of people re¬ 
spect the tradition of the grid 
girls and there's people who feel 
that it has become a bit dated, so 
we're addressing that," he told 
the BBC at the time. In 2015, 
men were deployed in place of 
the women at the Monaco 
Grand Prix—a move welcomed 
by some fans and deplored by 
others.

PRESIDENT VLADIMIR Putin has 
ordered the government to or¬ 
ganise a sports competition for 
Russian athletes banned from the 
upcoming Winter Games in 
Pyeongchang over a doping scan¬ 
dal, his spokesman said today. 

Putin "reminded the cabinet 
of the decision to organise a 
competition for those of our ath¬ 
letes who had not been allowed 
to take part in the Olympic 
Games," Russian news agencies 
quoted Putin's spokesman 
Dmitry Peskov as saying. 

He added that winning ath¬ 
letes would receive compensa¬ 
tion equal to what Moscow nor- 
mally awards Olympic 
medallists. The International 
Olympic Committee banned 
Russia from next month's event 
in South Korea after a report on a 
vast Moscow-backed doping 
scheme in previous Games. 

Olympic officials have 
cleared 169 Russian athletes for 
competition in Pyeongchang. 
They will compete under a neu¬ 
tral flag as "Olympic Athletes 
from Russia." Peskov spoke to re¬ 
porters after Putin earlier 
Wednesday met with Russian 
athletes set to join Pyeongchang 
Games and said he was sorry "for 
not having been able to shield" 
them from the doping scandal. 

Pro-Kremlin newspaper 
Izvestiya reported this week that 
the alternative competition for 
banned athletes would take 
place in the Black Sea resort of 
Sochi which hosted the 2014 
Winter Olympic Games. 

The 23 rd Winter Olympics 
will open in Pyeongchang, South 
Korea, on February 9, featuring 
102 events in 15 sports and ath¬ 
letes from all over the world. 

Putin sorry for not 
’shielding' athletes 

Earlier in the day, Putin told 
Russian Olympic athletes that he 
was sorry his government had 
not protected them from the fall¬ 
out of a doping scandal. 
Speaking to athletes set to take 
part in the Pyeongchang Games, 
the Kremlin leader also de¬ 
nounced as "strange" the exclu¬ 
sion of many Russian athletes 
from the upcoming Winter 
Olympics over doping.

this," Putin said, adding that the 
scandal had contributed to "very 
difficult conditions" for athletes. 

The International Olympic 
Committee banned Russia from 
the 2018 Olympics after a report 
on a vast, Moscow-backed dop¬ 
ing scheme in previous Games. 
"For us certain things are truly 
strange," Putin said in televised 
remarks. "I wish you luck," Putin 
said, adding he wanted them to 
be "courageous". "Hundreds of 
thousands, millions of fans who 
love you are watching you," he 
added. 

CAS to announce 
appeal verdicts today 

The verdicts on appeals 
from 39 Russian athletes who 
were given lifetime Olympic 
bans for doping violations at 
the 2014 Sochi Games will be 
announced on Thursday, the 
Court of Arbitration for Sport 
(CAS) said in a statement on 
Wednesday. 

CAS said that its secretary 
general Matthieu Reeb would 
make a statement in 
Pyeongchang, South Korea, 
where the tribunal has set up a 
temporary office for next 
month's Winter Olympics. The 
decisions will also be issued on 
its website, CAS said.
